YAOUIS ON THE WARPATH, 





Americans and Mexicans Were Killed— 
Gon. Torres Reported Slain, 


St. Louis, Mo., Aug, 2.—A _ speolal to 
The Globe-Democrat from Ortiz, Mexico, 
says: Any doubt that the Yaquis are on 
the warpath in earnest was dispelled yes- 
terday, when news reached here that 
several Americans and Mexicans had 
been killed in the Yaqui River Valley, 
east and southeast of this station. 

The courier who came in witn the 
news of the slaughter declares that he 
saw o desperate fight at a point 40 miles 
southeast of Ortiz, and that bo has posi- 
tive evidence that J. F, Remley, a 
merchant of Hermosillo, and I. Muller, 


a photographer in his employ, were 
among the killed. 
General ‘Torres, commander of the 


first military zone, who was in the field 
with the 12th Regiment, is reported 
among the slain. No information is ob- 
tainable as yet of the number of fighting 
Indians under arms, but if the outbreak 
js of the proportions of the war ended in 
1897 the number may be placed ut be- 
tween 38,000 and 4,000, This outbreak is 
a surprise to the State officials. 

It is impossible to sscure accurate 
figures as to the total number killed to 
dete, but the estimate of 50 on each 
side is not considered exceasiye.

Chatham, Ont., Aug. 2.—The morn- 
ing dawned fair and bright upon the 
union celebration which was given yes- 
terday by the colored citizens under the 
auspices of Wellington Lodge, No, 1065, 
Grand United Order Odd Fellows, 
Provincial Commandery, No. 1, Knights 
Templar, and Mower Lodge, No. 8, 
Knights of Pythias.

The District Lodge, G.U.0.0.F., was 
then opened and routine business trans- 
acted. ‘he session lasted all morning and 
will continue to-isy. Sports and a street 
parade comprised the remainder of the 
day, and they were much enjoyed by 
those present,

PHILIPPINE WAR AS IT IS. 


Ivsurgents as Vigorous as Ever—Well Fed 
and Well Clothed—Learning Ameri- 
can Tactics in Warfare, Too 


San Francisco, Aug. 2.—An officer of 
one of the yoluntcer regiments in the 
Philippines has written the following let- 
ter to the Associated Press from Manila: 

The arrival of the rainy season finds 
the insurrection as vigorous as it has 
been any time since the outbreak. ‘he 
insurgent armies are well recruited, not- 
withstanding their heavy loases, and are 
well fed and clothed. They haye proflt- 
ed by their five months’ of warfare 
against the Americans. They are fast 
adopting American tactics, and are be- 
coming bet.er disciplined and more skill- 
ful in the use of their weapons every 
day. Over 100,000 soldiers should be here 
ready for business at the beginning of 
the dry season in November. Garrisons 
can then be stationed at strategic points. 

Frequent Changes Necessary. 

A continuous warfare cannot be carried 
on in this enervating climate by the 
same troops. Frequent reliefs are neces- 
sary. Troops should not be kept here 
longer than a year. Men from a northern 
climate retain their native vigor for six 
or eight months after arrival here, and 
then begin to succumb to the various 
ailments of tropical weather. This is ex- 
emplifled in the cases of the volunteers 
and those regulars who haye been in the 
Philippines since last summer. The most 
of them are saturated with malaria. 
Many have rheumatism, and are greatly 
debilitated. They are unfit for turther 
duty, and recuperation seems slow and 
unsatisfactory. As it is with thei, so it 
is likely to be with their successors, 

Will Need 100,000 Men, 

The 8,000,000 people of the Philippines 
are as highly civilized as the 12,000,000 
of Mexico. If the American people will 
imagine the U.S. to have acquired Mexico 
against her will and to be engaged in 
an attempt to put down a universal re- 
bellion of Mexicans with 20,000 troops, 
they will have a duplicate plofaire at close 
range of the situation in the Philippines, 
with exception that the climate of the 
Philippines is trom 10 to 15 degrees more 
tropical than that of Mexico. 

The Culamba Fight Was Warm. 

Manila, Aug. 2.—MSanday’s fight at 
Calamba was a warm one, The insurg- 
ents were unwilling to abandon the 
place, which is the key to the luke road. 
The total loss at Calamba was sevén 
killed and 20 wounded. Sixteen dead in- 
surgents have been found. The American 
garrison at Morong is going to Calamba, 
A body of insurgents bas visited Taytay, 
where they killed seyeral natives who 
were friendly to the Americans,

Defence of Gens. Voral and Pareju Defore 
the Court: Martinl 


Madrid, Aug, 2.—'‘The second session 
and Pareja, who ore charged with sur- 
rendering Santiago de Cuba to the 
Amorieans without having exbaustec all 
iweans of defence, took place yesterday.

The reason of the great uncertainty 
in the audibility of thunder jis not hard 
to understand. It depends not merely on 
the initial intensity of the crash, but 
quite as much on the suroundings of the 
observer, even as in the quiet country 
one will observe feeble sounds that 
escape the ear in a noisy city. Perhaps 
the most curlous and important condi- 
tions of saudibility is that the thunder 
wave of sound shall not be refracted or 
reflected by the layers of warm or cold 
air between the observer and the lightn- 
ing or by the layers of wind, swift above 
and slow below, so as to entirely pass 
over or around the observer. 

Sound in its wavelike progresa oblique- 
ly through layers of air of different 
densities is subject to refraction, and

JAPANESE POCKETS, 





The Advance of Civilization Marked by 
the Adoption of Them, 


Perhaps the best proof of the advance 
of the Japanese in civilization is to be 
found in their use of pockets, says The 
New York Evening Post. The people of 
that country have usually six or eight 
pockets cunningly inserted in the cuffs of 
their wide sleeves. These pockets sare 
always filled with a curious miscellany. 
As common as the twine in the pockets 
of young Americans is the prayer amulet, 
written on sheets of rice paper and com- 
posed by the bonzes. In accordance with 
their faith, these amulets are swallowed 
like a pill in cases of mental or physical 
distress. Another essential seldom mis- 
sing is a number of small squares of 
silky paper. These are put to unexpected 
uses, such as to hold the stem of a lily 
or lotus, to dry a teacup or to wipe away 
a tear. Among the Chinese and other 
nations a pouch is used, instead of o 
pocket, This wasalso the case Jn western 
Europe in the Middle Ages, and for 
some time afterward. The pouch was 
attached to the girdle, along with a 
dagger ond rosary. It was called an 
aulmoniere or gipoijere. It was often

At tho afternoon sitting the House 
went at once into supply, passed one 
item in railways and canals, and the re- 
mainder of tho afternoon was devoted 
to Prince Kdyard Island on an item for 
o branch of the Prince Edward Island 
Railway from Charlottetown to Murray 
Harbor, which was finally passed, 

Practically tho whole of the evening 
sitting has been devoted to discussing tho 
vote for $150.000 for tmproving Port 
Colborne harbor, which has been opposed

His departure yesterday 
was the occasion of quite a demonstration 
on the part of the Conservatives in the 
House, about 50 of whom assembled at 
the Central Station to give him a hearty 
send off.

MONTREAL'S PANIC, 





Financial Matters Have Resumed Thoir 
Normal Condition in the Metropolis, 


Montreal, Aug. 8.—The panio is over, 
and matters financial baye resumed their 
former state. In fact, some of the stocks 
showed more life than before the runs 
began. Everything, too, is quiet at the 
banks, The Hochelaga weathered the 
storm in splendid style, that institution 
having been called to pay out only a 
quarter of a million, when their own 
resources alone gave them two millions 
for immediate use. Yesterday ao New 
York house wired President St. Charles 
to draw for any amount, but, of course, 
no assistance Was required, either at 
home or abroad. At this bank there 
were a few people from the country tak- 
ing out their deposits yesterday, but the 
back of the run had been broken before 
8 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, and yester- 
day it was not visible to the naked eye. 
Things also look better at the Jacques 
Cartier Bank, and it now looks as if that 
institation would resume business in 
a few days. One thing is certain; there 
will be no loss to anyone,

* * * «Tn order that I might see the condition of this lode after this amount of work 
had been ddne, T employed a few hands and cleaned out the tunnel, when I found a lode of 
copper. ‘This is the desulphate of copper and will yieldas high as 70 per cent. of copper. I 
drove the tunnel twenty feet further into the hill, following the lode. When I had gone about 
twelve feet I struck another lode of copper eighteen inches east and six inches below the first 
lode. In three feet more we struck another lode below the second lode, These lodes are not 
quite parallel, but are slightly converging, and will no doubt finally come together and form one 
lode. These lodes are evidentaly feeders to the main lead, which you may hope to reach in a 
short distance. Immediately below the lower sandstone is a stratum of cupriferous marl schists 
extending the entire width of the tunnel, say four feet, and is probably much wider, This marl 
will yield about 15 per cent. copper. ‘

French Bgyptologist, has recently writ- 
ten an interesting article on the “speak- 
jug statues” of ancient Hgypt. He says 
the statues of some of the gods were 
made of joined parts and were supposed 
to communicate with the faithful by 
speech, signs and other movements. They 
were made of wood, painted or gilded. 
Their hands could be raised and lowered 
and their heads moved, but it is not 
known whether their feet could be put in 
motion. When one of the faithful asked 
for adyice, their god answered either by 
signs or words. Occasionally long speech- 
es were made, and at other times the an- 
swer was simply an Inclination of the 
head. 

Every temple had priests whose spe- 
cial duty it was to make these communi- 
cations, ‘The priests did not make any 
mystery of their part in the proceedings, 
It was believed that the priests were in- 
termediary between the gods and mor- 
tals, and the priests themselves had a 
very exalted idea of their calling. They 
firmly believed that the souls of divinities 
inhabited the statues, and they always 
approached them with religious fear and 
reverence. : 

These priests would stand behind the 
statues and move their heads or hands or 
speak for them, never doubting that at 
that moment thelr moyements and words 
were inspired by the diyine spirit dwell- 
ing in the statues. The statues were re- 
garded as so yery much alive that in war 
they shared the fate of those people 
whose deities they were. They were 
taken prisoners, condemned to death or 
given Into slavery—in other words, plac- 
ed in the temples of the conquering. If 
they were returned to their own temples, 
they bore inscriptions testifying to their 
defeat and imprisonment.

DIAMOND MINES IN CANADA, 


Every year somo new dovelopment in 
the natural resourcos of Canada demon- 
strates to Canadians the tremendous wealth 
and possibilities of their land. The min- 
eral wealth is immense; and tuo these 
minerals already known there may be add- 
ed in the near future diamonds. 


According to a recent issue of the 
Geological Journal, nearly all the leading 
Canadian geologists firmly believe that 
valuable discoveries of diamonds will yet 
be made. 


In 1883 eight valuable diamonds wero 
found in Michigan, and the best geological 
authorities, after a careful investigation, 
agreed that they camo from Canada—prob- 
ably in the glacial period. They found that 
the gravel formation in which the stones 
were found existed in the Hudson Bay dis- 
trict. The trend of the glaciers converged 
in Northera Ont irio going south and shoved 
this gravel, which is exactly similar to that 
of the famous Kimberly diamond mines in 
South Africa, before them. 

It is thought that the diamond boaring 
gravel may bef ulin the ‘New Ontario” 
district with the opening up of this coun- 
ry.—Breckville Times.

Mr. Blair, in introducing the 
resolutions, briefly oxplained that the 
Government, by the introduction of the 
clause roquiring the subsidized roads to 
carry mails, munitions, eto., froe to the 
extent of 8 per cent, of tho subsidy were 
reaily nob granting a bonus, but making 
a loan to the companies, on which they 
Were paying 8 per cont. in transporta- 
tion, 

Ifow Mr. Blair Ia Changed. 

ion, Mr. Foster said that in Now 
Rranawiek during tho election campaign 
Mr. Blair had stigmatized the late Gov- 
ornmont’s grauting of railway subsidies 
as a schome for making deals and ralsing 
corruption funds for election purposes, 
and jronieally inquired if the Minister of 
Rall\ways was of the same opinion now. 
Ho bolleved in proper systom of railway 
subsidies for the development of the 
country, and the Conservative party had 
adopled that polley and adhered to it, 
bat for 18 Jong years it had been opposed 
by the Likeral party. He quoted at 
somo length from Hansard and the Lib- 
eral press in supports of this contontion, 
and said be was glad to see that at last 
ths leaders of the Liberal party had seon 
tho eror of thelr ways and had again 
adopted when in oftlee the Consorvative 
polloy they had condemned while in op- 
tosition, As to the subsidies not boing 
subsidies but loans, be did not endorse 
the view taken by the Minister of Rail- 
Wary, bus thought the assistance would 
work out all right as a bonus in the end. 

Mr. Kobertsou's View. 

Mr. John Ross Robertson said he was 
opposed to the Government’s railway 
polfey, and especially to the Rainy River 
Railway subsidy, He was not a bigot in 
favor of Government railway ovnership, 
but he certainly thought there were some 
railways wWwhioh the Government ought 
to own, instead of wasting its substance 
with pledging its oredit, its money and 
Jund to any lot of speculators who grab- 
bed a charter and got hold of the Goy- 
ernmont for a subsidy. It seemed to him 
that this Government could not see an 
inch beyond Mackenzie & Mann, If the 
Government had done its duty it would 
havo joined hands with the Governments 
of Ontario and Manitoba and settled the 
quostion of transportation from the Great 
West to the seaboard forever. ‘They 
should have pooled interests with the 
tvo local Goyernments and called for 
tenders to see who would build the Rainy 
River road for the smalles6 subsidy. 
Mackenzie & Mann and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company were one. The 
rouil would become a mere branch of 
the C.P.R. He understood that Mac- 
kenzle & Mann were to be given com- 
pensation for the loss of the Yukon 
Railway contract, but he thought that, 
in view of the claim made by the Minis- 
ter of the Interlor, that Mackenzie & 
Mann kad been saved a large amount 
by the Senste throwing out the Yukon 
bill instead of asking compansation 
Mackenzie & Mann ought to compensate 
the Senate. He touched on the rejection 
of the Yukon bill by the Senate, and 
thought the Senate would be justified in 
throwing out the railway subsidies. 

Richardson Opposed to Bouuses, 

Mr. Richardson (Liberal) said he was 
opposed to granting bonuses to railways, 
although he would be willing to make 
advances for the construction of railways, 
but the loan should be returned. He 
entered into an elaborate caloulation to 
show that the Dominion Government 
had given bonuses in land and money 
for transportation to the extent of $850,- 
00,000, or $70 per head for every man, 
Woman and child in the Dominion. in 
the United States the aid to railways 
did not average $1 per head of the popu- 
Jution. Yet in spite of this gigantic ex- 
penditaure by Canada itis a fact that at 
the present moment fully five-eighths of 
the grain of the Northwest reached the 
fnglish market, nof by Canadian rail- 
Ways er Canadian canals, but by way of 
Budalo and New York. Turning to the 
Rainy Kiver road, he said he had heard 
thet the Manitoba Government had 
pronmized a bonus of $4,000 a mile to this 
road, Which, added to $4,000 a mile from 
the Ontario Government and $6,400 o 
mile from the Dominion Government, 
made o snbsidy of $14,000 per mile, 
Which he thoughé was more than enough 
to builu the road. He suggested that the 
Rainy River Road should be built and 
owned by the Government in order to 
prevent its being absorbed by the Cana- 
flan Pacific. The Minister of Railways 
had eald last year that the Government 
could nob prevent the ownera of the 
C.P.R. purchasing the bonds of the Rainy 
River Road and so control it, and if that 
Was the case he thought it was the best 
reason why the Government should build 
the road itself. 

An Amonudment, 

In conclusion, he moved, seconded by

the nationalization of railways and of 
ail great publio franchises; and in con- 
nection with the clty government he be- 
lisved in munivipalization of civic fran- 
chiles. That is the coming prinoiple in 
Goverpments that are going to win in 
tha present, and oartalnly in the immodi- 
ate future. People are tired of what has 
taken place in the past, Tho raflyways 
havo become the masters, instead of peo- 
pie bolng tho mastera of their own coun- 
try. All oror the world this progressive 
polloy is attracting young men. He was 
in favor olso of the nationalization im- 
moilately of the telograph system of this 
country, of the issue of notes which the 
banks now enjoy, and o great many 
other things. Only tho other day Lord 
Salisbury made an important doliverance 
in the Old Country. Ho said that the 
policy that would rulo the highor politios 
of the world concerned all the railways, 
and the Governmont that aid not control 
the railways bad hardly any future.

Bismarok, 
when he undortook to consolidate and 
regenerate Gormany, nationalized the 
railways, Australia has nationalized hor 
railways; Italy bas nationalized her rail- 
ways; Franco has nationalized bor ayatem 
of railways, And all the world over 
that same prinolple is going on, and the 
people of these countries would not hear 
for & moment of the do-natlonalization 
of those railways and turning thom over 
to the control of companies,

Among the grand adornments of the 
City of Paria is the Church of Notre 
Damo, With its great towers and elabor- 
ate rose windows and soulpturing of the 
last judgment, with the trumpeting 
angela and rising dead; tts battlements 
ot quatre foil; its sacristy, with ribbed 
colling and statues of saints.

St. Petersburg Aug. 4.—'The OMmicial 
Messonger yesterday published a Govern- 
mont communique reviewing lengthily 
‘the result of Ihe Hague peace conference. 
After referring to tho sympathotio recop- 
tion the powers accorded the Czar's 
‘magnanimous appeal for peaco’’ 16 pro- 
cecds: 

“The vesults of the conference have 
fully come up to the expectations of the 
Government. It had been found neos- 
aury for the conference to postpone & 
dofinite sottleomont of the complicated 
question of the suspension of armaments 
until fully clucidated by the different 
jrovornmon ts. Novertholess, tho lighton- 
ing of military burdens 1s already ad- 
mitted by unanimous resolution to be 
urgently desirable for all nations. On the 
other hand, tho labors of the conference 
will doubtloss exercise influence in rogu- 
lating the customs of war and atopping 
cruolties. The various states have agreed 
to use all tholr resources in favor of the 
maintenance of peace and tho abolijion 
of war, It is now an ostablished fact that 
modiation, which hitherto depended on 
the good-will of tho states interested, oan 
honcoforward bo offered by a third power 
on its own Initiative,"

individual states, tho resulte afford a 
fresh bowls for international pvouoe, Tho

Marmora Herald : The adjourned inquest 
to enquire into the cause of the death of 
May McCoy was resumed in the town hall 
Friday morning, 28rh ult., at 10:80, Cor 
oner Dr, Sutton presiding. W. J. Moore, 
barrister, of Madoo, appeared on behalf of 
Mrs. McCoy. 

The coroner, addres ing the jury, told 
them that he had written the authorities 
in Toronto giving full information in re- 
gard to the caso, but that an analysis of 
tho stomach had not been ordered. 7 

Henry M. Jones, M.D., being called, 
testified as follows : I made a post-mortem 
on tho remains of May McCoy on the. 12th 
day of July. Lexamined the organs and 
viscora of the belly. ‘The tissues were in a 
fairly preserved condition. The livery 
spleen and kidneys were in a healthy con- 
dition, The intestines were healthy also. 
The stomach was partly filled with un- 
digested food. I could not tell positively 
what the food in the stomach was. ‘There 
were spots in a congested state on the out- 
er surface of the stomach, It might have 
occurred from the settling of the blood 
after death,from disease,or from the action 
of poison. The lungs were intensely congested 
very dark deep red in color, They were 
collapsed. The heart cavities were empty, 
It was in a flabby condition. The heart ap- 
peared healthy and sound. The lungs show- 
ed no signs of previous disease. The blood 
was fluid in tho great vessels of the body. 
Tho brain was in a semi-fluid state, owing 
to decomposition. “‘ho membranes of tho 
brain were healthy and fairly preserved. 
It was a stone grey in color, Doath was 
caused by poisoning. Iam of the opinion 
the poison was strychnine. I'luidity of the 
blood, congestion of the lungs, partial con- 
gesticn of the stomach, is the basis for my 
opinion as to death being caused by poison- 
ing, I saw deceased the day she diel. The 
+| body was unusually rigid from head to foot. 
That was about 2 honrs after death. Bodies 


stiffenafter death. Sometimes it takes place 
more quickly than others. ‘The bely was 
lying on its bick, arms folded across the 
breast. Froth was issuing from her lips. 
1 tried to bend the arms but could not. 
The pupils ofthe eyes were contracted. 
Clothes were in a very dusty condition. I 
consider this rigidity cf the bcdy came 
on too soon after death to be from natur- 
al causes except in apoplexy, epilepsy, 
aspbyxia,conyulsions and neuratic or nerve 
poisons. Congestion of the lunz3 and 
fluidity of the blood result from 
etrychniie. It results also from other 
causes. ‘Lhe effects of strychnine on 
the stomach when ib does occur are seen 
on the mucous; lining. On acconst 
of the brain being in such a decomposed 
state it did not give any evidence of the 
diseases, apoplexy, te. (Taylor wes 
quoted to prove that the blood is fourd 
liquid in case of strychnine poison.) Flu- 
idity may occur from other substances as 
well as strychnine. Stiffness of the body 
is more rapid in cases of fatigue. The

A Banker Comes Home. 


Mr. Complin, of the Bank of Commerce, 
who went up t> the Yukon last winter in 
connection with the'r branch there, has 
arrived home at Toronto after a forty days’ 
joirney. He railed down the Yukon ‘to 
Sb. Michael's, at its mouth, and took an 
ocean steamer from there to Vancouver, 
bringing with him a million dollars’ worth 
of gol dust. To answer to a question last 
night by a Globe reporter, he said : 

** Business in the Yukon is brisk in 
spring. In winter the merchants tide 
themselves along by issuing notes payable 
in spring. Eyery one in Dawson relies up- 
on the spring wash-up to pay off his debrs. 
A business man is under very heaty cx- 
pense, not only for high rent and wages, 
but also ou account of great cost in getting 
his goods sent in. Alllines of business are 
represented, and you can get there tho 
most modern style of dress. Many of the 
largest mercantile houses were burnt out 
this spring. 

“I wish to emphas’ze very strongly that 
Dawson is about the most expensive gpot 
on earth, People down this way cart be 
made to believe that prices run so high 
there, and some set out for Dawson with a 
paltry thousand dollars. Twenty-five cent 
coins are almost unknown there, and you 
can buy nothing for less thap fifty cents, 
not cyen acigar, Hyggs wore as hich as 
$l5a dozen, and everything else is in liko 
proportion. Wages are correspondingly 
high ; ordinary clerks get about $10 a day ; 
gold weighers get from $15 to $20, and 
ordinary miners on the creeks $10, 

‘Anywhere from fifteen ta eighteen 
millions will be taken out of the ground 
this season, but the statistical output will 
probably be about fourteen million. ‘The 
poorer kind of gold dust is called commer- 
cial dust, and is used among business men 
on the basis of sixteen dollars for an ounce. 
There is no sign of the yield playing out. 
No new ‘strikes’ haye been found, but 
many of the creeks, especially Hunker and 
Dominion, are being worked better, and 
are turning oyt well, 

“The police are posted along the creeks, 
and efter the miners ‘clean-up’ their win- 
ter’s work tho royalty is levied on the 
amount of the ‘pannings’ after five thou- 
sind is taken out. ‘he minereclaim that 
the royalty paid in the Yukon is the high- 
est in the world.—Globe.

Death of Sir David Chalmers Announced

London, Aug. 8.—The Lord Advocate 
of Scotland, the Right Hon. A. G. Mur- 
ray, Q.C., replying in the House of 
Commons yesterday to a question of Mr. 
Thomas Bartholomew Curran, _ anti- 
Parnell member for North Donegal, said 
that if Mr. Andrew Carnegie had not 
been naturalized o British subject ho 
could not act as a justice of the peace in 
Sutherlandshire, to which office he has 
just been appointed. 

Transvaal Affairs Unchanged,

The trial opened, so far as Rennes fa 
concerned, in an atmosphere of perfect 
tranquility. The population is apparently 
indjtYeront. Only a small crowd, at the 
most 50 persons, had gathered outside 
the entrance to the Lyces by 6 o'clock, 
At 6.16 the prefect of police gave the 
order to close the Avenue do la Gare for 
800 yards in front of the Lycee, and also 
all by-streets leading to the avenue. The 
gondarmos were immediately drawn up 
along the avenue, and the space In front 
of the Lycee was cleared of ull spectators, 

Appearance of Dreyfus. 

Captain Dreyfus emerged from the 
military prison under escort of a lieaten- 
ant nnd four gpendarmes. He crossed the 
railroud quickly snd disappeared within 
the Lycee, the hedge of soldiers hiding 
him from view. 

An Animated Scene. 


The scene insige the court room was 
most animated. Kvery incon of space was 
filled a quarter of an hour bofore the pro- 
ceedings opened, Behind the membors of 
the court sat the sopplementary judges. 


The Presiding Oflicer. 


Col. Jouaust, followed by the other 
meimbors of the court, walked on the 
stage frem a room behind and took seats 
at the table, the guards presenting arms, 


Bring in the Vrixoner, 


Immodately after Colonel Jouaust was 
seated he gave the order to bring in the 
prisoner. All eyes were then turned to 
the right of the stuge, beside which was 
a door leading to the room in which 
Dreyfus was awaiting the summona. 
Almost everybody bot the most promin- 
ent of_icers stood on thair feet. Some 
mounted on benches to obtain a better 
view, ‘There were subdued cries of ‘Sit 
Down,’’ amid which the door opened and 
Captain Dreyfus, preceded and followed 
by a gendarme, emerged into the court- 
room, His features were deadly pale and 
his teeth were set with a determined but 
nof defiant bearing. He walked quickly, 
With almost an elastic step, and ascend- 
ed the three steps Jeading to the platform 
in front of the judges. ‘here he drew 
himself up erect, bronght his rigbt band 
sharply to the veak of his kepi, or mili- 
tary cap, givsig the military salute. The 
prisoner then removed his kepi and tcok 
the seat placed for him, facing his judges, 
just in front of hJs counsel's table, and 
With his back to the audience. Bebind 
him sat a gendarme, holding a sheathed 
sabre in his band, 

The Charge. 

Colonel Jouaust begen by saying: ‘It 
results from the documents just read 
that you are accused of having brought 
about machinations or held relations 
with a foreign power, or one or more of 
its agents, in order to procure it menns, 
by delivering it documents, indicated in 
the incriminating bordereau, to commit 
hostilities or undertake war against 
France. I notify you that you will be 
allowed to state during the course of 
these proceedings anything that appears 
to you useful for your defence.’’ 


Vehomently Protested Innocence, 


Dreyfus replied with a  yehement 
declaration of his innocence, repeating 
several times ‘‘I am innocent’? in a 
voice which quivered with emotion. The 
agopized manner in which ho uttered his 
protestation of innocence kad a most 
painful effect, and must have provoked 
the sympathy even of his most inveterate 
enemies. The prisonor grew more com- 
posed as the examination proceeded, 
answering every question without a 
moment's besitation. 

Col. Jounust sabmitted Dreyfus to a 
rigorous examination, more in the style 
of a prosecuting counsel than a judge, 
and made gestures of impatience at some 
direct denials, which Dreyfus gave re- 
peatedly to the judge’s questions. The 
prisoner's volce resounded frequently 
through the court room as be energetio- 
ally replied: ‘‘No.”’ 


The Borderenu Produced, 


Colonel Jouaust handed the prisoner a 
long slip of cardboard, upon which the 
bordereau was pasted and asked: ‘Do 
you recognize this document? ’

As he ended his reply with tho words: 
“Five years in the galleys, My wife, my 
children, my God, I am innocent, tnno- 
cent,’’ Colonel Jouaust said; *‘Vhon you 
deny ity’’ 

Dreyfus replied: “Yes, my Colonel,’’ 

On the cou.t pocceeding to the roll call 
of witnesses—the most notable absentees 
being Katerhazy, Du Paty do Clam and 
Milo.

Hore ocourred one of the most dramatic 
scencs in the examination. Dreyfus, tre- 
nondously excited, swayed to and fro 
for u mement and tien all his pent-up 
erecticn and indigia jon -urst forth and 
he crfed in n piercing yolce, heard 
throughout the court, and even by those 
standing ontside: “It is iniquitous to 
cC6rCemn an innocent man.

The prisoner sat most of the time with 
his legs stretched out, bis spurs resting 
on the ground, his hands joined and rest- 
ing on his lap. He repelled the insinua- 
ticns that be had relations with German 
officers during his stay in Alsace in 
flercely indignant tones. 


Dreyfus Was Unnerved. 

Madame Dreyfus visited her husband 
yesterday afternoon and found him hope- 
ful, although much unnerved, as the 
rigorous examination and especially the 
unfeeling demeanor displayed toward 
him by Col Jousust proved a tremend- 
ous strain upon him.

Berlin, August 6.—Herr Montag, of 
Mannheim, the inventor of artificial coal, 
whon upplied to for particulars in regard 
to his fuel, said : * I have taken out patents 
in seventeen countries. Until all the 
formalities are completed, I can make none 
of the particulars in regard to the ingre- 
dients public, I may say that from ‘tho 
point of view of hygiene the artificial coal 
ia preferable to the ordinary coal, as it does 
not develop any poisonous gases and 
creates little soot. Itleaves no slay und 
cnly asmall amount of ashos, res smbling 
wood or cigar ashes. ‘There is no danger 
of an explosion or conftagration.

“OVER THE RANGE.” « 


Origin of a Famous Western Expres- 
sion Signifying Death. 

There is an expression signifying death 
used commonly all over the west. Its 
origin is beyond the recollection of all 
but a very few now living, and the story 
they tell is indeed a sad one. According 
to these old timers in the mountains the 
expression originated soon after Baker's 
expedition into the southwestern part of 
Colorado. At that time gold excitement 
was rife In Colorado. The unexplored 
condition of the Rocky mountains only 
added to the miner’s dreams and every 
report of new “strikes” became exagger- 
ated manifold. The finding of a single 
nugget of yellow metal in some distant 


guich frequently caused a general stam- 


pede of prospectors. ' 

During these feyered and visionary 
times it became whispered throughout 
the mining camps on the eastern slope of 
the. mountains that “over the range” 
were stored away fabulous fortunes of 
virgin gold. No one knew the exact spot 
where these strong boxes of nature were 
stored, but the keys by which they were 
to be unlocked each miner confidently be- 
lieved to be in his own possession. ‘The 
whisperings multiplied, and every word 
from the new El! Dorado flamed the 
minds of the eager fortune hunters. 

An exodus began. Whole caravans 
were soon trayeling through the moun- 
tain passes toward the west. In their 
eagerness men traveled night and day, 
each pursuing his own beckoning will-o’- 
the-wisp that his dreams told him would 
lend to the treasured ore. The paths 
became widely separated. Few were pre- 
pared to weather the mountain hardships 
of the new country, but still they jour- 
neyed on. Hunger at last overtook 
many, and these faced about in the hope 
of again reaching the camps on the east- 
ern slope. The way was long and hard, 
for many had lost their bearings. These 
became an easy prey to hunger and the 
relentless Utes. The suffering which en- 
sued is one of the distressing pages in 
the history of the Rocky mountuius. 
Thousands of prospectors had passed 
“over the range’ never to retarn. A 
few, emaciated, came back, but the ma- 
jority of the eager searchers for gold had

A Detective'’s Find,

says he is connected with a private 
detective agency in the States, and who 
did some work in connection with the 
famous Holmes murder cases. Dayis bas 
been adyised by his solicitors to keep 
mum until the trial, and he follows in- 
structions. 

Working Since January, 

Davis came here about January last, 
and for a couple of months did not find 
much clue, but about March he became 
suspicious of Anderson. Immediately 
atter the robbery Anderson left the 
bank's employ, the inspector saying that 
there were no prospects of salaries being 
raised on account of the loss in the rob- 
bery, and Anderson, on the plea that bo 
could not live on his salary, went to 
work for the MasClary Company, and 
was employed there when arrested yester- 
day afternoon.

Davis, it seems, after suspecting Ander- 
son, went to work in Jerry Robinson's 
drygoods store as a fancy window dresser, 
and was apparently an ordinary drygools 
clerk.

At the conolusion of tho sitting the 
crowd, numbering about 2,000 persons,

off cer aconstomed always to resting his 
hand on the hilt of hls sword. Dreyfus, 
however, being under arrest, is deprived 
of his swora. 

Just Got a Glimpse. 


The crowd just perceived the prisoner's 
head and shoulders as he passed by the 
gaps between the heads of the ipfantry- 
men, whose red kepis, dark-blue tunics 
and bright red baggy trousers, threw a 
band of color across the roadway. Less 
than « minute was occupied in crossing 
the roadway, and immediately after 
Dreyfus reached the wall of the Manu- 
tention the postern gate was thrown open 
snd he disappeared within. 

The shrill whistle was again heard, the 
centlarmes wheeled ronnd and ga)loped 
back to their barracks, the crowd quick- 
ly dispersed, and in a few minutes the 
vicinity cf the Lycee was almost deserted. 

In the meanwhile, Col. Jounust and 
the other members of the court-martial; 
Major Carriere, the official representative 
of the Government, and General Cha- 
notne, all in full uniform, left the Lycee 
by the main portal, the crowd saluting 
thom rezpectfully.

to me of a certain character which the 
hon. gentleman has jass mentioned, I 
did not take any notice of that interview, 
ond I do not propose to do so.

It was 
in Interview with a reporter of a Wash- 
ington paper, a Mr. Fitzpatrick, and 
Mr. Fitzpatrick has put words in my 
mouth for which I do not hoid myself 
responsible. If T wish to say anything to 
the publio, I will say 16 myself and in 
my own way, not through any other 
person. I have received no invitation, so 
far, from the Chicago authorities to take 
part in the demonstration propcsed to be 
held in the month of October.

Militin Members’ Indemnity.

Strathcona Defends Laurier. 


Regarding Mr. Choate's statement, the 
Canadian high commissioner, Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 
‘Sir Wilfrid Laurier's remark was mere- 
ly a figure of speech and not a political 
dodge, as intimated by Mr. Choate. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier could not descend to such 
a thing, nor did he in any way mean to 
challenge the United States. No sensible 
man could regard war as possible, but 
Canada is simply taking a leaf out of 
the United States' book in demanding 
now What the United States demanded 
in the Venezuela case. Canada is now a 
nation, though closely allied to Great 
Britain. As such she must protect her 
rights. We merely ask for an equitable 
settlement through arbitration, following 
the United States’ lead. We believe Presi- 
dent McKinley is thoroughly in earnest 
in his endeavor to have tne question hon- 
estly settled. T’he misinterpretation of Sir 
Wiifrid Laurier’s remarks by the United 
States press is unfortunate. Any bitter- 
ness or abuse by the Canadian press is 
absolutely unauthorized. The negotia- 
tions are progressing, and I believe a 
satisfactory settlement of the Alaska 
question will be achieved.’’

They also dwell upon the 
serious situation thus arising, and upon 
the consternation of the Uijtlanders over 
the addition to the Grondwet, compelling 
them to fight for the Transvaal, whioh 
seems to indicate that the Transvaal 
Government is expecting hostilities. The 
Times’ correspondent at Pretoria says: 
“A gloomy view is taken here of the 
wholo situation, The general impression 
in Boer circles is that Mr. Chamberlain 
is forcing on a war and that, consequent- 
ly, it would be futile to make advanocos.’’

HOW MET A VIOLENT 


DEATH IN A TEXAS TOWN 


BASS 


The Shooting of the Notorloun Den- 


perndo Was the Ontcome of a De- 
liberate Murder Committed by One 
of lite Gang of Outlaws, 


“In the little town of Round Rock, in 
Wiilllaineon 


county, Tex,, not more 
than oO tilles distant from Austin, re 
pose the remains of one of the most 
desperate highwayimen that ever oper 
nted ti our section,” sald Mr. I. N. 
Crocker of the Lone Star State to a re 
porter, 


“It was In the spring of 1878 that 
Sain Buss wet his fate in this sleepy 
little town, and when he died with his 
boots on the southwest was rid of a 
criminal who was easily the peer of 
Jesse James, though he hadn't quite as 
long a ron as that noted outlaw. Bass 
was a product of Miechigan—at least, 
his sister, a gentle girl, came down 
from some town In that state to see 
that his body was decently Interred. 

“Bass had collected about lim a com- 
pany of as hardened thieves as ever 
engineered a hold up. The gang had 
robbed a bumber of trains In Missour!l 
and Arkansas and concluded they 
would make one more good haul in 
Texas before riding across the border 
Into Mexico, where they proposed to 
stay ip retirement for a season. 

“Bass had planned the looting of the 
only bank at Round Rock as an easier 
job and doubtless a better paying one 
than tackling a train, which feat had 
been performed too often to be thor- 
oughly safe. By changing his pro- 
gramme to raiding a village bank there 
might be more lucre and less risk. 

“So on that lovely morning in May 
when he and his fellow thieves rode 
{nto the unsuspicious town they 
chuekled to think what an easy job it 
would be to transfer the bank's cash to 
their pockets. So thoroughly certain 
were they of getting off with the 
plunder that they were in no haste 
ubout the matter. One wanted to get a 
shave, another went Into a restaurant 
aud so they scattered singly over the 
place, but there was an understanding 
as to the time of attack, and a rendez- 
yous was fixed upon. ; 

“Meanwhile, unknown to the bandits, 
a squad of mounted Texas rangers had 
been pressing bard upon the trail of 
the bad men, and within an hour after 
the Bass’outfit entered Round Rock 
Sergeant Dick Ware, with eight or ten 
rangers, also reached the scene. He 
wasn't aware of the presence of the 
robbers, nor did they dream that the 
ollicers of the law were in that vicinity. 
Neither did any citizen of the towh 
have the remotest idea of the Identity 
of certain rough looking men, strangers 
in the place. But they might be cow- 
boys from some distant west Texas 
cattle ranch, for the presence of such 
was too common to occasion notice. 

“The climax came quite by accident. 
One of the ruffians who had sauntered 
into a store to make a few purchases, 
in reaching for his purse to make pay- 
ment, disclosed a big Colt’s revolver. 
The Texas law against carrying guns 
was strict, and it so happened that the 
man who saw the weapon was none 
other than the town marshal, as brave 
a fellow as ever lived. He walked up 
to the desperado and said quite cour- 
-teously: 

“'*My friend, I'll haye to relleye you 
of that six shooter.’ 

“I'll give it to you, then,’ said the 
robber with an oath, and in a second 
had drawn his weapon and fired upon 
the marshal, who fell dead at the re- 
port. 

“Upon this the robber rushed out of 
the store, and immediately his com- 
rades came running to the spot, but no 
faster than did the rangers with their 
Winchesters, ready for action. In a 

Second it seemed as if both sides had 
the situation revealed, and the robbers 
turned to run to where their horses 
stood tied, a block from where the 
murder of the marshal occurred. Be- 
fore be had run 50 yards Dick Ware 
had sent a bullet into the head of 
Barues, Bass’ lieutenant, which laid 
the Lighwayman low. 

“Bass, mortally wounded, managed 
to get upon his horse, which he urged 
to breakneck speed. The animal ran 
for about three miles till he reached 
the open prairie and stopped to graze. 
As he did so his rider, unable to sit 
longer In the saddle from loss of blood, 
fell to the ground. 

“When they found him a few hours 
later, he was dying. He recognized 
Sergeant Ware as the man who had 
killed him and said he wanted Ware to 
have his horse. He regretted their 
procrastination in robbing the bank, 
for If they bad only known the ran- 
gers were so near they could have fin- 
ished the job and escaped.”—Washing- 
ton Post.

WINNIPEG BANK ROBBERY. 


John W. Anderson Arraigned 


in the Police Court, 





About the Prisoner From His 
Old Home. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 10,—The Police Court 
room was crowded to the doors yesterday 
morning when John W. Anderson came 
before Magistrate Peeblos, on the charge 
of the robbery of $62,000, laid by Deteo- 
tive Poroy Davis, Chicago.

Attitude of Liberal Party. 

‘Tt is Impossible to do justico In this 
brief roaumo to all the startling facts 
brought out in this inquiry, but the fore- 
foing are some of the most important. 
What has Loon the attitude of the Liberal 
party towards the rascality which has 
been so distinetly proved? Judging from 
the remarks of the Prime Minister In the 
Honse when the motion was made for 
the inquiry, one would naturally expect 
that a desire to probe the matter to the 
bottam would have been evinced by the 
Liboral members of tho committes, On 
tho contrary, every disposition was mani- 
*fested on thelr part to suppress the trath, 
Witnesses were bullfed by prominent 
Jiberal Jawyers in 4 manner seldom seen 
in « police court. Tho Investigation was 
talon completely ont of the hands of Mr. 
Bo don whenover it was thought poiltio- 
ally advantageous to do so, and he was 
for ol to call witnesses in such order as 
the Liberal majority on the committee 
thonywht best sulted to their politica: In- 
tereas. Ibe time of the committee was 
soundalously wasted from day to day in 
trivial nnd irrelevent oross-ex amination, 
with the result that nine witnesses 
brought from Goderich at an expense of 
£1L0 were sent back without being exam- 
inod at all. against the protest of the 
Conservative members of the committee. 
This attitude will conyinoo the public 
that the men who committed these 
offences are not misguided enthusiasts 
who have no connection with the Liberal 
organization, but are men working and 
acing under the direction of Liberal 
organizers. The Liberal members of tho 
committee have proved their sympathy 
with thia rascality in their endeavors to 
burk this investigation and shield the 
oferders. Let there be no mistake upon 
this point. 


the Liberal Organization, Too. 


“The efforts of the Liberal organization 
in this direction are also shown by the 
fact that Mr. James Vance, os assistant 
chief organizer for Ontario, who was in 
charge of the campaign in West Huron, 
has been chiefly instrumental, according 
to the evidence, in inducing and assisting 
the deputy returning officer, James Farr, 
to evade service of the summons issued 
by the committee. Whenever any state- 
mens affecting a Liberal worker or 
organizer could be contradicted it was 
prcmptly done by calling such worker 
ur organizer as a witness before the com- 
inittee. Mr. Vance was not. -ho\ever, 
called to contradict the evidence with 
respeot to his connection with Farr. The 
conclusion from this is too obvious to be 
mentiened. Moreover all the well-known 
Liberal organizers were at work in West 
Viuron, Cap Sullivan, Dan Ferguson, 
Yom Lewis, William Mulloy, John Gor- 
nian and the rest of them. Mr. Vance, 
whko-was in charge of the campaign, was 
afterwards in charge of Farr, when the 
latter was Wanted. 


Still Hug the Muchine,

A CURIOUS RAILROAD

“This is the crookedest railroad in 
Ameriky.” 

‘The train on the 26 miles of narrow 
gouge road from Jevome Junction, A. T., 
to the mining cump of Jerome waa just 
entering the bills from the plain aud was 
beeinning to erenk and groan o8 it rouud- 


ed the short curves when o passenger 
lenned forward from his seat and pro 
jected this remark into the car of a re- 
porter for The Star, 

"There are 8D curves, one of them 45 
degrees nod 384 of them 40 degrees on 
th’s road,” the continued, “and 
they are nearly all on 8 per cent grades, 
It's the crookedest railroad in Ameriky.” 

The speaker scemed to get considera- 
ble satisfaction out of this statement and 
repented it several times, The reporter 
did not offer any dissenting opinion, for 
there Was no room for argument. This 
voud from the Santa Be system up to 
Jevome, where W. A, Clark's great Verde 
copper mine is situated, Is Indeed a mar- 
vel in Neaponstrucricn and the difficulties 
it overcomes, 

Leaving the Junction on the plain, it 
runs direct on comparatively level ground 
to the hills. It apparently runs against a 
mountain and ends at the foot, but does 
not, for when the foot of the bill is 
renched the track dodges in at the mouth 
of a narrow gulch and commences Its 
climb to the summit, on the other side of 
which lies Jerome. 

In building this road no attempt was 
mide to follow other than the grades 
provided by nature. The bed of the road 
is cut out of the side of the hill. Just 
enough dirt is cut away to fill out the 
grade to a sufficient width. There is not 
na single cut on the entire line except on 
the very summit, wliere a rocky ledge Is 
parted to allow of the passage of the 
track. 

The engine, which is built for mountain 
climbing, only takes pine cars in its 
wike, some of these being empty and 
all of them freight except the rear car, 
which is a short combination passenger 
and baggage coach, ‘The train crew has 
little time for loafing, for the brakes 
must be closely guarded. The conductor 
evidently looks upon passengers as un- 
necessary freight and ticket taking as a 
bore, for his work is that of handling a 
heayy freight train upon steep grades 
and that is not conducive to sociability 
or good nature, 

The putfing of the engine and the jolt- 
ing strain on the cars tells the story of 
the beginning of the climb up the hill. 
The train hugs the hill down below the 
ridges and creeps up a gulch but to turn 
-around at the head and come down on 
the opposite side but a few bundred feet 
from the track gained a few minutes be- 
fore at the cost of so much labor. 

The head of each gulch is crossed upon 
a wooden trestle. Irom the car window 
as the train goes up, the track on the 
other side seems to run parallel to the 
one the train is on and but a few yards 
away. Of a sudden an engine comes into 
view going in the opposite direction to 
the passenger coach. It needs a look out 
of the window to convince the passenger 
that this engine is the one pulling his 
train, for it is, and the middle cars in 
the train are on one of the wooden tres- 
tles which cross the heads of these 
gulches. 

One of these Is a 45 degree curve, 
claimed to be the shortest railroad curve 
in the world, and whether this is. true or 
not it does not seem possible that a 
curve could be any sharper and the cars 
not tip over as the engine pulled them 
around it. The train only creeps around 
this curve. The engine puffs, snorts and 
grunts. Its wheels slip on the rails and 
it barely moves. The cars nearly touch 
each other at the corners. The wheels 


voice 


groan and shriek as the flanges rub the - 


rails. The whole train protests against 
such treatment with all the voice it has 
and the engine seems about to pull the 
cars off the track in its effort to get them 
around the curve. 

The train crew makes this trip twice a 
day, but no matter how long they have 
been on the road they look strained and 
anxious each day until this curve is safe- 
ly passed. When the last car is over the 
trestle, everything relaxes. The engine 
rattles and puffs in a sort of care free 
manner and the freights bump along as 
though they did not mind any more. 

Of a sudden the summit is reached. A 
short curve takes the track through a cut 
on the apex. The train again swings 
around the point of the mountain and be- 
gins to slide down hill, The panorama 
spread before the eye at this point is tre- 
mendous. Far in the distance rise the 
sun covered peaks of the San Francisco 
mountains, over 12,000 feet high. In 
the foreground is the valley of the Rio 
Verde. Miles and miles to the bottom of 
this yalley it seems to be. The hills are 
barren, the valleys are barren, not a 
tree or a blade of green anywhere. It is 
an inferno burned out and left to soli- 
tude. 

Not for long, however, for straight 
ahead of the train hangs a blue haze, the 
smoke and fumes from the roasting cop- 
per. ‘The train keeps high above it all. 
lar down the hillside are the long rows 
of roasting heaps, yellow in their crests 
and each one adding its quota to the 
haze and sulpbur in the air, This is the 
real living inferno. Figures of men far 
down the hillside look like ants as they 
move about. Everything is in miniature 
at this great distance and in the tele- 
scopic atmosphere of Arizona, The scene 
is fascinating, and it is with regret the 
passenger feels the train come to a stand- 
atill with a vicious jolt, and the great 
stacks and buildings of the Verde smelter 
emind him be has reached his journey’s 

d. 

Tro come 18 miles as the crow flies the 
railroad has been bu'lt 26. It cost. near- 
ly $400,000 ond is kept busy all the time 
fecding its valuable freight to the Santa 
I’e system. ‘The road itself was a daring 
yenture, The enginecring is unique, the 
construction is like that of no other road 
in the country, and its sole occupation is 
handling the business which brings the 
greatest cash income derived from a sin- 
xle property to any one man in the Unit- 
ed States.

The August Bulletin Issued by the 
Bureau of Industries. 


Pall Wheat Wane Largely Winter-Killed, 


and the Yield Will He the Loweoat in 
Yours Good Crop of Spring Whonut 
The Barley Area Tperenso and the 


Crop Pate -Onts Backward, and iMny 


anil Clover Relow the Averages 


Toronto, Aug, 11.—The following 
port of tho crops of Ontario has been 
issued by the Ontarlo Bureau of Indus 
triva from statements sent in by core 
spondents under dato of Aug. I: 

Fall Wheat—This crop came throug) 
the winter in poor con ition, much of tt 
having beon killed, owing to lack of shel 
tor and the formation of foo, and a con- 
siderable acreage was plowed up. With 
tho exooption of Algoma and a fow other 
seotions Whore there was plenty of snow, 
the yleld has turned out to boa very 
amiall ono—in fact, the lowest for a num- 
ber of years, ‘The, quality of the grain 
ranges from plump and hard to small 
and shranken. Rust Itas been nora com: 
mon than usual this year, Tho Horsian 
fy was complained of in a few of the 
yeatorn counties, bnt inseot Injury was 
light compared to tho damage done to 
we onop by the trying weather of Februe 
ary. ‘he crop was gol in in good condi 
tloa . 

Spring Wheat—This varloty of whoat 
ja more largely grown ip tho eastern halt 
of the province. aken all together the 
crop may be considered a good one, The 
yleld ia likely to go above the average, 
and tho qnality of the grain is on the 

“whole satisfactory. 

Barloy—This has been a highly suo: 
cessful crop in tee main, and bas been 
svoured in excellent condition in the 
Lake Krie and Lake Ontario counties, 
while harvesting 1s progressing favorably 
in other sections. Latterly . the largely 
increased requirements for this grain for 
stock feeding purpozes have brought it 
again into favor, and this season the area 
sown to barley bas been increased. Much 
of it grown for feod is sown mixed with 
peas and oats, ‘I'he principol couse of 
injury hai been tho drouth, which in 
some cases has resulted in short straw 


and small kernols, though the grain Su |- 


forthe most part plump and bright, 
Rust has affected the later varieties in 
so7re eastern localities, and slight dam- 
ago i3 reported from_smut in two western 
counties. 

Oats—This crop is rather backward in 
mapy parts, so that correspondents could 
not speak positively as to the yield, but 
the reports are as a rnie highly satisfao- 
tory. The crop bids fair to be a large 
oné, with fine straw and plump grain in 
those neighborhoods where the drouth has 
not interfered with its growth. Inannm 
ber cf instances, however, the long-con- 
tinued dry weather bas resolted in short 
straw and light kernels. But little aam- 
age has been inflicted by insects, but 
there has been considerable loss by rust 
and smut, more especially in the western 
connties. The late sown vats appear to 
have flourished better than the earlier 
crop where they have had a fair supply 
of moisture. , 

Rye—There js very little rye grown. A 
considerable percentage of the crop was 
winter-killed, but the remainder has 
thriven and yielded well, both as regards 
straw and grain. 

Peas—Reports as to the condition of 
the pea crop are somewhat variable, but 
there will be an average yield. A good 
deal of injury was caused Ly excessive 
rains early in the senson. In some parts 
the area sown to peas has been decreased 
owing to the prevalence of the “‘bag.”’ 

Heans—The area devoted to this crop 
has considerably diminished, owing to 
low prices. Appearances point to a likeral 
yleld. 

Hay and Clover—The production of 
hay and clover will be somewhat below 
the average, the principal cause of the 
shortage being the heavy frosts of last 
winter, which in the absence of snow 
killed # great deal of the cloyer in every 
part of the province, Drouth has been 
another, though a minor fuctor, in de- 
creasing the yield. The quality of the 
crop {3 generally very highly estimated. 
Some correspondents anticipate a scarcity 
of clover seed. 

Corn—The crop is likely to turn out 
to ba a fair one should the lateness of the 
season not bring it into frosty weather. 
Several correspondents report the erection 
of new silos this year. 

Potatoas—There promises to be a good 
yield of potatoes, thongh in many quar- 
ters rain is badly needed, and in conse- 
quence of long-continued drouth the early 
potatoes haye been somewhat small in 
size Reports a3 to the present appearance 
of late potatoes are generally favorable, 
one specially encouraging being the de- 
crease in the number and destructiveness 
of the potato bug. 

' Roots-—Root crops, more especially in 
the eastern and northern parts of the 
province, suffered from too much moisp- 
ure at seeding time. At a later period the 
Want of rain was severely felt in many 
localities. On the whole, however, the 
mangels, carrots and beets promised well. 
Of turnips the correspondents do not 
Speak so encouragingly, as this crop pre- 
Sent3 & poor appearance in many cases, 
eapeclally where late sown. Some damage 
from the effects of the grasshopper, tur- 
nip fly and other insect pests is noted. 

Flax—This crop is not now largely 
grown, buf where raised it has been a 
fair crop this seascn, 

Tobacco—Correspondents in Essex and 
Kent, where tobacco raising has been 
chiefly tricd In this province, report that 
the area in leaf is very much smaller this 

year, owing to the poor market. The 
plant is generally regarded as being in 
good condition. 

¥ruit—There is likely to be a scarcity 
of fruit this season, he apple crop is 
very light, but os arule the quality is 
good, and the fruit fairly free from scab, 
The winter varieties promise better than 
the earlier kinds. Plums have done rather 
better than apples. The yield in most 
localities where they are grown js pcor, 
but thoy will be abnndant in some 
places. The peach crop is practically ao 
fallare, owing to the general destruction 
of the trees, which safferod more severely 
from the winter than did the other varle 
ties, Those which remain have borne 
fairly well in some neightorhools. Lut 
the total product ia small. Poar supply 
will be light. There was abous an aver 
fge crop of cherries. Reporta concerning 
the vineyards are highly oncouraging, 
the vines belng healthy and well laden, 
promlaing on abundant supply of grapes 
Borries nnd amall fraita bave boon gen 
erally plentiful and good.

London, Aug. 11.—The St. James’ 
Gazette yesterday afternoon says all the 
shipping companioa under charter to the 
Eritish Admiralty for transport purposes 
have Leen notified to hold all their trans- 
ports in reserve for the immediate 
despateh of troops, ‘Phe stearner Dunera 
hay bean ordored to te in readiness Sat 
urday to ship a detachment of horse 
artillery to South Africa. 

The one absorbing topic to-day 1s the 
Transvaal situation, and the belief js be- 
coming datly more firm that nothing but 
war can settle the question, and that this 
sxotbloment Is not far off, 


Governmont Has a Freo Hand, 

It is recognized that the Government 
has a free hand, now that Parliament is 
prorogued, and that Lord Salisbury and 
My. Chamberlain were only waiting for 
a riddance of Parliamentary restraints 
before Jaunobing into a warlike policy. 
This was foreseen by public men, hence 
the House of Commons was not surprised 
at Mr, Chamberlain's frank suggestion 
on Wednesday that the Government was 
ready for on appeal to arms if the Trans- 
van) should remain stubborn in its refusal 
to accept his proposils as to a joint in- 
quiry into the franchise question. 


Ihoers Looking for Fight. 


In the lobby after the session had 
closed, the balance of opinion was that 
the Boors were courting a conflict and 
that Kruger need not be expected to 
back down at the last moment. This con- 
olusion heightened the spirit of uneasi- 
ness and exoltement which has since been 
communicated to the newspapers and the 
public, so that London is in a flutter 
with the expeotation of war. 

What points more than anything elso 
to the conclusion that the Boers are in 
deadly earnest is the nassage by the Raad 
ofan amendment to the constitution, 
whereby in the event of war the Prasi- 
dent is empowered to make consoripts of 
all the inhabitants, irrespective of race. 
This is interpreted as a note of sheer de- 
flance. 

Uitlunders Getting Away, 


Cablegrams from Johannesburg bring 
the news that the Uitlanders are fleeing 
from the 'ransvaal in such numbers that 
yesterday's exodus from Johannesburg 
Was greater than the railway could cope 
with. Many families have taken to the 
plains with wagons and oxen and are 
travelling toward the frontier of Rho- 
desia, Othors are making for the Orange 
Free State. ‘They feel that all is ripe for 
War, and their one wish Is to escape the 
alternative of fighting for the Boers or 
being shot as traitors for refusing. The 
fighting force of the Boers is estimated 
at 17,000 men, mostly infantry and 
sp'endidly equipped artillery. here are 
no better soldiers in the world and no 
better marksmen. At this time a strong 
force is known to be stationed along the 
Vaal River and opposite Neyyoeastle, on 
the Natal frontier. 


The Forces in Natal, 


There are only 6,000 British troops in 
Natal, and these are gradually being 
moved to Neweastle. It is not thought, 
however, that tho Boers will attempt to 
invade the colony. The great capabilities 
of Kngland’s Indian transport service 
Would enable her to pour 20,000 soldiers 
into the enemy's country within three 
weeks. These would be drawn largely 
from transports now ready at Bombay. 

For the protection of the Natal frontier 
there is already a strong garrison at 
Ladysmith, which is near Majaba Hill, 
about six hours by rail from the Trans- 
vaal frontier. In addition to regulars 
there are 8,000 available fighting men of 
the mounted police and the volunteer 
corps. 

Mr. Chamberlain has gone to his home 
ut Highbury, where he is in constant 
telephone communication with the rest 
of the official world. 


Censorship Again Active. 


London, Aug. 11.—There is  Jittle 
actual news this morning concerning 
Transvaal affairs, From the silence of 
the despatches regarding Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s lust speech 16 looks as though the 
censorship wore again active. It is evi- 
dent, however, that the amendment to 
the constitution empowering the Goyern- 
ment, in the event of war, to call upon 
all inhabitants, without distinction, to 
assist in» the defence of the state, bas 
created some alarm. The German Uit- 
landers are said to haye applied to their 
consui to interfere in the matter, while 
The Standard and Diggers’ News (the 
Boer organ) publishes a statement that 
the Government has sanctioned assur- 
ances being given through the press that 
there Js no idea of calling upon English- 


men to fight Knglishmen, or, in any 
other way, of ignoring international 


sentiment, traditions or customs.

The Transformation of So Many Great 
Minds by the Su-Called IHullucination

Washington, Aug. 6.—Rev, Dr, Tal- 
maga took for hia text this morning 
Kvokiel xxi, 21, ‘*‘He mado his arrows 
bright. he consulted with images, he 
looked in the liver.’’ He sald: 

VYwo modes of divination by which the 
King of Babylon proposed 
the will of God. He took ao bundle of 
arrows, puté them together, mixed them 
up, then pulled forth one and by the in- 
scription on ib decided what city he 
should first assault. Then an animal 
was slain, and by the lighter or darker 
color of the liver the brighter or darker 
prospect of success was inferred, That is 
the meaning of tho text, ‘To made his 
arrows bright, he consulted with images, 
he looked in the liver.’’ Stupid delusion! 
And yet all the ages have been filled with 
delusions. It seems as if the world loves 
to be hoodwinked, the delusion of the 
text only a specimen of a vast number 
of deooits practicod upon the human race, 
In the Intter part of the last century 
Johanna Southecote came forth pretend- 
ing to have divine power, made prophe- 
cles, had chapels built in her honor, and 
100,000 disciplea came forward to follow 
her. About five years before tho birth of 
Christ Apollonius was born, and he came 
forth, and after five years being speech- 
less, according to the tradition, he healed 
the sick and raised the dead and preach- 
ed yirtuo and, according to the myth, 
having deceased, was brought to resurrec- 
tion. 

The Delphic oracle deceived vast multi- 
tudos of people; the Pythoness, seated in 
the temple of Apollo, uttering a crazy 
jargon from which the people guessed 
their individual or national tortunes or 
misfortunes. ‘The utterances were of such 
& nature that you could read them any 
way you wanted to read them. A general 
coming forth to battle consulted the 
Delphic oracle, and he wanted to find 
out whetker he was going to be safe in 
the battle or killed in battle, and the 
unswer came forth from the Delphic 
oracle ip such words that if you put the 
comma before the word ‘“‘never’’ it means 
one thing and if you put the comma 
after the word ‘‘never’’ it means another 
thing just opposite.

well that wealthy merchants became his 
disciples. and threw their fortunes into 
his keeping. And so in all ages there 
have keen necromanoles, incantations, 
witohorafts, sorceries, magical arts, an- 
chantments, divinations ard delusions. 
The one of the text was only a specimen 
of that which has been occurring in all 
ages of the world. None of these deju- 
sions accomplished any good.

Washington, Aug. 13,—Tho War De- 
partment yosterday received a oablegram 
Dayis, giving further do- 


tails of the damage dono in Porto Rico 
by tho hurricane. General Davis says o 
faroino is impending, and asks authorl- 
tios to issue rations to the destitute. The 
messago is dated Thursday and says: 
“Tater reports show that the hurricane 
was far more severe in the interior and 
southern part of the island than here. 
Data for estimate of number of Porto 
Ricans who hawe lost overything Is de- 
flolont, but I am forced to belleve the 
number on the list cannot fall bolow 
100,009 souls, and « famine is impending. 

“T ask that two and a balf million 
pounds of rico and beans, equal qantities 
of each, be immodiately shipped on 
transports to Ponce, Some here. Urgent 
appeals to all post commanders for food 
for the destitute. Am I anthorized to 
reliove distrosa by food issues? Rice and 
beans only dosired,

“There have keen many deaths of 
natives by falliag walls. So far only one 
soldier reported dangerously injured, 


Several towns reported entirely demol- 
ished As yet have reports from only 
four ports. Complete destruction of all 
barracks at two, and at two others one 
company of each had barracks destroyed. 
Troops are in canvas 

“No reports yet from the largest ports. 
Ponce and Mayaguez, bu6 they were in 
the vortex of the storm, At least half of 
the people in Porto Rico subsisted on 
fruit and yegetables, and storm has en- 
tirely destroyed this sort of support. 
(Signed) Davis.”’ 

Water Supply Stopped. 


San Juan de Porto Rico, Aug. 12.— 
Arroyo on the south coast has been 
destroyed, 16 lives were lost there and 
the town is still submerged in water. At 
Guayamo. tho houses are still standing. 
Seven persons were killed there, A num- 
ber of houses were pillaged, squads of 
soldiers were unable to maintain order, 
and starvation threatens the population. 
The water supply of San Juan has been 
stopped. ‘The Coamo Springs Hotel has 
been wrecked. It belonged to the Porte 
Rico Company of Philadelphia. 

Vive Hundred Lives Lost. 

It is now said that 500 persons lost 
their lives at Ponce during the hurri- 
cane. ‘Terrible distress prevails there, 

Prompt Relief for Ponce. — 

Washington, Aug. 12.—The War De- 
partment bas taken prompt action on 
General Dayis’ report.

Acting Like a Cul- 
tured Country Worthy of Indepen- 





Gomez Says She Is 


dence —-Amorican Militarism., 


Havana, Aug. 12.—In an open letter 
published yesterday by La Lucha, Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez says he has remained 
in Cuba to fulfill a great duty. Now that 
exaggerated and mistaken notions are 
current regarding the state of Cuba, he 
desires to explain the true situation. 

“It is absolutely false,’’ he says, ‘‘that 
great differences exist between the Cu- 
bans and Spaniards, or between the 
Cubans and Americans, or among the 
Cubans themselves. On the contrary, all 
is going well. As an iInstitation, the 
Cuban army is being dissolved, The peo- 
ple think only of absolute independence; 
& national party, which opens its arma 
to receive all, withont asking questions 
as to where they were doring the war, Is 
being formed. More could not baye been 
done in so short a time. There bas been 
intervention by a foreign pation for the 
sake of peace, snd now the moment is 
propitions. All who were previously dis- 
united shonld unite for the same end, 
which is to forma council representing 
the soil of Cuba. 

“In the meantime, the intervening 
power will fulfill the obligations it has 
incurred, and the Cuban people, heroic 
and sensible, will take the situation 
calmly, working and waiting for the 
independence and liberty which the 
future will surely bring.” 

Gomez describes himself as ‘without 
ambitions of any kind that could disturb 
my conacience, and happy in the lot of a 
people who shall one day be themselves 
happy. 

“Cuba, which adopted and fought for 
the highest principles,’’ he continues, 
“ia now in peace, She is behaving like a 
cultured country, in order that her peo- 
ple may constitute themselves a nation, 
Withont necd of an external mentor. If 
soch conduct is continued, if such an 
example of eelf-restraint is maintained, 
all American mititarism must disappear, 
giving place to # true democracy.’

Ix-President Cuasimir-Perler, 


M. Casimir Perler, formerly President 
of Frar.ca, dro sed in a black frock coat 
with the resette of the Tegion of Honor 
in his battonhole, was the next witness. 

In response to the usual questions he 
sail: Iam 42 years old, No profession. I 
was formerly President of the Republic. 

Did you know the accused prior to the 
aot3 of which he is charged? 

M. Casinir-Perier—No. 

Jonaust—You were President of the 
Republic at the time of the arrest of 
Captain Dreyfus. In this position yon 
wore able to have many particulars upon 
the circumstances and causes of his 
arrest. I bog you to kindly cominunicate 
thom to the cours, 

A long pause ensued. 

dben M, Casimir-Perier, in a loud 
yoloe, said: Monsieur le President. You 
ask melo speak the truth and all the 
truth. I have sworn to do it. I will speak 
it without reticence, without reserve in 
its entirety. 


Germany's Denial. 


The former-President then, in a lond 
and distinct yoice, repeated the evidence 
he had given before the Court of Cassa- 
‘ion. He read the text of the despatch 
received by Count von Munster Leden- 
burz, the German ambassador at Paris, 
from Prince Hohenlohe, the German Im- 
nerisl Chancellor, which the former com- 
m.unleated to M,. Casimir-Perier during 
«4 Visit to the Rlysee Palace. It ran: ‘‘His 
Majesty the Kmperor, baying every con- 
fidence in the loyalty of the republio, 
bezs Your Kxcelloncy to tell M. Casimir- 
Perier that it is proved the German em- 
bassy wns never implicated in the Drey- 
furs affair. His Majesty hopes the Govern- 
mert of the republic will not hesitate to 
declare so. Without a formal declaration, 
the legend which here continues to spread 
regarding the German embassy would. 
compromise the position of the represent- 
ative of Germany. (Signed) Hohenlohe.”’ 

M. Casimir-Perier then recounted how 
he had expressed to the then Premier and 
Minister of War his astonishment and 
indignation at the interview which Cap- 
tain Lebrun-Renaud gave The Figaro on 
the subject of Dreyfus, 

Ee added: ‘All that was doneand said 
among the Ministers was done without 
my knowledge.”’ 

Hicurd of No Confession. 

Various questions were then asked M, 
Casimir-Pericr by the assistant judge, 
and M. Demange on the subject of Cap- 
tain Lebrun-Renaud’s statement that 
Dreyfus had confessed to him, and the 
Witness said emphatically that be never 
had from Captain Lebrun-Renaud any 
communication such as a confession dur- 
ing the Captain’s visit to him. He added 
that he was not prepared to dony that 
General Mercier had told Captain 
Letrun-Renaud to communieste this 
alleged confession, but he affirmed that 
the captain did not speak of it to him. 

M. Demange then introduced the ques- 
tion of the letter which the anti-Drefus- 
ards asserted Dreyfus wrote to M. Casi- 
mir-Perler, and in which it was claimed 
he spoke of engagéments entered into by 
M. Casimir-Perler respecting him. 

The witness emphatically replied thar 
he had never, entered into any such 
engagement as alleged, and he asked that 
the letter, which was published by The 
Kelair of Paris, should be produced in 
court and that the whole matter be clear- 
edup. Tho former President ended his 
Stntement by saying: “I affirm, before 
this tribonal of soldiers, that my reajgna- 
tion Was not connected with the diplo 
mitic incident concerning Germany. It 
paing me not to be able to sesond the 
court in the work of justice confided to 
it, for from this place must emorge at 
lust, for the sake of the country, recon- 
ciliation and peace. I can do’ no more 
than tell the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth, us chief of state 
or when o citizen '"' 

M. Casimir-Perleor gave his evidence 
With a blanched face, but in the deter-

Merclor, who had his back turned to 
tho formor President, saw nothing of 
this, but after he had completed his teati- 
mony and rolterated all the charges con- 
tained in M. d’Ormeschoville's bill of 
inflictmont, Mercier presented a docu- 
mont to be read by the clerk, which 
proved to be the alleged Dreyfus letter 
concerning the engagement entered into 
with Casimir-Perier, which the latter 
had so hotly denounced. The last breath 
had barely left the clerk's ips when M. 
Casimir-Perier jumped up and shouted: 
“That's tho letter I read in the news- 
papera."’ 

Gen. Meroler started, turned round and 
muttered excuses, saying he did not be- 
lieve a President of the Republic would 
enter into such an engagoment. 

‘Yo this M Cuasimir-Perier retorted, in 
a tone of the bitterest sarcasm: ‘Thank 
you, Goneral, for this testimonial.” 

At tha end of bis evidence, General 
Mercier said he believed that the only 
motive of Droyfus’ treason was that 
Dreyfus bad no foeling of patriotism, 

Dreyfus’ Trumpet Note. 

This cruel utterance brougbt forth 
hisses from the audience, whose blood 
had peen sent up to fever heat by the 
witness’ savage attacks on Dreyfus. 

General Mercier, not heeding the hisses, 
terminated with remarking: ‘‘If the least 
doubt crossed my mind, Messieurs, I 
would be the first to deolare it to vou 
and say before you, Captain Dreyfus, I 
am mistaken, but in good faith——.”’ 

Then Dreyfus electrified his hearers. 
He jumped to his feet as though the 
words had galvanized him into new life, 
and shonted with a yoice which resound- 
ed through the hall like a trumpet note: 
“That js what you ought to say.’’ 

A Wild Cheer. 

The audience burst into a wild cheer, 
whereupon the ushers called tor silence. 
General Mercier then stammered: ‘‘I 
would come and say: Captain Dreyfus, I 
Was mistaken in good faith, and I come 
with the same good faith to admit it, 
and I will do all in human power to 
repair the frightful error,’’ 

The prisoner then shouted: ‘Why 
don't you do it, then??’' 

At this there was another burst of ap- 
plause. 

General Mercier, after a pause, when 
the excitement had partially calmed, said: 
“Well, no. My conviction since 1894 has 
not suffered the slightest weakening. It 
is fontified by the deepest study of the 
dossier and also by the inanity of the 
means resorted to for the purpose of pro- 
ducing the innocence of th? condemned 
man of 1894, in spite of the evidense 
accumulated, and in spite of the millions 
of money expended.” 

Col. Jouaust then said: ‘‘Have you 
finished?” 

General Mercier replied: ‘‘Yes.’’ 

Col]. Jouaust then announced that the 
sessions of the court-martial would be 
resumed Monday morning. 

M. Casimir-Perier thereupon arose and 
said: ‘After the deposition of General 
Mercier, I shall ask the court to hear me, 
and I would prefer it to be in confronta- 
tion with him.’’ 

This announcement caused a sensation. 

Demonstrations Agninst Mercier, 

‘Then followed a thrilling demonstra- 
tion against General Mercier. As he turn- 
ed to leave the court the audience arose 
en masse and hissed him and cursed him. 
The gendarmes placed themselves between 
the General and the audience, which 
showed o strong disposition to maltreat 
the former Minister of War. 

On emerging into the street the crowd 
outside cheered the General and cried 
“Vive l'Armeat”’ 

“‘Ah,’’ cried a spectator of the scene in 
court, “if they bad heard the human 
monster speak they would not cheer him 
now!" 

Counter shonts of “‘Vive Republique!’’ 
and ‘Vive Ja Justice!’ were raised by 
thoza leaving the cours room, but the 
gendarmes qnickly cleared the streets on 
both sides and dispersed the crowd 
quiotly.

GUARDS AGAINST THEFT. 


The Bank of Lngland Buys Tips 
From Clever Crooka, 

All sorts of odd incidents occur in Eng- 
land’s banking circles, where strictest 
measures are taken to protect treasure 
from the robbers and burglars. Some 
of the institutions pay cash for informa- 
tion of, and in some cases from, the crim- 
inals themselves, The Bank of England's 
yearly budget always contains an ex- 
pense item due to such outlays. The first 
experiment of the kind dates back to 
1850, when the directors of the bank lis- 
tened to a startling proposition made by 
a “ditch digger.” 

The laborer told the directors that he 
hud discovered a new and unsuspected 
method of getting into the cellar vaults, 
where the gold and silver bars were kept, 
and that he would sell his secret to them 
for money. ‘The directors hesitated, be- 
lieving that they had taken every precau- 
tion against loss from the vaults in put- 
ting up heavy masonry, with plenty of 
ivon bars, and by manning the building 
with armed watchers, but finally they 
granted the man, who seemed to talk 
fairly, a chance to try his plan, and a 
night was named for the undertaking. 

At the appointed time a committee of 
the directors descended to the cellar and 
heard a peculiar scratching sound under 
their feet. Two hours later’ the floor 
opened, and the ditch digger bobbed up 
serenely, like the evil spirit in the spec- 
tacular drama, All around them lay bars 
of precious metal, totaling in value £3,- 
000,000. The man explained satisfactori- 
ly how it was done, and as a reward the 
directors assured him an income for life 
on an investment of $10,000. The crook 
was content, and it is believed that he re- 
mained honest ever afterward. 

But other cracksmen were tempted by 
his luck to try the same game, and the 
directors were inundated with sugges- 
tions and tips on new methods of bur- 
glary and how to prevent them. The 
directors tested them all and paid for 
many that proved to be of value to them, 
Among other things they paid $20,000 for 
a process, inyented by a young chemist, 
for copying the ink, paper, water marks 
find designs of the bank notes so perfectly 
as to defy detection. The directors found 
they could use his system more satisfac- 
torily and more profitably than their own 
in the production of their currency. 

Despite the fact that these expendi- 
tures haye run up into big figures in the 
last half century, the directors of today 
say that all the money was well inyested. 





TRIMMING THE HEDGE. 


One Man Who Thinks It a Very Pe- 
cullar Operation. 


I saw an honest farmer trimming an 
osage hedge over in Henry county. It is 
® very peculiar operation, and I listened 
to it with a great deal of interest. I say 
listened because the interesting feature 
of trimming a hedge consists not so much 
in what he says. The honest farmer had 
a crooked knife on the end of a hoe han- 
dle. He stuck this into the hedge and 
gave it a jek. 

Then he said: 

Ah!” 

‘Then he jerked again, and down camo 
the hedge switch, Then he said: 

“Ah-h!” 

Then he took hold of the withered 
switch and drew it from the hedge, Then 
he put his thumb in his mouth and stood 
on one foot and said: 

“Ah-h-h-h!” 

Then he once more unto the breach, 
dear friends, made another prod with the 
hook and said loudly: 

“Gee whiz!” 

Then he jerked at a wicked looking 
branch with his hook and roared: 

“Great snakes!” 

Then he pulled out a crooked branch 
so full of thorns that it made your back 
ache to look at it, and when he stumbled 
oyer it and it wrapped itself around his 
legs he stood still for a second, then drop- 
ped his hook, lifted his hands to heaven 
gud screamed: 

“Oh, bloody murder!” 

The next rake he made he brought a 
whole top of a hedge plant with five or 
six branches right down on his back, 
Then he threw his hedge hook clear 
across a ten acre field, opened his mouth 
thrice In a yoiceless gasp, spread his arms 
out and fell down flat on his faee, dug 
his toes into the turf, drummed on the 
turf in agony with his clinched fists and 
wailed like a storm of wrath: 

"Oh, dad essentially, take him off! 
Somebody take him off!” 

When he got up, he said I seemed in- 
terested in hedge trimming, and he would 
teach me how to do it myself, I said 
no, I wouldn't try to learn—I would 
like to know how, but I was too awfully 
lazy. 





A King's Bones Missing. 

The tomb of Lunalilo, the “Barefoot 
King of Hawali,”’ was recently opened, 
and it was found that the remains had 
been removed and that the metal casket 
contained only portions of the grave- 
clothes. As the tomb is in the ehureh- 
yard of Kawaiahou church, the oldest 
native church in the Islands and situated 
nimost in the center of Tlonolulu, the dis- 
covery of the removal of the body of the 
famous king created no small sensation, 
No one could say when the act of yandal- 
ism was committed. Lunalilo was clect- 
ed king in 1873, but 13 months afterward 
died of consumption, Although he pos- 
sessed a large fortune, he insisted on go- 
ing about the streets barefooted at all 
times. By his will, which was not open- 
ed until 1881, he left his entire fortune to 
found & home for aged Hawalians, which 
stands today & monument to his generosl- 
ty.

Mr. James Biggs Falls From| 
a Second Story Window 


And Hurts Himself Badly--Much Sym- | 
pathy Felt for the 
Man. 


Unfortunate 


Shortly before noon to-day an accident 
befel Mr, James Biggs, who resides oa 
Wilkins st., West Lelleville, and at the 
present time it is difficult to forecast whut 
the ultimate result-will be, The unfortu- | 
nate man is caretaker of the Octavia st. 
school and at the hour abovo mentioned | 
was engaged in cleaning a window of tho! 
second stcry of tho west side. He was! 
stadding upon the sill on the outside and | 
had cleaned a portion of the window and 
was ondesyoring to pull down the upper 
half, which appeared to stick. In giving 
an extra hard pull his hands slipped and 
he was precipitated to the ground below, 
falling a distance of about 25 feet. 
The place where he landed is coyered 
with stones, which no doubt  assist- 
ed in making the  injurics more 
serious. ‘The accident was seen by some 
neighbors, and as quickly as possible Mr, 
Biggs was conveyed to his home and medi- 
cal assistancs secured. Upon examination 


it was discovered that the cight arm was 
broken between the elbow and wrist (a 
most serious break), two ribs were frac- 
tured and the right ankle badly sprained. 
In addition to these injuries Mr. Biggs 
complained of internal injuries, and the 
physician fears the kidneys are injured. 
At the first examination it was impossible 
to uscertain thofull extent of the internal 
injuries. Later in the afternoon ancther 
and more minute examination was made, 


Mr. Biggs’ escape from death was al- 
most miraculous. Had hy fallen head first 
he would undoubtedly have been instantly 
killed, but he fell sideways and put out the 
right arm for the purpose cf protection, 
which no doubt caused the fracture.

Many Mules Bought. 


Pretoria, Aug. 14.—Despite Gen. Joubert’s 
denial, it ls reported that the Government 
made large purchases of mules last Satur- 
day. To-day a crowd besieged the office 
of the fleld cornets, demanding rifles, on 
account of the war scare. 


An Armor-Plated Train. 


Cape Town, Aug. 14.—Despatches from 
Durban, in Natal, announce that an armor- 
plated train, fitted with loop-holes,has been 
sent to the Natal-lransvanl border, and 
that artillery of the Orange Free State 
is going to occupy Van Ren’s Pass. 

The pebonreo shipment of £400,000 from 
London banks is believed to be due to en- 
ormous purchases by the Transvaal Govern- 
ment of ammunition, provisions and for- 
age, the supplles exceeding those of many 
European nations. It is reported that a 
former official of the British army fs now 
recruiting the volunteers here, with the ob- 
ject of organizing a regular corps for the 
protection of Bechuanaland.

Details of Attempt to Assassin- 
ate Dreyfus’ Counsel. 


His Spine Has Not Been Injured—The 


Would-Ike Assassin Shot Him 


Behind at Close Range and Then Filed

Rovnos. Aug. 15.—Tho following bul- 
lotin has beon issuad: ‘‘ Maitre Labori 
was shot from behind, the ball pe 

ng tho posterior region of the thorax on 
ne right sido, at tho height of the fifth 
or sixth dorsal vertebra. Tho heavy flow 
of olood prevents for the moment oxplor- 
ation of the depth of the wound. The 
undorsigned doctors hope that the ball ts 
lodged In the muscle onveloping vertebral 
column. They must, however, maintain 
to-day full roserve reapeoting tho integrity 
of the lung and spinal cord,"’ 

Ihe bulletin is signed by four doctors, 
Renaud, Reichis, Brissaud and Vidal, 
and is timed 8.20 o'clock yosterday morn- 
ing. 

Detatia of the Crime, 

Maitre Laborl left his house for the 
court at about 6 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. His residence is situated in the 
suburbs of the town, about a quarter of 
an hour's walk from the Lycee, the route 
being along a solitary road beside the 
River Vilaino. He had reached a point 
half way on his journey, when two men, 
who had evidently been lying in walt 
for bln, rushed out of a narrow lano and 
one of them fired a single shot from a re- 
volver, The murderers were only a couple 
of yards behind thoir victim, and the 
bullet struck Labori in the back, The 
wounded man uttered an agonized cry 
and feil flat on his face, The murderers 
immediately fled through the lane from 
which they had emerged, and both 
escaped, 

Piequart and Gust in Pursult. 

Colonel Picquart and his brother-in- 
law, M. Gast, who accompanied M, 
Labori on his way to the Lycee, pursued 
the murderera for some distance, but as 
they were both heavy men they were un- 
able to continue the pursuib, and so 
returned to thé side of the wounded man, 
leaying the obase of the murderer to a 
number of laborers and peasants, Who 
deolare they heard the murderer say, 
when crossing the marshy flelds before 
he reached the road: ‘If I can't get away 
I will go for them.’’ 

Tho Wife's Arrival. 

Madame Labori, wife of the wounded 
lawyer, was promptly notified of the 
crime and rushed to her husband's side. 
She found him with his head on the 
sidewalk and nis body in the roadway. 
She threw herself by his side and took 
his head in her lap and fanned him with 
a colored paper fan, which she had evi- 
dently snatched up as she left the house, 

M, Labori was perfeotly still, Not a 
groan came from his lips as his head 
rested on the lap of his wife who, by the 
way, isan American. As she fanned him 
with her right hand she caressed him 
with her left, and gazed lovingly on his 
upturned face, He tried to smile back 
the tears which glistened in his wife's 
eyes, and she, mastering her feelings 
heroically, did everything possible to ease 
her busband’s agony. 

It is reported that the famous lawyer 
said, as he lay wounded on the ground: 
“Tmay dle from this, but Dreyfus is 
sayed,’” 

The Drama Grows Tragical, 

Rennes, Aug. 15 —Writing of yester- 
day’s events Mrs. Emily Crawford says: 
The drama at Rennes grows tragical. 
That long beoalmed place is being stirred 
into a more violent passion than Paris. 
Yesterday morning at 6 o’clock, a well- 
nigh successful attempt was made to 
shoot M. Labori, who defended Zola last 
year, and who came here to defend Drey- 
fus, with Maitre Demange. The would- 
be assassin was eyidently a crank, and 
l-oked a workman. His weapon was a 
revolver, the theatre of the crime the 
Quai Pichemont. It was while Labori 
Was going to the court with Colonel Pic- 
quart and his cousin, M. Gast. 

When Madame Labori came up she was 
sent to fetch a doctor, but, not knowing 
the town, she lost a good deal of time. 
At last she thought of going to the court 
and asking there for a military surgeon. 
Doctors Vidal and Reichis were at hand 
and at once accompanied her. They had 
the presence of mind to send gendarmes 
to the barracks for un anrbulance, with 
a stretcher and bearers.

London, Aug. 16.—Major-General Sir 
Willlam Francis Butler, commander of 
the British troops in South Africa, as a 
result of his alleged Boer sympathies, 
has been recalled, and Sir Frederick 
Walker has been appointed to replace 
him, 

General Walker, who replaces General 
Butler as commander-in-chief of the Brit- 
ish troops in South Africa, is regarded as 
one of the ablest generals in the army. 
His appointment, therefore, is taken to 
indicate that the situation is graver. 

Lieut.-General Sir Frederick Willfam 
Edward Forestier-Walker, K.C.B., has 
been in command of the western military 
district of Great Britain since 1895. He 
is che eldest son of the late George Sir 
Edward W. Forestier-Walker, K,C.B., 
was born in 1844, and entered the Scots 
Guards in 1862. He served in the Kaflir 
war of 1876-8, was military secretary of 
Sir Bartle Frere from 1878 to 1879, 
seryed during the Zulu war, was Quarter- 
master-General in Bechuanaland in 1884, 
commanded the infantry brigade of 
Aldershot from 1889 to 1890, and com- 
manded the troops in Kgypt from 1889 
to 1895.

LATE RULER OF SANTO DOMINGO A 
REMARKABLE MAN. 


The Country Over Which He Was Eleoted 


Prosident for Five Terma-—A Patriot 


Though @ Storn Govornor—Charactor- 





iatic Coolness of the Man in Face of 


Dancer. 


The assassination of General Ulises 
Houreaux, Prosident of Santo Domingo, 
on the afternuvon of July 26 carried a 
shock to every friend of Santo Dominyo 
and every great business house in the 
world connected with that country, In 
large politioal sense, the event ts looked 
upon by tho people of this country with 


pecullar interest. 
Midway between Puerto Rico and 
Cuba, les the island of Santo Domingo, 


which is divided into two republics, that 
of Haytiand of Santo Domingo, The 
latter republic occupies the greater por- 
tion of the island and has ao population 
of about 600,000, composed principally of 
a mixed race of Spanish settlers, Indians, 
negroes and # few Kuropeans, Spanish is 
their prevailing language, while in Hayti 
the inhabitants are all black, and French 
is universally spoken. 

Santo Domingo City, where the seat of 
government is located, 1a the capital of 
Santo Domingo. It is ao walled oijty on 
the banks of the Ozama River, and was 
founded in 1486 by Bartholomew Colum- 
bus, and has about 28,000 inhabitants, 

These people and thelr country have 
made rapid progress under General 
Uliises Heureaux, who has been the 
head of the Government for the past 17 
years, Gon. Ullises Heureaux, was: 
Dominioan, not a Htytian, as has -often 
been stated. He was oyor six feet tall, 
broad-shouldered and of striking, com- 
manding appearanoe; his right arm . was 
stiff at the elbow from bullets reoelyed 
while sleeping in a cabin one night, 
where 11 mon attempted to assassinate 
him on his march to the olty before he 
was chosen President, He was a finely 
educated man, speaking, reading and 
writing Spanish, English, French and 
German. 

General Heureaux was born in Puerto 
Plata in 1846, and served in the war 
against Spain from 1868 to 1874. Later 
he was put at the head of the advanced 
Dominicans, who sought to improye 
their country by inducing foreign capi- 
tal to locate on the island. As he ad- 
vanoed all the wealthy inhabitants joined 
his forces, and when he arrived at the 
gates of the historlo olty of Santo Do- 
mingo he was chosen President of the 
Republic, and served his term of four 
years. At the expiration of every four 
years an electoral college assembles in 
the city to vote for a President for the 
following term, but, owing to General 
Heureaux’s popularity and ability, he 
has always been ungnimously ye-eleated, 
and died while serving his fifth term. |; 

He was assisted in his government by 
a House of Representatives, elected from 
the 12 different districts of the republic, 
President Heureaux bas always bcen 
looked upon as the father of bis people, 
and, while he was a stern ruler, he has 
always proved that he had the welfare 
of his country and people at heart, and 
they have made remarkable advancement 
under his leadership 

His characteristic coolness and quiock- 
ness of action was shown one morning 
when entering the palave, where all Goy- 
ernment business is transacted. As he 
passed under the arched entranceway 
where two sentinels are always on guard 
he noticed when they presented arms ag 
usual that one of tbe men started tg 
lower his rifle; without any apparent 
hesitation the President drew his revyol; 
ver, shooting the would-be assassin, then 
passed on to his private office, where 
he gave orders to the guard there to re- 
moye a ‘‘dead man” lying at the main 
entrance, ; 

President Heureaux's office was located 
on the second floor of the palace, and 
any one wishing to see him could enter 
the main entrance, where are statiqnad 
two officers on guard; thence you pro. 
ceeded up the stairs to his office, as you 
would to any business office. Passing 
along the corridor you saw his Cabinet 
officers at their desks through the open 
doors of their respective offices, where 4 
young officer was on guard. This officap 
announced your arrival; entering, you 
saw the President at his desk. He always 
greeted you cordially and, if your bual- 
ness was only of trivial importance, he 
transacted it there; but if it wasofa 
private nature you were ushered into a 
large audience hall, where he was never 
disturbed, as he allowed no guards with 
him there. 

Some years ago a conspiracy, headed 
by several prominent young men of the 
republic, who hoped to gain wealth and 
position through the death of their ruler, 
attempted to take his life and start a 
revolution. Their plot was cleverly plan: 
ned and seemingly aure of success, for 
the President showed no suspicions, con- 
tinuing his customary mode of life, walk- 
ing and driving throughout the city as 
usual without guards, although at that 
time he was fully posted in avery detail 
of their scheme, and when their plang 
were fully natured and thelr time for 
action at hand he had them all arrested 
and thrown into dungeons of the old 
fortifications. The penalty for crimes of 
this sort is always death, so soon after 
their arrest they were drawn up in line 
on the old parade grounds within the 
walls of the old fort and told to prepare 
for death, after which the firing squad 
lined up in front of them and were 
ordered to fire. As they did so only one 
wan fell, The President, who was a 
witness, then stepped forward and said: 
‘My children, you have attempted to 
ruin your country and take my life, and 
for this you are legally subject to deyth, 
but I do not want to see you dje ao 
young. That man on tho ground had to 
give up his life to pay the penalty for 
his misdeeds, If you ever plot againatbyma 
again you will bo where he js, Look at 
him, remember what I have said and 
then go; for you are free,’’

DEATH CLINGS TO MONEY. 


Do Not Carry Gold Colin, Because It 
In Full of Microbes, 


It is dangerous to go about with a 
pocketful of money. Because a_ thief 
muy catch you? No, not specially, but 
because microbes will get after you. If 
you carry gold about with you, the doctor 
is sure to get it. Micro organisms of the 
most dangerous sort live longer on gold: 
pieces than anywhere else—almost. The 
humber of bacteria found on the surface 
of the coins yaries considerably—on silyer 
aud gold from 460 to 3,500, and on cop- 
per a still larger number, 

To show the harmful results that may 
occur from this, doses of from one to tive 
cubic centimeters are inoculated into the 
blood or oder the skin of rabbits and 
guinea pigs. In one case out of ten 
death results. In a series of experiments 
by a French physician death was some- 
times very rapid, with symptoms of acute 
septicaemia. In oue case tuberculosis 
was conmunicated to a rabbit by a piece 
of wool which had been passed over a 
ten centime copper coin. 

There are other ways to court ills than 
by carrying pocketfuls of money. Tend- 
ing on cars and boats is productive of a 
great deal of trouble with people's eyes. 
Bach eye is controlled by six muscles, 
and the point of vision is only one- 
twenty-fifth of an inch in diameter. ‘The 
motion of the car makes it a great strain 
on these muscles to focus the eyes prop- 
erly, 

A good way to develop paralysis of the 
facinl muscles is to let the barber wash 
your face with very hot water mornings 
when you feel rusty. Hot water opens 
up the pores of the skin and permits the 
fuce to become chilled suddenly. This 
brings on paralysis. Very hot towels will 
do the same thing, 


Cremation In Japan, 

A consular report from the British le 
gation in Tokyo contains some curious 
information on cremation as practiced in 
Japan, It is stated that the body in its 
rough wooden coflin is placed on a thick 
gridivon extending nearly the whole 
length of the chamber, and firewood is 
piled into a recess at the back, With 
forced draft, the heat generated by this 
when lighted is sufficient within a few 
hours to completely consume the body, 

An average of something over 70 
pounds of wood {s required for complete 
cremation, though this amount varies 
with the body to be burned, It is, for 
instance, found that tat people burn far 
more easily than thin, while persons who 
have died of consumption require more 
time and more wood than any others. 
The time varies from three to six hours.

Winnipeg, Aug, 17.—Preliminary hear 
ing in the charges against John Neel 
Anderson, cf the theft of $62,000 fron 
the Molsons Bank in Ootober last, com 
monced at 10.80 o'clock yesterday morn 
ing at the Police Court bofore Magistrate 
Peebles. ‘Ihe court room was crowded

Q.C., appeared for the prosecstion, anc 
J’. L. Metcalf und Hatold Lurner for the 
defence, Young Anderson appoured ir 
court with his brother, W. S, Andersor 
from Toronto, and Mr, Driscoll, manage 
of the MeOlary Mfg. Co., his forme 
employer. 

The first witness examined was J. F 
I, Macboth, accountant in the bank «4 
the time of the robbery. The accused, hi 
suid, had been employed about a yea 
and lett on Doc. 18, 1898. He left of hi 
own accord. ‘he valuables were kept ir 
the vault, and inside the vault was thi 
safe Where the money was kept. he safi 
had an oater door with two combinatior 
locks. Teller Nelles bad one and Manage 
Phepoe the other. One could not oper 
the safe without the other. He furthe) 
told of the combinations, and said that 
until September 26 the witness anc 
Phepoe remained in the sole custody o 
the combinations, when Phepoe gave the 
combination numbers to Nelles, as hi 
was going away for his holidays. Witnes; 
and Nelles opened the treasury on Sept 
26th to deposit money which had accu 
roulated in the teller’s hands. he tota 
umount supposed to be in the treasury 
on Oct. 4 was $62,000, the witness giving 
the amounts in detail. The treasury wai 
not opened by the officers of the ban} 
who krew the combination, betweer 
Sept. 28th and Oot. 4th, and Nelles anc 
Witness were the only men who knew thi 
combination in the absonce of Manage) 
Phepos. ‘The witness and Nelles opened 
the combination together on Oct. 4, wher 
they found the treasury empty and $62, 
000 missing. He

INSURRECTION GAINING. 


In Nocros and Cebu the Inhabitants Are 
Against 





Now Showing Bicterness 


Americans — Another Skirmish. 


Manila, Aug. via Hongkong, Aug. 
17.—Arrivals and mail advices from 
Negros and Cebu agree that tho insurrec- 
tion is gaining strength remarkably in 
both those islands, which had hitherto 
been counted as the most friendly in the 
archipelago, and which received with the 
greatest cordiality Prof. Schurman, presi- 
dent of the U. S. advisory commission 
for the Philippines, at the time of his 
tour. 

Outbreaks are feared, particularly in 
Cebu, where some of the leading men 
have gone over to the insurrection. Many 
of the wealtby inhabitants are preparing 
to leave the island. 

Senores Llorente and Melliza, Supreme 
Court justices from Negros and Cebu, 
haye gone thither from Manila to use 
their influence against the insurrection. 

Results Are Disappointing. 

The results of the autonomist Govern- 
ment in Negros are disappointing. Insur- 
gent bands are operating there, as they 
did in Cuba, destroying much plantation 
property, claims for which are being 
presented to General Otis. 

The bombardment of Paote, on the 
east side of Laguna de Bay, by the Napi- 
dan, whose commander was under the 
impression that the town had been re- 
occupied by the insurgents, aroused 
Strong resentment among the natives of 
the whole lake region. It is asserted 
there that the officers and crew of the 
gunboat landed and looted the best build- 
ings after the bombardment. ~ 

The crew of the Napidan has been 
transferred to other duty. 

Officers of the United States gunboat 
Wheeling, which has returned here from 
a cruise along the northern coast of 
Luzon, report that the insurgent forces 
oconpy every village. 

Another Skirmish. 

The insurgents have been concentrating 
for two days about Angeles, It is offici- 
ally announced that Colonel Smith, with 
ten companies of the 12th Regiment and 
two guns of Battery E of the First Artil- 
lery, under Lieut. Kemley, yesterday 
morning attacked 2,500 strongly en- 
trenched insurgents at the south approach 
to Angeles, and drove them back after a 
sharp fight, the American troops losing 
two men killed and 12 wounded. The in- 
surgent loss was estimated at 200 men. 
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THE BUBONIC PLAGUE, 





London and Washington Notified of Its 
Presence in Portugal. 


London, Aug. 17.—The Local Govern- 
ment Board has been officially notified of 
the existence of the plague at Oporto and 
has ordered all necessary precautions 
against the introduction of the disease to 
be taken at the various ports of the Uni- 
ted Kingdom, Orders have also been 
given for the royal mail liners to cease 
calling at Oporto. 

Washington Notified. 

Washington, Aug. 17.—The State De- 
partment has received the following 
cablegram from the U.S. consul at Lis- 
bon: ‘‘Bubonic pest at Oporto, few cases 
in Lisbon. No trains can pass the Span- 
ish frontier. No more clean bills of health 
issued to veasels,’’ 

Bubonioc Plague It Is. 


Lisbon, Aug. 17.—Experiments made 
at the Pasteur Institute here identify the 
epidemic microbes reported at Oporto, 
Portugal, as those of the bubonio plague.

This was followed by tho deposi- 
tion of M, Guorin, the former Minister 
of Justice, who, however, only repeated 
the cvidence he had given before the 
Court of Cassation. 


Dreyfus’ Suffering in Prison, 


M. Lebon, the former Minister of the 
Colonies, 1 big red-bearded man, then 
testified in justification of his instruc- 
tions to treat Dreyfus rigorously, declar- 
Ing that the extreme stringency only 
dated from the time he thought an 
attempt would te made to rescue the 
prisoner. 

The Recital Brought Toars. 


At this junoture some time was occu- 
pied in reading a long report from the 
Minister of the Colonies to the Minister 
of War, giving the various reports of the 
Governor of French Guiana. Passages 
describing the dread the prisoner express- 
ed to the doctors when he feared he was 
losing his reason caused an immense im- 

ression. Tears were even seen to glisten 
n the eyes of General Billot, the former 
Minister of War. 

At the conclusion of the report M. Le- 
bon asked leave to explain. He said: ‘'I 
do not dispute the accuracy of the report, 
but it is partial. Reterenco has been 
most caréfully made to the precarious 
health of the prisoner. But the dootor 
never mave a communication to me on 
the subject. [ do nof hesitate to say that 
if he had done so I should have given 
ordera to have the prisoner treated as all 
invalids shuuld be treated. It is with 
Jeliberate intent that I have been treated 
a3 an executioner,’’ 

Dreytus’ Awful Sufferinga. 


Colonel Jouaust, president of the court- 
martial. asked Dreyfus if he had any 
questions to put to the witness, and he 
replied, in an emotional voice ‘No, I 
am here to defend my honor, | do not 
wish to speak of the atrocious suffering 
which, for flve years, I, a Frenchman 
and an innocent nan, suffered on the Ile 
du Diable.”’ 

M. Demange here asked that the official 
report of the treatment of Dreyfus on 
the Ile du Diable, which was published 
in the newspapers last week, should be

THE BOOM IN CHEESE. 


The Continued Shortage in the Eng- 
lish Market Keeps up the Price. 


The faction which keeps up the price of 
cheeso is the continued shortage on the 
English market, which is said to be five 
per cent. shorter than last year. The short- 
age is estimated to be 240,099 boxes, As 
there was no old stock on the market, the 
gap between the supply and the demand is 
quite apparent. 

Some close students of the market fear 
that the exporters will come to grief for 
ptying such unprecedented summer prices 
but the fers seems to be groundless if tie 
repoits from Liverpool bo true, It is ssid 
thaton July 31 there were only 42,000 
boxes in stock, 7,000 less thana yoar ago, 
and this in the face of the fact that 187,- 
615 more boxes have been ‘xported this 
year to date than forthe same period in 
1898. ‘This shows that the high prices have 
not diminished the consumption and that 
the Canadian article is a prime favorite on 
the British breakfast table. —Exchange.

army of practically 65,000 men. 

“The policy of the War Department,” 
said Secretary Root yesterday, ‘‘is ta 
furnish General Otis with all the troops 
and supplies that he can use, and which 
sre necessary to wind wp the insurrec- 
fion in the Philippines in the shortest 
possible time.”

15. At that tlme Esterbazy was at the 
great manoeuyres.’’ 

VYhe Interview With Gouse. 

Describing bis interview with General 
Gonse, September 15, Piequart sid: 
“When I asked General Gonse for per- 
mission to continue the investigation, 
insisting on the danger of allowing the 
Dreyfus family to proceed with their in- 
vestigation alone, the General replied thut 
it was impossible in his opinion and in 
the opinion of General de Boisdeffre and 
the Minister of War, to re-open the 
atfair. When I pressed the point, in 
order to make General Gonse understand 
that nothing could prevent its re-opening, 
if it could be believed Dreyfus was inno- 
cent, General Gonse replied: ‘If you say 
nothing, nobody will know.’ 

**General,’ I replied firmly, ‘what you 
tell me is abominable. I d> not know 
what I shall do. But I won't carry this 
seoret with me.’ (Great sensation.) I at 
once left the room,’’ added the witness. 
“That is what occurred, I know my ac 
count is disputed, but I positively sweae 
it,’’ said Picquart, as ho emphatically 
smote the bar in front of the witness box, 
and looked in the direction of the generals 

Tho Intrigues. 

Tho next feature of Picqnart’s deposi- 
tion was his recital of the intrigues 
against him, and the perpetration of the 
forgery by Colonel Henry. Witness then 
recited the details of the various machin- 
ations with the view of incriminating 
him, instigated by Henry, Ksterhazy ang 
Du Paty de Clam. 

Wanted Explanations, 

Colonel Jouaust (president of the 
court), having asked for explanations on 
certain points, Picquart said: “If I tell 
you all this, gentlemen, it is to show 
what must have been the mental attitude 
towards me of the members of the court- 
martial whioh tried Hsterbazy.’’ (Mur- 
murs of assent.) 

When he resumed his deposition the 
witness said he regretted he had not been 
given the opportunity to contradict his 
accusers at that court-martial. 

The witness then rebutted the charges 
against him of unnecessary delay in the 
prosscution of Hsterhazy, He said his 
object was to avoid arousing suspicion in 
regard to an officer who, perhaps, was 
entirely innocent. 

“What a mistake,’’ he added, ‘‘would 
have been averted in 1894 had they acted 
In the same way in regard to Dreyfus.’ 

Murniurs of Approval. 

His remarks osused murmurs of ap- 
proval in court. What the witness gather- 
ed about Ksteihazy's character, he con- 
tinued, oreated the worst impression 
upon bim, but ke learned nothing to con- 
nect Ksterhazy with any act of espionage. 
Therefore, he did not mention his sus- 
pictons. An agent, however, was ordered 
to watch Ksterbuzy. who had completely 
compromized bimself tnrough bis rela- 
tions with an Knglish company, of which 
he had agreed to kecome a director. 

“That could not be permitted in the 
case of a French officer,’’ said Picquart. 
“*Morcover, Ksterhazy gambled, led a life 
of Cebauchery, and lived with Mademoi- 
selle Paye.’’ 

Generals Roget and Mercier, having 
intimated «a desire to speak, Colonel 
Jouaust asked Dreyfus if he had any- 
thing to say, and the prisoner replied in 
the negative, 

loget's Reply. 

General Roget then mounted the piat- 
form and asked Colonel Picquart if be 
denied that he wrote Captain Marechal 
un order to connect bim with Galanti; 
that he wrote to ths public prosecutor 
enclosing documents, and that he wrote 
to the public prosecutor a second time, 
July 15? If he denied this, he asked the 
court to send for Marechal and the dossier 
In the Quenelll affair. 

Colonel Picquart replied that there was 
no need to threaten to produce the dossier 
in order to make him reply. 

Colonel Jouaust then said: ‘‘General 
Roget asks if you deny you wrote a letter 
sending Galanti to Switzerland.”’ 

“Galanti,”’ rep}ied the witness, ‘was 
an agent, who gave us information about 
the Italian forts in the nejghborhood of 
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4elfort. Finding ourselves on the point 
of being discovered, we, naturally, took 
measures to avoid it. That is why Gal- 
anti was sent to Switzerland.’’ 

In reply to further questions, Picquart 
admitted sending documents to Belfort 
for the use of the Quenelli case, ‘ But," 
Picquart added, ‘they were handed to 
the pablic prosooutor.’’ 

General Roget's questioning was evi- 
flently with the view of eliciting the con- 
fession from Colonel Piequart that in 
the Quenelll case he communicated to the 
jadgea doouments unknown to the de- 
fenoo, a8 be now accuses the general staff 
of doing in the Dreyfus caso, 

Morcler’s Plat Denial, 

General Mercler promptly 
General Roget, 

“Colonel Piequart,’’ Mercier said, ‘bas 
stated that I ordered him to convey docu- 
monts to Colonel Maurel. That ts false. 
[ never handed any packet to Colonel 
Picquart for Colonel Maurel. I never 
inentioned secret documenta to him,” 

In reply Colonel Picquart said: “I 
remember perfectly handing a packet to 
Maurol,’' 

‘the confrontation with Generals Roget 
ood Mercier only lasted a few minutos, 
and did not prove sensational, having 
refercnce to comparatively minor points. 

The Puty de Clam Commentary, 

Maitre Demange at this juncture com- 
mented upon the disappearance of Paty 
de Clam's commentary, to which General 
Mercler onawered: “Lhe commentary 
Was prepared for me,’'

The dragon tree of Tenerife Is per 
haps the strangest vegetable in the 
world. Humboldt estimated one speci- 
tien to be 6,000 yenrs old and other 
dvagon trees to have reached half that 
uge. It is thought to be a kind of giant 
aspuragus, whose dead branches serve as 
fA support for the crowns. New roots as 
they come into being encircle and con- 
ceal the original stem, which is far away 
inside, and the voots which become de- 
tached from the stem may be seen hang- 
ing, withered, in the upper tree. The 
trunk is generally hollow, and in the 
case of an old tree, which perished in 
1867, there was a spacious chamber, 
which served the natives as a temple for 
generations, Mass was afterward said 
there by the Spaniards. The tree was 
48 foet around and 05 feet high and is 
supposed to have been originally watered 
with dragon's blood, which is the name 
now given to the sap, Thia is a regular 
article of commerce and is especially 
used for embalming.—St. Louis Globo- 
Democrat.

over the next year with Livonia, and competed 
with Columbia, honors being even. Sappho, 
however, proved too much for the visitor, and 
the cup remained in America, The next chal- 
lenger was the Canadian yacht Countess of 
Dutferin, which was defeated by Madeline, 
the defender, and in 1881 the Canadian Atalan- 
ta had no better luck against Puritan. Five 
years later was the celebrated contest between 
Galatea, the challenger, and Mayflower, the 
defender, but Galatea went home without the 
cup. Next year Scotland sent over Thistle, but 
Volunteer showed her a clean pair of heels, 
Then came the contest of 1893 between Dunra- 
ven’s Valkyrie and the defender, Vigilant, 
There were three spirited races, in all of which 
Valkyrie was unsuccessful. Lord Dunraven 
was not discouraged. He built a second 
Valkyrie, which was sunk in astorm, and thus 
aracein 1894 was prevented. In 1895 His 
Lordship came over with Valkyrie III., and 
was met by the Ilerreschoff yacht, Defender, 
but only again to meet with defeat, The 
last race was accompanied by so many 
objectionable features and gave rise to 
so much hard feeling that most people 
believed the end of the competitions had come; 
but last fall Sir Thomas Lipton sent in a chal- 
lenge, and the tesult will be the series of races 
to which so many people are now looking for- 
ward, 

The two competing yachts are said to re- 
semble each other so closely that the result of 
the race will be largely a matter of seamanship. 
This gives an advantage to the defender, for 
some how or other, yachts always do best in 
their own waters. Thus when the Vigilart 
went to England after her victory in 1893 cover 
Valkyrie t., she was badly defeated.

“TI never felt the heat 80 much in my 
life.”

the windows, Proceeding thence toward 
the Faubourg du Temple, which they 
reached af the corner of the Rue Darboy 
and the Rue St. Manr-Popincourt, they 
formed up into a compact body. 


Chureh of St. Joseph Wrecked, 

Hatehets were suddenly produced, with 
long knives stolen from the counters of 
shops, and a concerted rush was wade 
upon the Church of St. Joseph. The aged 
sacristan, sceing the mob, hastily closed 
the outer gates, but they were soon 
forced with hatchets and bars of iron. 
The massive oaken doors were then 
attached. Meanwhile the sacristan, who 
bad been captured by the Anarchists, 
escaped and called the police and Repub- 
lican Guards, who promptiy arrived with 
many constables. They were compelled 
to fall back in order to form up into line 
of defence, and the Anarchists attacked 
them fearlessly with knives. At length 
the ofiicers began to gain the mastery. A 
score of Anarchists took refuge in an 
adjacent houre, T'wenty Anarchists were 
arrested, taken to the police station, 
searched and found to be carrying reyol- 
vers, leaded sticks and knives. 


Interlor a Complete Wreck, 
When the police entered the church 


the Anarchists had just set fire to the 


pulpit. The interior of the edifice was a 
complete wreck, 

About 10 o’clock disorders ocourred on 
the Boulevard de Magenta and Boulevard 
de Strasburg. Several revolver shots were 
fired, but nobody was injured. 

Two newspaper ‘kiosks were burned 
and several arrests were made in connec- 
tion therewith. 

There is no change in the situation af 
the building in the Rue de Chabrol, 
where M. Jules Guerin and his anti- 
Semite companions are entrenched in ao 
state of siege against the police, who 
have orders for their arrests. 

Fifty-Six Injured, 

Up to 12 a.m. 56 persons have been re- 
ported Injured, including several police- 
men. No one, so far as known, waa in- 
jured by firearms, Nearly all were hurt 
by being crushed or trodden under foot. 
A body of rioters, who had taken refuge 
in the courtyard of the Gaore de 1’Est, 
were expelled by the police, who made 
26 arrests. Quiet has now been restored. 


Two Cates Also Wrecked, 


Besides St. Joseph's Church, two cafes 
were Wrecked. At a late hour 20,000 peo- 
ple were in the Boulevard de Magenta, 
which rans past the end of the Rue de 
Chabrol They were kept constantly mov- 
ing by the Republican Guards, who made 
a remarkable display of force, 


Police Drew Their Swords. 


In the Avenue de Talllebourg there was 
a flerce conflict. The police had to draw 
thelr swords against the Anarchists, 
who assailed them with stones. Four 
policemen were wounded, two so serjous- 
ly that they had to be taken to the hos- 
pital.

Serewlng Up the Eyelids, 

The museles of the crystalline lens in 
an ordinary eye adjust the shape of the 
lens so as to make the images of objects 
at all distances fall on the retina. 

In the shortsighted eye the por foot 
image is formed in front of the retina, 
and a blurred image consequently on the 
retina itself, 

On screwing up the eyelids the crystal- 
line lens is compressed, and its focal 
length is increased so that a clear image 
falls on the retina. <A similar effect can 
be produced by judiciously pressing the 
eye with two fingers, as shortsighted 
people ean easily verify. 

Some physiologists say that screwing 
up the eyelids causes the tear fluid to 
form a second (concave) lens over the 
crystalline lens, and so corrects its fault.

The Boer President Has Declined 
Britain’s Proposition, 


The Colonial Office Is Mum, Hut Officials 

Thore Show Irritability aod Hellove 
War Must Follow—Kruger Conducted 
a Service and Prayod That in Cause of 
War God Might Vind Kight and Treath 


on His Side, 


London, Aug. 28.—Thoro is no longor 
any doubt that Presivent Kruger has ro 
fused to supmit to tho demand of Mr. 
Josoph Chamberlain for tho appointment 
of a court of inquiry. He may have done 
so diplomatically or hedgingly. But that 
his reply is regarded by the British Goy- 
ernment as tantamount to a positive re- 
fusal is now an ostablished fact, The 
Colonial Office is normally non-commit- 
tal, but there are other evidences which 
amply justify tho statement, ‘The report 
that President Kroger bas proposed new 
terms is somewhat voriflod by tho guard- 
ed comment of the Colonial Olive offic. 
jals, and the irritability displayed there. 

War the Only Recourse. 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
they believe war is now the only way to 
settle the controversy. They would far 
rather haye had a cert, deflant answer 
than the tomporizing reply which the 
Boer President has sent. With the former 
Great Britain would have plain grounds 
for a quick commencement of hostilities. 
Under the circumstances which if is be; 
lieved now exist, aggressive action needs 
considerable explanation to justify 16 in 
the eyes of the world and the Hnglish 
minority, who still declare war would be 
an outrage. However, if Mr. Chambor- 
Jain has his way, it is believed that 
Prosident Kruger’s counter-proposals will 
meet with scant attention, and unless 
the Boers completely back down, which is 
not likely, the crisis will quickly develop 
into war. 

It is gathered that the Colonial Office 
has been aware of the nature of tho 
Transvaal reply for some days, and it 19 
communicated to the War Office, hence 
it is probable Great Britain will delay 
the denouement as little as possible, 

Krager Prayed for Afrikandera, 

Berlin, Aug. 22.—The Neusten Nach+ 
richten publishes the following desputch 
from Pretoria: ‘‘President Kruger a few 
days ago personal} conducted a+ churcb 
service prior to holding an official recep- 
tion. In the course of the ceremony he 
prayed that if war were unayoidablo, 
God might find right and trath on the 
side of the Afrikanders.’’

It is said that the suggestion 
is made to subject all other differences 
to arbitration. 


ALL QUIET IN PARIS. 


From Now on All the Churches Will Be 
Guarded and Troops Will Be in 
Reudiness. 








Paris, Aug. 22.—‘Tho papers of this 


' clty, in commenting on the riots which 


took place here Sunday, are unanimous 
in pronouncing the situation to be of the 
most serjous character. The Conservative 
and Nationalist organs accuse the Goy- 
ernment of provoking the day’s bloodshed 
by unjustflable arrests. The  Gaulois 
reproaches the Cabinet for not having 
taken measures to prevent the excesses. 

The Radical press protests against the 
disorders and hopes the police wyill pre- 
vent a recurrence of them. 

All Churches Guarded, 

From to-day on all the churches will 
be guarded by pickets of Republican 
Guards, and detachments of infantry and 
cavalry will be held in readiness for 
eventualities. 

The damage done by the rioters to the 
Churen of St. Joseph is estimated at 
8,000 francs, It is surrounded by police, 
and no one is allowed to approach the 
building. It is pointed out that most of 
the persons arrested for rioting are youths 
from 15 to 20 years old. 

The Rue Charbrot is occupied by the 
74th and 131st Infantry with fixed bay- 
onets. All the approaches are guarded, 
and it is impossible to traverse the streets 
owing to the crowds, which are eyery- 
where inoreasing. 

Guerin Attacked at Last. 

London, Aug. 22.—The Daily Chroni- 
cle publishes the following from its Paris 
correspondent: A detachment of infantry 
has just commenced an attack upon M. 
Guerin’s house, which is likely to lead to 
blockade before morning. Nobody is 
allowed to approach the scene, and the 
cavalry charges are needlessly brutal.

YOUNG FARMER KILLED. 


Brother of a Belleville Lady Meets 
With a Fatal Accident. 


Kingston News :—A most sad accident’ 
occurred at the home of Mr, Patrick Blake, 
farmor, of the Isle of Man, township of 
Pittsburgh, at twelve o’cleck yesterday, 
changing his only son, ‘thomas M. Blake, 
from the full strength of manhood to a life- 
less corpse in the space of less than an 
hour. Interviewed this morning, the 
sorrowing father said that he and his son 
were retuiaing to the barn after haying 
taken their dinner. A team of horses, 
attached toa heavy hay-rack, which- they’ 
hai been using for drawing in grain, 
left standing in the barn, 
they having previously unloaded. His 
son took the horses by the head fer 4 
moment or so, to leadZthem out, and then 
guided them by standing with the lines in 
his hands on the lefc side. There is a drep 
of about one foot from the barn floor to the 
ground, and the horses moying forward 
very suddenly, the rack was impelled on- 
ward before the fortunate man could get 
out of the way. The rack struck him on 
the right side of the chest, and the hub of 
the left front wheel struck against his hip. 
He did not bear any marks of wounds, or 
bleed at all. “He was carried to the house 


and medical aid summoned, but his injur- 
ies were internal and so vitally serious that 
he died before a doctor could arrive, and 
in the space of Icss than an hour. 


D eased was a tall, strong, robust young 
man, the picture of health and strength. 
His death comes as a great blow to his 
parents, particularly as they lost another 
son, John, in a very sudden manner— 
owing toa runaway accident—about si 
years ago. He was born in Pittsburgh 
forty eight years ago. A sorrowing mother 
and father and four sisters suivive him. 
The names of the latter ere: Miss Aggic 
Blake, of Pittsburg ; Miss Annie Bleke, of 
Belleville ; Mrs, McGuire, of Storrington, 
and Mrs. Hamilton, of Michigan.

‘Lhe wind was blowing seven or eight miles 
an hour from west, north-west, when the hour 
for starting approached, and after the usual 
half hour’s postponement to allow the breaze to 
steady if possible the preparatory gun from the 
Pathfinder was given, and the contesting yachts 
began m;no-uvring for a good position. 

At 11,30 the starting gun went, and 47 
seconds aftenwards the Beaver crossed, followed 
11 seconds later by the Génesee; the latter 
broke out her spinnaker and carried it well 
forward, Leaver set her spinnaker a_ Jittle 


later and maintained her lead for some time. 


The Genesee rounded the first buoy at 
12.24.35, official time, and stood for a short 
time on the starboard tack; she came round 
and blanketted the Beaver just before the latter 
rounded, which she did at 12,26 3, official 
time. 

On the last mile of the course to windward 
the wind increased, and Beaver crept very close 
to her opponent, but the freshening was too 
good to last, and Genesce was never headed. 
The steam yacht Thistle, of Chicago, stayed hy 
the buoy to indicate il to the racers, and after- 
wards Pathfinder, the judges’ boat, steamed 
close up and took the time, 

Genesee rounded at 2.27.35 official time, 
while Beaver’s official Lime was 2.28.27. Bea- 
ver had been one minute and 2§ seconds astern 
at buoy No. 1, and had picked up 36 seconds 
on the seven miles of weather work. Good 
showing, but not good enough. 

The Beaver at once broke out the balloon jib, 
which had been run up in stops, and Genessee 
followed her exampie, although somewhat slow- 
ly. The course to the starting buoy, as has been 
before mentioned, was a reach, probably Gen- 
esee’s best point, and the hopes of Beaver’s fol- 
lowers now went to zero, which, as the event 
proved, was the right place for them. Slowly, 
but none the less surely, the distance between 
the two boats grew wider, and at one time two 
minutes in time must have separated them. 

On nearing the Island shore, the wind came 
more out of Humber bay, and hardened greatiy. 
The Beaver gradually drew in the separating 
distance, and it almost looked like a possible

Parliamentary Paper Issued by 
the British Government. 


Tho Quostion of Suzeralnty Was Continu- 
ally Brought Up by the Boor Govern- 
Ment, But rituin Would Not Discuss 
It—A Iritish Colonial Office OMicial'x 


Opinion of Kraugor—Jamuicn Offers 
Troops in Case of War, 
London, Aug. 23,—A Parliamentary 


paper dealing with the Transvaal crisis 
Was issued yesterday. It details the 
forts of the Beer Government adoring 
tho pust year to have the question of the 
suzerainty of Great Britain submitted to 
arbitration, and Great Britain's repeated 
refiisals to discuss this basic point. ‘I'he 
document adds that Sir Alfred Milrer, 
the Governor of Cape Colony and high 
commissioner of South Africa, Writing 
to Mr. Joseph Chamberlain. the Secretary 
uf State for the Colonies, last June, said: 
“The woy in which the Seoretury of 
Sbate juggles with the convention of 1884 
{8 rather jvritating to a plain man.’ 

The final despateh from Mr, Chamber- 
lain, dated July 18, 1899, to Sir Alfred 
Milrer concurs with the Jatter's view as 
to the untenable ‘Transvaal contention, 
adding thet the British Government had 
‘oO intention to continua to discusa the 
qesition of suzeruinty with tae ‘Lrans- 
Vaal. 

The Game Krugor Playas. 

London,. Aug. £8—A high colonial 
official frankly expressed yesterday his 
disgust of what he termed “'Kruger’s 
oupldity and hypocrisy.’”’ He said: ‘‘The 
kind of game which he is playing must 
te clear to people on the other side of the 
Atlantic, The protestations of the Boers 
that they wished to live a quiet agricul- 
tural life may be tne tune of some on 
the Veldt, but the gang in Protoria ia 
‘imply after money. Though President 
Kruger says many harsh things of the 
Uitlanders, he never hesitated ta make 
money out of them, ejther by fair or foul 
ineans. This Transyagl question cannot 
be judged by recent occurrences. You 
must go back 60 years, Tt nas been hang- 
ing fire ever since and the sooner settled 
now the better.’: 

Although the official did not actually 
say so, it was clear that he believed war 
was the only method of settling it. 


Dreytus Overshadows Transvaal, 

It was learned that the Government 
Was somewhat annoyed at the public's 
slight interest in the Transyaal. The 
officisl! quoted above said: ‘Dreyfus 
seems the only tbing our people think 
about, though England is in a most seri- 
ous crisis. Ibis indifference is perbaps 
{ypical.”’ 

. Jamatea Offers Troops. 

Kingston, Ja., Ang. 23.—The Jamaican 
Government has offered a contingent of 
*00 native militia for the support of the 
White troops ordered here for service in 
the Trensvanl. Wonderful enthusiasm has 
been manifested in regard to enlistment 
for service in Soath Africa. When volun- 
teers wore ealled for an ontire regiment 
at once responded. 

Kruger Will Climb Down, 

Cape Town, Aug. 23.—In the Cape 
Assembly yesterday, Mr. Cecil Rhodes, 
referring to the Transvaal question, said: 
“No, there will be no bloodshed. Presi- 
dent Kruzer, like a sensible man, will 
climb down. The less the Cape Colony is 
concerned in tbe quarre)] the better.’ 

Continuing, Mr. Rhodes said it was 
cortain that the Transvaal would become 
an Knglish-speaking community, and the 
Uitlanders, being in a vast majority, 
would form a Government in keeping 
with their views. 

It is rumored here that the Boers in- 
tend to attempt to coup to obtain forcible 
possession of the ammunition detained 
by the Portuguese. 

Valk lence, Act War. 

Pretoria, Aug. 28.—OMicial ciroles at 
present regard the situation as tending to 
improvement. ‘The war alomunition con- 
signed to the South African Republic is 
siill delayed by the Portuguese authori- 
sies in Delagoa Bay. ‘he field cornets 
are busy distributing Mausers and 
tmmunition to the Burghers, The exodus 
ot miners continues.

Shaken tn Cross-Exanminuation, 


Winnipeg, Aug. 28.—Tho knowledge 
that Detective Davia would testify in 
the caso against J. W. Andorson, accused 
of the Molsons Bank robbery nearly a 
year ago, caused a large attendance in 
the court yesterday morning. Davis took 
the stand at the opening of the court and 
told his story coolly and with tho olosost 
attontion to detail. 

Davis’ Rocital. 

Davis said he met J. W. Anderson, the 
nocused, In February last. Witness flrat 
met him in a house on Willeo avenue, 
Mra. Dawson's bonr ling house. Later on 
ho became intimately saequainted with 
him at the Roblin House ‘The witnesa 
induced the acousod to change boarding 
houses, getting him dissutisfled with 
Dawson's. Anderson went to the Roblin } 
House a fow d.ys after tho witness. At 
the Roblin House the witness watched 
the prisoner closely. ho prisoner fre- 
quently wont to the parks and rode 
around town on his wheel Ono night, 
about the middlo of Juno, tho accnsed 
wont ontside of the oity for tho flrat 
timo He went on hia wheel ond so did 
the witness, till they were about halfa 
mile on the other side of Loutze bridge, 
near where tho moncy was hid) The 
accused did not know witness was fol- 
lowing him. 

Davia Shadowed Tim. 

Next morning witnoss nsxod Anderson 
whore ho had been the night before, and 
the witness replied to lm Park, a point 
at the other end of tho city from Louise 
bridge Afterward he followed Anderson 
every ting hea went oof, never letting 
him out of his sight. Abkoat July 23, 
whilo walking together, they wera talk- 
ing over schemes. Anderson uskod wit- 
ness if he would not like to take a trip 
to China, ond witness said: ‘Yes, he 
would like to go as far as San Francisco 
if he had money.”’ Ho said, “I can give 
you $2000 1f you will take o desperate 
chines."’ Anderson sald: ‘*Would you 
blow a safe for such o sum?’ Witness 
said if was easy to blown safe, and he 
would run chances for $2,000. Aftor talk- 
ing for some time on the matter, Ander- 
son said: ‘*You don’t have to. I can get 
the money easily without, I can tell you 
Where you can go and place your hands 
right upon it.’’ Anderson then said: ‘I 
know where the Molzons Bank money is.’’ 

Anderaon Then Halted, 

Anderson then stopped and would not 
tell witness anything more, He said he 
would think the matter over for two or 
three days Davis then continued: Mon- 
day and Tuesday- nights I could get 
nothing from him, On Wednesday night 
I told him I must have full facts before 
1 would do anything. Accused then said: 
“If I put you in possession of the $63,- 
I ex- 
plained to his satisfaction that if he put 
me in possession I wonld get it away 
easily. ‘he accused then took a piece of 
paper and showed me a diagram of where 
the money was buried, He said: ‘Now, 
can you find the place? Do not go out 
there to night, nor for a couple of weeks. 
Yhis thing requires a lot of thought and 
stady.’' I wanted to keep the diagram, 
but he aaid: ‘We will burn it,’’ and he 
burned it In mz presence. He made a 
sccond diagram, which was also burned. 
On the night following, witness tound 
the place within one hundred-yards from 
where the money was buried. 

Anderson Was Wautlting. 

Anderson was waiting for me, and 
asked me if I had found the Jocality, I 
suid: ‘*Yes.’’ Anderson said: “If you are 
prepared to leave town I will tell you ex- 
actly where the money is, so that you 
can put your hand to-night on it,’’ I 
then asked him who put the money 
there. Ho then retired, and on Saturday 
morning last in July I told him he must 
come out with me on Saturday night. 
He said he would take no chances like 
that, as he thought somobody hired by 
the bank was following him all the time. 
On Saturday night, this was the last 
Saturday in July, I told him it would 
be impossible for me te go out there and 
find that spot on the diagram. I pressed 
him to go out with me. I told him I 
would like a shovel out there. He said 
he would meet me at 2 o'clock Sunday 
morning. I went out to the spot between 
land 2 o’closk, and found Anderson 
there. I cannot say the exact time. At 
daybreak wwe got up. Anderson took the 
shovel, and said: “It is right here. If we 
can find a valise here it is all right.”’ I 
asked him how he knew the money was 
in a valise. 

Anothor Man in the Case, 

Anderson said he had followed a man 
out there, who carried the valise over his 
shoulder on a long stray. He said: ‘It 
way be gone again,’’ and I asked him 
who the man was, Ie said the man was 
Galt. Witness, continuing, said: ‘He 
started to dig, and could not find the 
valise,’’ 

Up to this time the ground had not 
been disturbed, I could not find the 
valise, and asked him if he was sure 
that the man put it there, Accused said: 
“TI followed Galt out here.’ A _ hole 
about three feet deep was dug in the 
centre Tle said to accused: ‘It is no use 
going on digging.”’ 

I asked Anderson for more particulars 
of how he knew the money was there, 
Acoused said: “I saw alightin the vault 
one night, whon I went in to soo what 
it way. Standing behind my bed I saw 
Galt come out of the vault with the 
valisc, I followed him down Notre Dame 
street to the CP.R track, and up the 
track to thia spot.’’ Anderson said ne 
kept inside U.e fence, while Galt took 
the track. Anderson said he laid inside 
tho bushes, and, o3 it was quite dark, he 
iDizht have been mistaken in the spot, I 
told }in that settled 16; Galt had taken 
it away from thoro. Accnced sald he had 
neard about three weeka before the date 
that Galt, who was in an insane asylum 
In the cast, had died, and he belleved 
the secret died with him. Wo left the 
shovel out there and started for lome.

The highly refractory 
material consists of an oxide or oxide: 
of the rare oarth3, such as oxide of zirco: 
niuni or thorium. In order to provide an 
exterior surface for the filament which 
will radiate light it is momentarily dipped 
in the salt of oxide, such as the acetate, 
which ill leayé no carbon upon carboni- 
zation, and provide a white radiating 
surface. In making the filament a com: 
pound, such os a solution of sugar, 
asphalt or a tartrate of the oxide itself, 
is mixed with the refractory material, a 
residue of carbon thus resulting upon 
carbonization. A 

The mixture is forced by heavy pres: 
sure through a small opening and gaided 
to form a filament of tha desired ocross- 
section, which is then bent into proper 
shape, carefolly dried and carbonized. 
Owing to its high rezistance, # voltage 
of several hundred is necessary in opera- 
tion. ‘Ihe filament may also be formed 
by soaking threads of cotton in tho salt 
of the oxide, such as acetate, and oar- 
bonizod to form o deposit of the oxide 
thereon; then resoaked and reheated suc- 
cessively until the desired quantity of 
oxide bas been deposited, after which tho 
filament may be soaked in tho carboniz- 
ing substance. After boing dried it is 
dipped in tho solution of ao salt of the 
oxide of a raro earth, such as zirconia or 
thorium, preferably an acetate of such 
oxido, to form the White radiating coat-

1. In the average yield of winter wheat 
per acre, the Dawson's Golden Chaff stood 
highest among 11 varieties tested over 
Ontario in the year 1893, among 9 varieties 
in each of the years 1894, 1895 and 1896, 
and among 7 varieties in cach of the yeurs 
1897, 1898 and 1899. 


2. In the co-operative experiments for 
1899, the Stewart’s Champion, Bearded 
Winter Fife, aud Dawson’s Golden Chaff 
came through the winter the best, and the 
Golden Drop the poorest. 


3. The Early Red Clawson and Imperial 
Amber were the first and the Bearded 
Winter Fife and Stewart's Champion were 
the last to mature in 1899, 


4. Dawson's Golden Chaff and the Birly 
Genesee Giant possessed the atrongest 
straw and the Bearded Winter Fife the 
weakest straw in the tesis of this year. 


5, Stewart's Champion and the Bearded 
Winter Fife produced the longest and the 
Golden Drop the shortest straw in 1899, 


6. In the co-opcrative experiments of 
each of the past six years, the Dawson's 
Goldon Chaff was one of the least and the 
Karly Genesee Giant was one of the most 
affected by rust.

John L. Sullivan—The Bout Wan a

“It is a matter of minor importance 


When an individual goes broke Most of 
us have had frequent depressing experi 
ences of that sort without attracting 
much attention or sympathy, but when 
the populace of a whole town Koes fat, 
sliving, whooping broke, down to the 
final soumuarque and Stiver, with the per 
sonal belongings of nearly all hands 


thrown in to make the collapse complete, 
it's a different mitter,” said an Oregon 
man, “I once saw that thing happen 
The town that went broke was Astoria, 
Or. It was back in the latter eighties 
Astoria, you know, is the leading salmon 
eutebing and salmon canning town of the 
world, Its population is chiefly made up 
of Scandinavian fishermen. 

“At the time I'm speaking of John L 
Sullivan was touring the northwest, 
knocking out a couple of giants every 
night in a punch, His manager was 
offering reward of $1,000 to aoy ming 
Who stood up against the great and only 
John for four rounds, and all the black- 
smiths, boiler makers, woodsaw yers, 
teamsters of great stature and inmiense 
strength, ete, in the northwest scemed 
to Want a hack at the big pugilist. Sul 
livan punctured them all as fast ns they 
came up against him, but they kept on 
coming. The pugilist from the east was 
vot keeping himself in even fairly good 
trim either, Often he went on to do his 
punching out act after having spent the 
better part of the afternoon dining on 
highballs, He covered Portland for three 
nights, and then be went on the hight 
boat to Astoria to fill a date, 

“Now, the cock of the fighting walk in 
Astoria at that time was a gigantic 
Swede named Hans Andersen, a fisher- 
man. He was actually only a few inches 
short of 7 fect in height, and he was 
built proportionately, with huge iron 
muscles, tremendous shoulders and an 
almost herculean degree in strength. He 
had pummeled everything that stood on 
two legs In Astoria to a proper stand: 
still and had become quite a bit of a 
bully among the men of his own npa- 
tionality. The Scandinavians of Astoria 
thought that Hans Andersen was just 
about the whole thing when it came to 
fighting, and when word reached that 
town that John L. Sullivan was coming 
along with his $1,000 offer most of them 
saw riches right in their grasp. They 
knew that a big crowd of Portland 
‘sporta’ would come down to Astoria 
with Sullivan, and that the hot cards 
from Portland would, of course, bet on 
the Irishman. So they put Andersen 
Into training and stood by for the big 
night. Andersen told them that he was 
sure to macerate Sullivan’s features into 
pup, but he didn’t need to tell them that. 
They felt confident of it. 

“Sullivan got into Astoria on the morn- 
ing boat—he was pretty comfortable, 
thanks, when he debarked—and the town 
of Astoria knocked off work and busi- 
hess, except as to the refreshment end 
of it, to look the big Irishman over and 
to meditate upon the fall that was in 
store for him at the hands of the mighty 
Swede. The Columbia bar was practi- 
cally unfished for salmon that day. The 
Astoria people were too busy collecting 
their coin to bet the same on their man. 
The betting began in the gin mills by 10 
o'clock in the morning, and the crowd of 
Portland warm members who came 
flong with Sullivan offered 6 to 1 on the 
proposition that the Swede wouldn't stay 
four rounds with Sullivan. Astoria just 
ate that price up. Tho prico, 5 to 1, was 
on tap all day and up to the very minute 
of the encounter. The fishermen and 
canners weren't content to bet their 
spare cash alone on the outcome. They 
sold their nets, some of them their boats, 
wherewith to get the dough to take all 
they could of that 5 to 1. 

“The Swede surely was a fine looking 
specimen when he came on for his go 
with Sullivan, and the shouts with which 
the Scandinavians greeted his appear- 
ance were terrific. Sullivan came on a 
couple of minutes later. He had made a 
peculiarly careful, personally conducted 
investigation into the merits of the 
liquids indigenous to the soil during the 
efternoon, and he wasn’t particularly 
steady on his underpinning. But he had 
a broad grin on his closely shaven mug 
when be caught sight of the mammoth 
Swede. 

“*Time,’ said the referee,and Sullivan 
walked—well, maybe reeled would be a 
better word—oyer to the center of the 
ring, where the big Swede already stood 
in a threatening, defiant attitude and 
held out his right mitt. The two big fel- 
lows shook boxing gloves, and then said 
‘Sullivan, grinning: 

*'*Whoere d’je say ye wanted it?’ 

“‘TYay?' inquired the Swede. ‘Ay tank 
you no skall have easy yob yoost same, 
and’— 

“‘G'wan,’ said Sullivan, and then his 
left arm shot out like a piston rod, the 
business end of the same caught the 
‘terrible Swede’ smack on the point of 
the chin, and thé whole 290 pounds of 
Hans Andersen just vanished off the 
stage. The mighty carcass of the Swede 
described an are in the air-and landed 
out of view between the wings of the 
theater, Sullivan pulled off his gloves, 
said something out of the left corner of 
his mouth about being ‘very truly yours, 
Joba L. Sullivan,’ to the dazed onlookers 
and lumbered off the stage. It was all 
over, 

“*Ay tank Irish loafer Sool’yan skall 
be all same day’l,’ was the only remark 
the big Swede made when he came to, 15 
minutes later. There came near being a 
riot in the theater. A lot of the fisher- 
men wanted to welch on their bets, and 
it required the eloquence of a number of 
their leaders to shame them out of this. 
When the boat with Sullivan and his 
party aboard pulled out of Astoria for 

the return trip to Portland the next 
morning it was, figuratively speaking, 
loaded down to the gun’ls with the coin 
that had been removed from the Astor- 
fans, and the postmaster of Astoria told 
me afterward that for three months fol- 
lowing Sullivan's yisit to the town the 
remittnnees of Astoria’s fishermen to 
Scandinayla fell off about 85 per cent.”— 
Washington Star.

tain, pest

Penot, a friend of the late Colonel Sand- 

herr, chief of tho Intelligence Depart- 

ment, be read by the clork of the court, 

It was to the offeot that Colonel Sandherr 

sald that the Dreyfus family had offered 

him 150,000 franos on condition that ho 
would clear Dreyfus. 

Maitre Demange, for the defenoo, dis- 
posed of this allegation by reading tho 
actual note on tho subject, written by 
Sandherr, theraby proying that tne Col- 
onel’s remarks had been distorted, Drey- 
fus’ brother only haying said: ‘We aro 
senvinced ot the innocence of our brother, 
and will spend our entire fortune to dis: 
sovor the truth.”’ 

Another for Dreyfus. 

The testimony of tho: first witness of 
the day, M. Linollo, a former olicial of 
the Govornment, was also In favor of 
Droyfas, as i¢ was in dircot contradiction 
of what M. Dubrieul deposed on Wednes 
day rogaiding tho alleged intimacy of 
Dreyfus with the German attache, ub the 
house of M, Bodson, a mutual friend. 

Col. Maurel Wan scared, 

Tho president of the court then called 
Colonel Maurel. who was president of 
tho Dreyfus court martial in 1894, Com 
plete silence fell upon the court as the 
infantry sergeant, who was acting as 
usher, entered the hall and conducted 
Colonel Maurel vo the witness bar. ‘Ihe 
Colonel was attired in a black frock 
cout, aml wore the red ribbon of the 
Legion of Honor in bis buttonhole. His 
hair is grey, and he bas a ragged, iron- 
grey mustache, His tace showed anxiety, 
as though the Colonel was oonscienco 
stricken. As M. Labort Jashed him with 
pointed questions, the Colonel hesitated, 
nnd then answered in a short, choppy 
manner, ond when M. Labori finally 
disposed of him, the witness left the plat- 
form with the pale face and scared Jook 
of a man who has awakened from a 
nightmare. Counsel bad drawn from the 
Golonel a confession that the  secrot 
dossier was communicated to the judges 
of the court-martial of 1894, by Colonel 
Du Paty de Clam. 

A Sensation in Court. 

This ayowal produced a sensation in 
coprt, and Maurel’s declaration that he 
only read one of the documents did not 
affect the main fact. while his protesta- 
tion that the reading cf the document 
bad no effect upon him, as his mind was 
already msde up, was noallitled by his 
subsequent declaration that this one 
document sufficed to convince him. 

M. Labori then put a series of search- 
ing questions to General Mercier, with 
reference to the communication of tho 
secret dossier for the court-martial, snd 
his attitude in 1894, and an interesting 
scene ensued, ‘he General refused to re- 
ply to all the questions, and there were 
sharp passages-st-arms between counsel 
and Colonel Jousust, who upheld Gen- 
eral Mercier, while the Glalogue besween 
the General and M.  Labori became 
acrimonious, Counsel became very heat- 
ed, and showed it in his voice and ges- 
tures. The General, however troubled his 
mind might be, seldom departed from 
the callous demeanor characteristic of 
bim. The lawyer made a strong point on 
the part of Esterhazy. and had only seen 
him once, at the Zola trial. 

Very Interesting, Said Laberi. 

“That is very interesting,’’ exclaimed 
Lapori. ‘But, surely General Mercier 


Was present at tho Nsterhazy trial?” 


‘The General replied that he was not 
there, and that he knew nothing about 
the evidence in the Ksterhazy prosecu- 
tion, 

““What!’’ criel M. Labori, ‘General 
Mercier, who was the chief accuser of 
Dreyfus, did not even follow the proceed- 
ings in the Hsterhazy trial ’’ 

A loud murmur of surprise and indig- 
nant comment came from the audience, 
but Col. Jouaust immediately suppressed 
it. 

Counsel then brought General Mercier 
to his assertion that 85,000,000 francs 
were spend by the defenders of Dreyfus, 
and asked the General to say how he know 
this, who epent it, and other awkward 
questions which the General was unable 
to answer. 

As to the Bordereau. 

A question a3 to how the bordereau 
arrived at the offices of the general staff, 
its date, ete., was then introduced, which 
led to a strange scene for a court of law. 
General Roget, on mounting the platform 
to give explanations, was followed by 
General de Boisdeffre, M. Gribelin, 
Major Lauth and other military wit- 
nesses, al) holding up their hands to sig- 
nify that they desired to speak, while at 
the same time M. Labori was firing ques- 
tions. ‘he result was a perfect Babel, 
until the president of the court could 
stand it no longer, and when the Govern- 
ment commissary, Major Carriero, also 
interpellated a few remarks, Colonel 
Jouaust turned to him and asked him to 
be quiet, remarking that the judges 
could not hear half # dozen persons at 
the same time 

During tho course of the morning, M. 
Labori questioned General Merclor with 
reference to a documont in the secret 
Cosser, which, it is affirmed, existed 
prior to 1814, ond yet wai not produced 
at the firat court-martial of the prisoner, 

A Signifieunt Confession. 

Tho Geueral confessed that he did not 
know of its existence, and the samo state 
mnent wos elicited from General Gonse, 
who declared Colonel Sandherr was re- 
sponsible for ita non-production, Those 
replies were tantamonnt to a confession 
that Colonel Sandherr and Lieut.-Col, 
Henry played with the Mioister of War, 
and even that General Gonse, assistant 
chief of the headquarters stall, kept 
from the tio latter just what he 
pleased.

Outside thea clty of Jerusalem there 
Wain sanative watering place, the popu- 
lur resort for invalida, ‘Vo this day there 
jaa dry basin of rook which shows that 
there reay bave been a pool there 860 
foét long, 180 feot wide and 75 feet deep 
This pool was surrounded by five piazzas, 
or porches, or bathing houses, where the 
pationts tarried until the time when thoy 
Wore to step Into tho water. So far as 
reinvigorating waa concerned, it must 
have been a Saratoga and a Long Branch 
on a small sealo; a Leamington and a 
Bilohton combined—modical and = thera- 
poutio, Tradition says that ata certain 
season of the year thore was an officer cf 
the wovernment who would go down to 
the water and pour in it some healing 
quality, und after that the people would 
come and gat the medication, But I pre- 
fer the plain statement of Seripture, that 
at a cortain season an angel came down 
and stirred up or troubled the water, and 
then the people came and got the healing. 
That angel of God that stirrod up tne 
Judaean watering place had his counter: 
purt in the angol of healing who, in our 
day, stops Into the amineral yyaters of 
Congross or Sharon or Salohur Springs, 
or into the sal6 sea at Cape May and 
Nahant. where multitudes who are worn 
out with commercial and professional 
anxieties, as well as thoso who are affiict- 
ed with rheumatic, neuralgic and splene- 
tio disctases, go and are cured by tho 
thonsands. Those blessed BL. thesdas are 
scattered all up and down our country. 

We are at a season of the year when 
rail trains are laden with passengers and 
baggage on their waz to the moantains 
and the lakes and the seashore. Mulil- 
tudea of our citizens are away fora 
resturative #bsence. Tho city heats are 
pursuing the people with torch and fear 
of sunstroke. The long, silent halls of 
sumptuous hotels are sj] abuz with ex- 
cited arrivals. ‘ho ant)ers of Adirondack 
deer yattlo under the shet of city sports- 
men, the trout make fatal snap 4b the 
hook of adroit sportsmen, who toss their 
spotted brilliants into the game basket; 
the baton of the orchestral leader taps 
the musioe stand on the hotel green, and 
American life hes put on festal array, 
and the rumbling of tha tenpin alley. 

nnd the crack of the ivory balls oa the 
green baized billiard tables, and the Jolt- 
ing of the barroom goblets, and tha ex- 
plosive uncorking of the champagne bot- 
tles, and the whirl and the rustle of the 
balJrocm dance, and the clattering hoofs 
of the race courses and other signs of 
socis) dissipation attest that the season 
for the great American watering places 
fs in fol! play. Music! Flute and drum 
and cornet-a-piston and clapping cymbals 
wake the echous of the mountains. Glad 
am I that faggéd ouf Amorivan life for 
the most part has an opportunity to rest 
and that nerves raced and destroyed will 
find a Bethesda. I believe in watering 
places. ‘Iney recuperate for active service 
many who were worn ont with trouble 
or overwork. They are national resiora- 
tives. : 

Let not the commoreisl firm begrudge 
the olork, or the employer the journey- 
man, or the church its pastor & season of 
jnoceupation, Luther used to sport with 
pis children; Hdmund Burke used to 
caress his favorite horse; ‘Tbomas Chal- 
mers, in the dark hours of the church's 
disruption, played kite for recreation—so 
I was told by his own daughter—and the 
busy Christ said to the busy apostles, 
“Come ye apart awhile into the desert 
and rest yourselves.’’ And I have observed 
that thay who do nob know how to rest 
do not know how to work. Kut JT have 
to declare this truth to-day—that some 
of our fashionable watering places are 
the temporal and eternal destruction of 
“a ipuititude thav no man can number,’’ 
and umid the congratulations of this sea- 
son and the pruspects of the departure of 
many of you for the conntry I must utter 
a warning, plain, earnest and unmistak- 
able. 

She first temptation that is apt to 
hover jn this direction is to leave your 
piety at home, You will send the dog 
and cat and canary bird to be well cared 
for somewhere else, but the temptation 
will be fo leave your religion in the 
yoom with the blinds down and the 
doors bolted, and then you will come 
back in the autumn to find that it is 
starved and suffocated, lying stretched on 
the rug, stark dead. Thore Js no surplus 
of piety at the watering places. I never 
knew any one to grow very rapidly in 
grace at the Catskill Mourtain House or 
Sharon Springs or the Falls of Montmor- 
ency. It is generally the case that the 
Subbath js more of a carousal than ony 
other day, and there are Sunday walks. 
and Sunday ridos, and Sunday excur- 
sions. Klders and deacons and ministers of 
religion who are entirely at bome, some- 
times when the Sabbath dawns on them 
at Niagara Falls or the White Mountains 
take a day to thomselves, If they go to 
the church, it is apt to be o sacred par- 
ade, and the discourse, instead of being 
a plain ta)k about the soul, is apt to be 
what is called p crack sermon—that 1s, 
some discourse picked out of the effusions 
of the year as the one most adapted to 
exolte admiration, and in those churones, 
from the way the ladios hold their fana, 
you know that wavy sro not so much 
impressed with the heat as with tho 
pictureaqueness of half disclosed features 
Four puny souls stand in the organ Joft 
and squall & tune that nobody knows, 
and worshippers, with $2,000 werth of 
diamonds on the right hand, drop # cent 
into the poor box, and then the benedic- 
tlon ja pronounced, and the farea is end- 
od. The toughest thing I ever tried to do 
was to be good at & watering place. The 
air ia bowltebed with the ‘world, the 
flesn and the devil.’’ There are Christians 
who, in three or four weeks Jn such o 
place, have had such tormtble ronts on nade 
in their Chriatian roke that they had to 
keop darning it until Christmas to get ib 
i onded 

Tho health of s great many people 
makos #0 annual visit to some mineral 
spring sr hsoluts necessity, but take 


your Bible along with you, and toe an 
tour for secret: prayor overy day, though 
yon be surrounded by wullaw and 
sitornaiis. Koop holy tho Sabbath, 
though they derido you a4 a bigoted 
Puritan. Stand off from gambling hells 


and those other instiituthona which pro 
pose to imitate on this aidu the water the 


iniyullles of Baden Baden Joh your 
moral and your immoral health keep 
paco with your phyasloal reouperation, 
and yemember that all the salphar and 
haly beate apringa cannot do you so muoh 
good os the healing, porennjal flocd that 
breaks forth from tho ‘Rock of Ages.” 
This may be your last summer, If 6, 
make it a fle vostibule of heaven 
Another tomptation hovering nround

With thunder, Horse races in olden times 
wore under the bun of Christian people, 
and in our day the same institution has 
come up under fictitious names. And jt 
is called a ‘summer meeting,’’ almost 
suggostive of positive religious exercises. 
And it {3 called an ‘‘agricultural fair,'’ 
suggestive of everything that is improvy- 
ing in the art of farming, but under 
these deceptive titles are the same cheat- 
ing, and the same betting, and the same 
drunkenness, and the same ragabondage, 
and the same abomination that were to 
be found under the old horse racing sys- 
tem, 

I never knew a man yet who could 
give himself to the pleasures of tbe turf 
for a long reach of time and not be bat- 
tered in morals. ‘hey hook up their 
spanking team and put on their sporting 
cap and light their cigar and take the 
reins and dash down on the road to per- 
dition. he great day at Saratoga and 
Brighton Bench and Cape May and 
nearly all the other watering places is tne 
day of the races. The hotels are thronged, 
every kind of equipage is taken up at an 
almost fabulous price, and there are many 
respectable people mingling with jockeys 
and gamblers and libertines and foul 
mouthed men and flashy women. The 
bartender stirs up the brandy smash. 
The bets run high. I'he greenborns, sup- 
posing all is fair, put in their money 
soon cnough to lose it. ‘T’hrea weeks be- 
fore the race takes place the struggle is 
decided, and the men in the secret know 
on which steed to bet their money. The 
men on the horses riding around long 
ago arranged who shall win. Leaning 
from the stand or from the carriages are 
men and women so absorbed in the 
struggle of bone and muscle and mettle 
that they make a grand harvest for the 

ickpockets, who carry off the pocket- 

oks and the portemonnaies. Men look- 
ing on see only ao string of horses with 
their riders tlying around the ring. But 
there is any & man on the stand whose 
honor and domestic happiness and fortune 
—white mane, white foot, white flank— 
are in the ring, racing with inebriety and 
with fraud and with profanity and with 
ruin—black neok, black foot, black flank. 
Neck and neck go the leaders in that 
moral Epsom. White horse of honor; 
black horse of ruin. Death says, ‘'I will 
bet on the black horse."’ Spectator says, 
“T will bet on the white horse.’’ The 
white horse of bonor a little way abead. 
he black horse of ruin, Satan mounted, 
all the time gainiag on him. Spectator 


breathless. ‘hey put on the lash, dig in 
the spurs There! They are past the 
stand. Sure. Just as I expected. The 


black horse of ruin has won the race, 
und the galleries of darkness ‘thuzza! 
huzza!’’ and the devils come in to pick 
up their wagers. Ah, my friends, have 
nothing to do with horse racing djssipa- 
tions this summer, 

Long ago the Hoglish Governinent got 
through looking to the turf for the 
dragoon and the light cavalry horse. 
They found out that the turf depreciates 
the stock, and it is worse yet for men. 
Thomas Hughes, the member of Parlia- 
ment and the author known all the 
world over, hearing that a new turf 
enterprise was being started in this 
country, wrote a letter in which be said: 
‘Heaven help you, then; for of all the 
cankers of our old civilization there 13 
nothing in this country approaching in 
unbloshiog meanness, in rascality hold: 
ing its head high, to this belauded instl- 
tution of the British turf.’’ Another 
famous sportsman writes, ‘How many 
fino domains have beon shared among 
these hosts of rapacious sharks during 
tho last 200 years; ond unless the system 
be altered, how many more are doomed 
to fall into the same gulf!’ With the 
hull fights of Spain and tho boar baitings 
of the pit, may the Lord God annihilate 
the infamous and acoursed horse racing 
of Knogland and America! 

I go turther and speak of another 
temptation that hovers over the watering 
place, and that is the temptation to sac- 
rifice physical strength. The modorn 
Bothosda, just like this Bethesda of the 
text, Was intended to recuperate the phy- 
sical health; and yet how many come 
from the watering places their health 
absolutely destroyed! City simpletons 
boasting of having imbibed 20 glasses of 
Congress water betore breakfast, Farpi- 
lies, accustomed to go to bed at 10 
o'clock at night, gossiping until 1 or 2 
o'clock in the morning, Dyspeptics, usu- 
ally very cautious about thelr health, 
mingling ice creams and lemon and lob- 
stcr sulads and cocoanuts until the gastric 
juices lift up all their voices of lamonta- 
tion and protest. Delicate women and 
brainless young men dancing themeelyos 
jnto vertigo and catalepsy., ‘housands of 
men and women coming back from our 
watering places in the autumn with the 
foundations Inid for ailments that will 
last them all thelr life long. 

Another tomptation hovering around 
tho watering place is the formation of 
hasty and lifelong alliances. The water- 
ing places are responsible for more of the 
domestic Info)icities of this country than 
nearly all other things combined, Soct- 
oty is so artiflolal there that no sure judg- 
mont of vharactor oan be formed, They 
who form companionship amid such olr- 
oumstances go into a lottery where there 
are 20 blanks to one prize. In tho severe

The Indian township of Tuscarora be- 
came the scone of wild doings, and every 
Indian vote was recorded, although some 
vi those on the list happened to be 
traveling at groat distances as members 
of medicine troupes. Scores of votes are 
also known to have been personated in 
the city of Brantford. 

The North Ontario and East Simcoe 
bye-elections wero held on the same 
day, and Postmaster-General Mulock 
took charge of the campaign. He took 
up his headquarters at Orillia, which 
commands both constituencies. ‘The 
object was to upset Mr. Bennett, the 
Conservative member for Hast Simcoe, 
and elect Duncan Graham, the Patron- 
Liberal candidate in North Ontario. 
Two days before the election the Liber- 
als made up their minds that they could 
not defeat Mr. Bennett, and therefore 
the crowd was turned into the cight 
Muskoka townships, which are included 
in the federal riding of North Ontario, 
Many of the postmasters were held up 
for assistance, and the wildest scenes of 
corruption imaginable took place. 

Nevertheless, the Liberal workers had 
very hard work to drown out the portion 
of the community which could not be 
approached, and late onthe night of

A Collingwood Man

ter of War, General the Marquis de Galli- 
who desired to soe him jin Paria, 

It Was s0pyested that the Minister of 
War wishos to refresh M, Gribelin’s 
memory, Which bas been so strongly antl: 
Dreyfus, 

then followed the reading of a medical 
certificate, signed by two doctora whose 
names were not familiar to the ardlence, 
setiing: forth tiat Colonel Du Paty de 
Clam is too ill too leave hia bed and ap- 
pear aa a Witness, at which the audlonce 
Waa ods surprised, 

Madame Dn Paty de Clam also wrote 
to the Government commissary offering 
1 written supplementary deposition from 
hor husband. 

M. Laborl, afier seonring the names of 
the doctors Who tsauod the cortificate, 
asked the court to appoint two well- 
known physicians to report oMelally on 
Du Paty de Clam’s condition, Colonel 
Jouaust refuse 1. 

The TPiret W Jtnenss, 

Mr. Rowlind Strong, correspondent of 
Yhe New York I'imea, uo member of tho 
stalY of The Observer of London, was the 
firat witness called. He deseribed 
length interviows whieh he had with 
Ksterhazy, saying The Observer offered 
Ksterhazy £500 for certain documents and 
a confession that ha wrote the bordereau, 
az publishad April 2. Replying to the 
court Mr. Strong said that Naterhazy, 
while admitting the authorship of the 
borderesu, sald the dooninenta onamer- 
ated in it had been betrayed by Dreyfus 
to Germany. 

M. Henri Weill, a former officer of the 
headquarters staff, was then called. But 
he was absent. and his deposition was 
read. Y)e facts in the case were publish- 
ed April 20. M. Weill’s stutement, in 
substance, was that Ksterhazy told him 
fn Is$h that Droyfus was innocent, bat 
that this would not prevent his convic- 
tion, Locause he was a Jew. (Sensation ) 

A former sergeant, who was at one 
time employed in the War Oltice, testified 
to seeing Droyfus copying tho list of rail- 
road stations mentioned in the plin of 
mobilization, to which Dreyfus replied: 

“Tt is true, buco I copied the list Ly ordor 
of Captain Besag.'’ (Sensation.) 
Handwriting Experts. 

The evidence of the handwriting experts 
fellowed. M, Gobert, after testifying to 
the facts published April 28 and April 
24, protested against the insinuation that 
he was ap Interested witness, He referred 
to his 80 yeurs of service, during which 
he bad reported on thousands of docu- 
monts. Thp court closely followed M. 
Gobert's exhaustive story of his examing- 
tion of the borderean, pnd his interviows 
with Generals Meraler, de Bolaleffre and 
Gonsae. M Gobert asserted that the hand- 
writing of the bordereau was natural and 
fluent, bat that it waa almost illegible, 
whereas Dreyfus, when writing rapiily, 
always wrote most legibly. The witness 
arked General Gonse if an _ envelope 
necompanied the bordereau, as he, M.

‘The Spectators Laughed, 

Amidst laughter in court, the witness 
deseribed how, from an examjnatian of 
an officia] reparton Dresfus, from whieh 
Dreyfus’ name had been remoyed, M: 
Gobert had the malicious satisfaction of 
telling General Gonse the yame of the 
officer they wanted to urrest. 16 was ufter 
M. Gobert had refused to jncriminnate 
Dreyfus that M. Bertillon was entrusted 
with the examination of the borderoau, 
and after a few bours' study, M. Eertil- 
lon poajtively attributed the borderean to 
Preyfys From that time forward M, 
Gobert heard no more of the Dreyfus 
cyse. He yas not asked to suhmita re 
port, but desoribed to the then Mintaster 
of Justico, M. Guerin, the circumstances 
jn the onse. M. Guerin, continued the 
witness, Intijy.:tod that “these were 
soldiers’ affairs,’’ which did not concern 
bim as chiof of the civil judiciary. 

Dreyfun Did Not Write Te. 

Colonel Jousaust asked M Gobert foro 

more defitite eriticiam of the borderenu 
and the witnoss replied that be noticed 
certain similarities betwoen the hand- 
writing of the bordereau and that of 
Dreyfus But he added, there wore many 
jmpartynt differences which proved to 
him that Dreyfus was not the author of 
tho bordercau and bis opinicn had since 
been confirmed, “because it was now 
proved tho bordereau waa tho work of 
Watorhazy."’ (Sernsation,)

A man named F, W. Glen, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., who was’ evidently desirouy of 
notoriety, circulated a letter Jast year, 
favoring the annexation of British America 
to the United States, in which he said : 

‘Weare expelling Spain from this 
hemisphere becausa she maiatained a 
nuisance at our doors. We shall expel 
Great Britain unless she peacefully with- 
draws to remove all danger from attack 
upon our northern boundary. 

‘* Por this Republic to accept the pro- 
position of the Rigut Honorable Joseph 
Chamberlain, and enter into an alliance 
with Great Britain, would be a crime 
against hemanity. 

“The Jubilee celebration in Great 
Britain, arranged to overawe the world, 
by a gigantic display of naval fcrce, 
marked the zenith of British power. 
The withdrawal or expulsion. of Great 
Britain from this hemisphere is only a 
question of time. 

‘* The new fungled fiscal policy of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier is on the verge of 
collapse. 

“Prof. Goldwin Smith has happily 
named this Republic, ‘‘the tutelary 
power of this hemisphere,” that is, the 
tutor or protector power of government 
by the people.”

The letter which you have done mo 
the honor to submit to my consideration 
is marked by the point, and pungency of 
your productions, as wellas by your 
familiarity with the history of the Cana- 
dian question. 


The only alteration which Ihave to 
suggest is the omission of the paragia;h 
relating to myself. 

Tam, as you know, strongly in favor 
of the withdrawal of all Huropean powers 
from this hemisphere, and have no doubt 
that in time they must retire. 

I was, and am, very much against this 
war, which seems to me to have been un- 
warranted, ond the consequences of 
which, both to the American common- 
weulth and to continental union, I fear 
will be disastrous. 


The faces of your people are now turn- 
ed southward, and if the ‘mperialist 
sentiment continues to prevail extension 
will be in that direction. Moreover, your 
imperialists have become practically 
allied with the imperialist party in Great 
Britain, which is, of course, strongly 
opposed to continental union. 

Saturday was my seventy-fifth birth- 
day. I may not live to see continental 
union become a practical question. You 
are younger and may live to see it, rot 
only a practical question, but an accom- 
plished fact. Inthe end itis bound to 


come. 
GOLDWIN SMITH. 

There was a time when the views ex 
pressed by Dr. Smith in the above letter 
might have found an echo in the breasts of 
some Canadians, but we believe that time 
has gone, and that, just now, they will be 
found revolting to the Canadian people at 
large, irrespective of politics or creed.

The Chairman of Public Works 
Tells the Causes 


For the Present Condition 


ville’s Strects and Sidewalks-. 


Thinks the Appropriation is too 
Small, 

A representative of Toe INTeELLIGES CER 
to-day called on Ald. Thos. Hanley, think- 
ing that a few questions applied to that 
gontleman might clicit some which 
would be of interest to the ratepayers o 
Belleville, 

“Ald, Hanley,” said cur reporter, “many 
people are complaining alout the state cf 
the streets and sidewalks ; wou'd you care 
to say anything for publication in that 
-regard 2” 

“Well,” said the Chairman of Public 
Works, **f don't know that the condition 
of the atrects is worse now than it has been 
in former years, but here is one reason for 
it—admitting that it is, which, mind you, I 
don't—the appropriation for  Vublic 
Works this ycar is about $1700 les than 
it has been in previous years. Usually it 
is about $9900. It is impossible to do as 
much and as good work as when the appro- 
priation was that much more,” 

“What was the cause 0’ the appropria- 
tion being cut down ?” 

“It was necessary to cut something in 
order to keep the rate of taxation down to 
last year’s rate, and the Public Works 
Appropriation seemed tc be about the only 
thing we could control in the Council, The 
public Gam easily see that, though the 
Public Works Committee had about $1,700 
more last year than this, it was then that 
the neglect was made which caused the 
streets to get into a bad condition, and it 
was impossible, with the small appropria- 
tion at our command, to get them this 
year jnto a proper state of repair.” 

The Alderman paused, and our reporter 
said: ‘Some people say that too much 
money has Leen spent on the Park, and 
other more necessary improvements have 
not beep made.” 

‘In answer to that,” said the Alderman, 

pm LT SN : 

“I may say that a great portion of the ex- 
pense incurred in putting tho park in the 
condition in which it is at present was by 
hauling the refuse and scrapings from 
Front and other streets. That hauling 
had to be done, and we were improving 
the P 1k as well as cleaning the streets. 
Mr. Corby, M.P., gave $100 on condition 
that the City should do its share towards 
building a bicycle path around the Island. 
The crowds that attended the concerts 
demonstrate that the money expended 
there was the most popular expenditure 
this season,” 

“‘Oan’t you hold out any hope that the 
streets and sidewalks will be bettered any 
this year ?” 

‘* Woll, the improvements we have made 
so far this year have been permanent ; 16 13 
impossible to go over the whole city and 
make good streets and sidewalks with the 
small appropriation. Karly in the season 
a resolution was passed by the Council 
abolishing plank sidowalk», and certain 
plank walks that were found dangerous 
were ubliged to be removed, Where the 
citizens are willing to pay their share to- 
wards granolithic walks they will replace 
the plank walks remoyed. The other 
walks, whore citizens do not wish to pay 
thoir sharé towards granolithic walks, will 
be built with broken stone and fine 
screenings.” 

‘* When do you expect to begin the con- 
struction of the latter walks ?’’ asked the 
reporter. 

** As soon as the repairs to Front st, are 
completed,” said Ald. Hanley.” 

** Ono more point I would like to state,” 
suil. the Alderman,” some parties have 
tatked about the repairs to lower Front st. 
Now, on lower Front st. there is a great 
amount of tratlic, both in coal and all the 
grain and freight that comes trom the 
boats. Mr. Corby cannot use his elevator 
unless the street is put in a proper state of 
repair. There will be a large amount of 
teaming to be done, and a citizen who, like 
Mr. Corby, has alyays shown himself 
public spirited and generous, should get 
the hearty support of the Council and 
citizens generally.” 

“By whom will the broken stone walks 
be laid ?’ said the INTELLIGENCER man. 

“By the Street Surveyor and his staff,” 
said the Alderman, 

“One thing 1 would like to say,” sald 
Ald. Hanley, as our reporter rose to take 
his leave, ‘Our appropriations for public 
works are not large enough to do justice 
to the large area of our city. We have in 
the neighborhood of 80 miles of sidewalks, 
and we should have an appropriation of at 
least $15,000 a year to keep the streets 
and sidewalks in repair, I did my utmost 
in the spring, as the Council proceedings 
will show, to have wloptes a regular system 
of pormanent walks throughout the city, 
as they do in Brockville and other places, 
My view of the question is that debentures 
should be issued, and that the present 
generation should not be asked to bear all 
the expense of putting down theso walks. 
The generations to come should pay their 
sharo of the cost.” 

“You brought up the question of econo- 
my & minute ago,” said the scribe, ‘Could 
you suggest any other department in which 
a saving could bo made ?” 

“No,” said the Chairman of Publio 
Works, as he put on his spectacles again 
and turned to his desk, *‘I could not. I

In summing up the rosulta of his to3b, 
M. Bortillon said: ‘Pally understanding 
tho responsibility of so positive a state: 
| ment, on my soul and consolonce I de- 
clare to-day, as I did in 1894, on my 
oath, that tho bordereau is the work of 
the prisoner hore.'' (Sensatlon.) 

Fatorbasy a Man of Straw. 

Dreyfus heard this assertion unmoved, 

The witness was asked by the court 
how he explained the similarity of the 
handwriting of the bordereau and that of 
Ksterhazy, to which he replied thas since 
1804 Ksterhazy may have practised the 
imitatory writing of the bordereau, in 

| order to render possible the substitution 
of himself for the prisoner. ‘‘Kstorhazy,”’ 
exclaimed M. Boertillon, ‘is a man of 
straw and a scoundrel, I have said this 
ever since the conimencement of the Zoln 
trial,"’ 

M, Demango asked M. Bertillon if ho, 
the witness, had submitted Hsterhazy 8 
handwriting to the same tests a3 the 
bordereau, ’ 

The witness replied in the aflirmative, 
explaining that, however, the tests were 
less complete than in the oase of the pri- 
soner. Counsel reminded the witness that 
he said in 1894 that he found in the 
bordereau ® oryptographio signature. 
“Alfred Dreyfus.’’ M. Bertillon replted 
that he was not now positive on this 
point, to which, he added, he attached 
“‘no importance whatever, ’’ 


One View of It, 


Referring to M. Bertillon’s statement 
that he found in thw bordereaa words 
Dreyfus was in the habit of using in 
doouments of the War Office, M. Demange 
asked how the witness accounted fer this, 
and the specialist exclaimed with some 
confusion that it was neorszary counter- 
part of the precautions taken by the pri- 
soner when he wrote the bordereau, ‘‘in 
order to make out that he wai the victim 
of a plot.”’ (Sensation.) 

M. Labori asked how M. Bertillon re- 
conciied the results of the present experi- 
ments, namely that the bordereau was 
written Ly Dreyfus, tracing Wsterhazy's 
handwriting, with his opinion in 1894 
that the bordereau was written by Drey- 
fus unless 1t had been most carefuily 
forged. ~ 

To this M. Bertilloa replied that it was 
only an hypothesis, whereupon M. 
Labori remarked that the forgery was 
then of such a nature as to constitute 
proof in favor of Dreyfus, ‘‘yet, to-day, 
it is made proof against him "’ 

Ccntinulng, counsel said: ‘‘Since the 
Witness admits Esterhazy has written by 
the same mathomatioal methods as Drey- 
fous. why has he attributed the bordereau 
to Dreyfus rather than EKsterbazy?”’ 

M. Bertillon—It was on Dreyfus’ blot- 
ting paper that the key word, ‘‘Intereat'’ 
was found, and Nsterhazy might have 
had access to this word. 


Is Esterhozy a Traitor? 


M. Labori—Does M. Bertillon admit 
that Ksterhazy is a traitor? 

Colonel Jouaust refused to put the 
question to the witness. (Sensation.) 

M. Labori, continuing his questions, 
asked M, Bertillon’s opinion of what sys- 
tem of defence might have been employ- 
ed by the writer of the bordereau if the 
document had been found en him. - 

The witness, in a confused and almost 
inaudible tone, declared the prisoner 
would then have maintained the docu- 
ment was a forgery, und would have 
produced it as proof of the plot.

Given the Lie Direct, 

Captain Freystactter was then asked 
to definitely give his recollections con- 
cerning the prodsction of secret docu- 
ments at the court-martial of 1894. His 
manner was quict and collected, as he 
replied: Not only did I see them, but I 
assert that he made a voluntary com- 
mentary on each document as 16 passed 
through bis bands, (Immense sensstion.) 

Colonel Maurel, very pale, vigorously 
protested against the use of the word 
‘‘commentary,’’ which caused laughter. 
“‘T could not have acted as Captain Frey- 
staetter asserts,’’ said Maurel, ‘‘I was too 
conscious of my duty to allow myself to 
influence in any way the judges, whose 
president I was.’’ 

M. Labori requested the judges to note 
that no contradiction was offered Captain 
Freystactter's statement that the Paniz- 
zardi telegram of Noy. 2 was communi- 
cated privately to the judges in 1894, and 
under the ciroumstances—General Mercier 
having testified that ne had given an 
order that the telegram should not be 
communicated, and whereas he had also 
testified that the order was carried out— 
counsel bogged the president of the court 
to ask General Mercier tor explanations 
concerning the statement which flatly 
contradicted his evidence. (Great Sonsa- 
tion.) 

Morcier Got Angry. 

General Mercier, who had paid rapt 
attention to what was going on, pointed 
out that Captain Freyssactter had spoken 
of an act of treason, alleged to have been 
deacribed at the 1894 court-martial, as 
having been committed by Dreyfus at 
the Pyrotechnic School, adding that 
reystactter “seemed to retain very exact 
recollections of the documents communi-

Captain Freystaetter—It referred to a 
shell, I sce the docament perfectly in my 
mind's eye. :

FOOLED KIT CARSON. © 


How a Clever Indian Outwitted the 
Great Scout, 

Kit Carson's rifle, which was carried 
by him for more than 40 years and 
which never failed him, is now a precious 
relic in the possession of the Montezuma 
lodge of Masons at.Santa Pe, of whieh 
he was a member, 

As an Indian fighter Carson was 
matchless, and no one understood better 
than he the habits and the nature of the 
savage. He told Colonel Inman of Kan- 
sas that he was deceived but once’ by In- 
dian tacties. He said that he was hunt- 
ing with six others after buffalo in the 
summer of 1835; that they had been suc- 
cessful and came into their little bivouae 
one night very tired, intending to start 
for the rendezyous at Bent’s fort the 
next morning. They had a number of 
dogs, among them some excellent ant- 
mals, These barked a good deal and 
seemed restless, and the men heard 
wolves. 

“T saw,” said Kit, “two big wolves 
sneaking about, one of them quite close 
to us. Gordon, one of my men, wanted 
to five his rifle at it, but I did not let him, 
for fear he would hit a dog. I admit that 
} had a sort of idea that those wolves 
might be Indians, but when I noticed 
one of them turn short around and heard 
the clashing of his teeth as he rushed at 
one of the dogs I felt easy then and was 
certain that they were wolves sure 
enough, But the red devil fooled me aft- 
er all, for he had two dried buffalo bones 
in his hands under the wolfskin, and he 
rattled them together every time he turn- 
ed to make a dash at the dogs, Well, by 
and by we all dozed off, and it wasn’t 
long before I was suddenly aroused by a 
noise and a big blaze. I rushed out the 
first thing for our mules and held them 
If the savages had been at all smart, they 
could haye killed us in a trice, but they 
ran as soon os they fired at us, They 
killed one of my men, putting five bullets 
in his body and eight in his buffalo robe 
The Indians were a band of Sioux on the 
war trail after a band of Snakes ané 
found us by sheer accident. They en 
deavored to ambush us the next morning 
but we got wind of their litthe game and 
killed three of them, including the chief.”

FIVE FOR AND THO AGAINST 


| Handwriting Experts Had a Set- 
to in the Rennes Court. 





One of Them Has Changed His Opinion— 


M. Agulnat 


Churavay Was Formerly 
the Prisoner, But Ta Now the Othor 


Way Paty de Clam to He Waited On 


—~Col, Jounust Agrovs to Have a Com- 


mission Sent, 


Ronnos, Aug, 29.—Whben the trial of 
Captain Dieyfus opened in tho Lyoee 
Building yesteraay morning General 
Morclor, who was Minister of War when 
Dreyfus was first tried in 1894, was pros: 
ant as usual, in the front row of tho wit- 
ness seats, thus definitely setting at rest 
the reporta as to hia having fled to the 
Isfand of Jersey and as to bis arrest. 

Genoral Merolor did not seem to ho 
very oheerful yestorday. Ho hardly said 
a word to General Gonse tho whole morn- 
ing. But during the brie€ suspension of 
the court's sitting ho and Gonerals 
Gonso and Roget walked up and down 
the court yard of the Lycee, qrreatly 
engaged in conversation, 

General de Boisdeffre was not present 
in court yosterday. Ho has been absont 
for the past fow sessions, and it ia rum- 
ored hero that he is desirous of leaving 
tho sinking ship of the gonoral staff, ‘The 
centre of interest In the court yard was 
Captain Freystaotter of the Maripe In- 
Be who held a veritable reception of 


his friends Those friends, however, were 
all civilians. Not a singie uniformed 
olfcer spoke to him, which is tho ilrat 
‘fruit of his frankness, and a clear indica- 
tion of the dotermination of the military 
clique to ostracize him. 
Dertillen's Theory Upset. 

M. Paraf-Javal resumed his testimony. 
With the assistance of a blackboard he 
proceeded to show the fallacy of the oal- 
culations of M, Bertillon and tho latter’s 
unfairness in not submitting the hand- 
writing of Ksterhazy to the samo tests as 
the prisoner's. He declared, lhowever, 
that evon if M. Bertillon bad done so 
tho result would not have proved any- 
thing. The witnoss, however, insisted 
that M. Bertillon bad adopted a vicious 
method in only making a partial experi- 
ment. He contended that tho alleged 
rogularity of the Xey word, ‘‘interest,’’ 
was only approximate, and proceeded to 
jIInstrate his argument on the black- 
board, showing that all M. Bertillon's 
proofs applied as equally to Esterhazy as 
to Dreyfus. Finally, M. . Paraf-Javal 
deolared that M. Bertillon’s measurement 
of the word ‘‘interest,"’ which served as 
the basis for the whole system, was 
entirely false, and therefore M. Bertil- 
lon’s entire system ‘falls to the ground 
and no longer exists.’’ (Great sensation. ) 
Yhis witness also maintained that the 
bordereau could not have been traced. 

A Mining Inspector's Demonstration, 

M. Bernard, an inspector of mines, 
who had taken his honors at the Poly- 
technic School, and who followed M, 
Paraf-Javal at the witness bar, said that 
he appeared to refute a portion of M. 
Bertillon’s evidence, which was based on 
false calculations. As a matter of fact, 
he added, it was on such a basis that 
the whole system rested. In conclusion, 
M. Bernard exhibited to the judges a 
plate representing a page of current 
bandwriting, and said: “If it is exam- 
ined by M. Bertillon’s system it will 
show certain peculiarities which would 
not be found upon the examination of 
fifty million other documents. M. Bertil- 
lon would therefore say that the doou- 
ment was fabricated. But he would te 
wrong, for L borrowed the page froma 
report written by M. Bertillon himself.’’ 

Bertillon Was Disconcerted. 

M. Bertillon demanded permission to 
reply to the witness, and Colonel Jouaust 
replied: ‘I cannot grant your request, 
and I will not grant such permission to 
any of the 14 experts, except in the case 
of a personal question.’’ M. Bertillon, 
disconcerted, resumed his seat. 

Sure It Was Dreyfus. 

M. Teyssonierres followed. He said he 

adhered in all respects to his report, 


| dated Oct. 24, 1894, in which he express- 


ed the opinion that the bordereau was 
the work of the writer of the documents 
seized at the prisoner’s residence. Reply- 
ing to the court, M. Teyssonierres said 
ae had not noticed the prisoner's hand- 
Writing was illegible, and he bad never 
seen the document dictated to Dreyfus. 
Tho copy of the bordereau made by Drey- 
fus was then handed to the witness, who 
declared it had never been given to him 
for purposes of comparison. (Sensation.) 
The witness said that he would require 
three days to give an opinion upon it. 
Dreytus Contradicts, 

When he was invited to reply to the 
Witness, Dreyfus said M. ‘Teyssonierres’ 
remarks seemed to him quite incorrect, 
aud that in order to reply properly, he, 
the prisoner, must haye the document 
under his eyes. 

As regards the criticism on the subject 
of paragraphing, Dreyfus added: "I beg 
to reply that one does not make a fresh 
paragraph except when beginning a new 
idea. Kyery time I begin a new idea in 
anything I write, I make paragraph.” 
The prisoner, in conclusion, asked the 
president of the court to request the wit- 
ness before he retired to produce the 
document furnished him for comparison, 
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of Which the defence had no Knowledge. 
Colonel Jouanst—Uertalinly 
Not Dreyfus But Paterhany. 

M. Charavay, the expert who bad pre- 
viously doclared Droyfua was the author 
of the bordereau, was oalled to tho wib- 
nese bar. M. Charavay  onorgetically 
protested against Gonoral Meroler’s noou- 
gations, adding that what convinced him 
that ho bad made a mistake In 1804, wos 
the publication of Kst« rhazy's lotter, tho 
discovery of the Henry forgery, the in- 
quiry of the Court of Cassation and 


BKaterhazy'sa confession, Tho conscience of 


the witness compelled him to say that In 
1804 be was misled by similarity to hand- 
writing ‘“‘It is great rellof to my con 
solenco,’’ M, Charvay added, ‘to be able 


to ray bofere you and beforo hin who ta 
the viotim of ny mistake, that the bor- 
doreau ja not the work of Droyfus, but of 
Kstorhaay.’’ 
An immonse sonsation was 
court by this etatement 
Roplying to Colonel Jouaust, the wit- 
nesa sald that tho mero oxamination of 
tho bordereau and the documents present- 
ed for comparison wero sufficient to con- 
vince him that the bordoreau was not 
rritten by Dreyfus. 
Mt Pollotier, another export, testified 
in favor of Dreyfus. Ho said: ‘*IT main- 
tain in their entirety my conclusions to 
the offeot that there is no likeness in the 
writing of the borderecau and that of the 


prisoner.’’ Continuing, the witnoss sald, 
after frosh superflojal oxamination of the 
writing of Esterhazy and Drey fus, he 
expressed the opinion that the bordereau 
could only be ascribed to Haterbazy. 

Not Wreitten by Esterhazy. 

M. Couard, another export, then de- 
posed that as the result of his examinn- 
tion be had acquired the conviction that 
the bordereau was not written by Hster- 
hazy. But he could not say it was writ- 
ten by Dreyfus, because he had not seen 
the prisoner’s handwrifirg. 

Maitre Demange, of counsel for the de- 
fonce. asked the clerk of the court to read 
the cridence of M. Atthalin before the 
Court of Cassation, in regard to the 
gonuineness of Ksterhazy's letter, which 
M. Couard doubted, and the evidence of 
others showing how the letter was 
solved, and testifying to its genuineness, 
which was done. 

Esterhazy Not the Writer. 

M. Varnard, who, with MM. Couard 
and Belhomme, acted as experts in the 
Esterhazy case, was the next witness. 
He adhered to his report that the border- 
eau was not the work of Hsterhazy, and

Big Guus To-Day. 

Before adjourning the court for the day 
Colonel Jouaust announced that M. de

examined to-day. 

The Government commissary, Major 
Carriere, rose and said: ‘‘I have banded 
the court a letter regarding the health of 
Colonel Du Paty de Clam. It indicates 
that Du Paty de Clam is writing his 
evidence, and that he will send it to us. 
That deposition bas not arrived. I there- 
fore ask tho president of the court to be 
kind enough to instruct the reporter of 
the second Paris court-martial to have 
the evidence of Du Paty de Clam taken 
by commission. 

Colonel Jounust assented to this, and 
at 11.50 o’clock the court adjourned for 
the day. 


_ LATEST FROM OTIS. 


Four American Soldiers Ambushed and 
Killed Near Cebu, and Their

Washington, Aug. 29.—The following 
despatch bas been recelved from General 
Otis, dated Sunday: ‘‘Hughes, at Mloilo, 
reports four soldiers ambusbed, killed 
and mutilated, a few miles south of the 
city of Cebu; names not given; that 
yobber bands on the Island of Negros 
have scattered and most members of the 
same are returning to work on tho sugar 
plantations; that armed ‘l’agalos who had 
entered that island were severely punish- 
ed, and that the conditions are fayorable 
for the formation ot o civil government 
under military supervision, as has been 
directed. Little change in Panaya and 
Cebu Islands.’’

Maniln, Aug. 29.—A_ report received 
here from Cebu says Dato Mondi, with 
his tribesmen, has taken the warpath 
against the insurgents, who are holding 
Seaboango, and has given them o warm 
battle.

“Rattlesnake bites ain't a bit dangerous 
if you rub a little juice of the golandrina 
on them 48 soon o8 you are bitten, And 
I'll atake my life on that.” 

The speaker was Captain Harry 
Moore, better known as “Arizona Bill,” 
who was exhibiting a den of snakes and 
reptiles at the shoots,

of suake poison Captain Moore picked up 
au tooth that he had just cut from the 
head of a dead rattler and punched the

Inyention of 1876 Preserved at the 
Patent Office, 

Tlidden away in a dark corner of the 
model room in the patent office ut Wash- 
Ington, with the dust of years giving its 
brown surface a coat of gray, is an ap- 
parently worthless block of wood cut in 
the shape of a staircase, with small 
blocks of wood mounted on wires on each 
of the stairs, 

When I happened to see this object 
while looking through the 400,000 mod- 
els the otuer day, I thought it must be 
some sort of child’s plaything. On closer 
examinution my curiosity was aroused, 
so that 1 induced one of the busy attend- 
ants to look up the matter for me. It 
was discovered to be the first typewriter 
ever made in the United States—perhaps 
in the world, 

If placed by the side of one of our mod- 
el typewriters, the first typewriter could 
not fil to proyoke a smile from the spec- 
tator. Jnstead of dainty black and nickel 
letter keys, with an open framework 
showing the easy workings of the tntri- 
cate machinery of the inside, as is usual 
in the typewriters of touay, this first 
typewriter consists of a closed wooden 
box with blocks of wood half an inch 
square for its letter keys. The puper car- 
riage of the first typewriter is also of 
wood, and instead of the operator turn- 
Ing the paper curriage by a mere touch 
or un extension rod, as is done with all 
typewriters now In use, when one line 
was finished on the first typewriter the 
operator had to use both hands to turn 
the paper ecarrlage—one hand to lift a 
catch from the cogwheel and the other 
hand to push the paper around as far as 
desired. 

However, much as the first typewriter 
differs from its grandchildren, close ex- 
amination shows that it has all the essen- 
tinls of typewriters as we know them to- 
day. The inventor of the typewriter was 
r. T. P. Allen of Marmdale, Ky., who so- 
cured his patent in 1876. There were 
other so called typewriters invented be- 
fore this date, but the Allen invention Is 
the first machine that bore fruit, and it is 
that machine which may be looked upon 
us the parent of the 5,000,000 or more 
typewrlters In use In the United States 
today.

Ronnos, Aug, 80,—Tho appearance of 
Colonel Cordlor, formerly deputy ohlef 
of tho Intelligence gDopartmone of the 
War Office, as the first witness in the 
Dreyfus court martial yosterday, aroused 
read intorest as, Alnoo bis previous ap 
pearance, the Colonel had been releasod 
by the Minister of War from his onth of 
professional seoreoy. Spoaking in firm, 
audible tones, the Colonel testifled that 
Sopt. 28, 1894, he left Paris on a fort: 
night's leave of absence and that nothing 
was thon known In tho Statistloal De 
partivent of the War Office of the discov- 
ery of troason, 

Col, Sandherr Was Distrossed. 


Continuing, Colonel Cordier sald that 
tho day after ho returned to Paris, Col- 
onel Sandherr, who appeared groatly 
distressed, handed tho witness a copy of 
the bordereau on foolscap papor Sand- 
hore nnd Cordier animatedly disouss d 
tho bordereau, Sandherr cunsidoring it 
ample ovidence of treason, The documont 
was photographed and an investigation 
was opened resulting in suspicions against 
Drayfua being aroused. Prior fo thls 
there was no presumption of Dreyfus’ 
gnilt. It was Oct 8 that the snaplolons 
of the prisoner's guilt booame definite. 

Witness sald he believed the borderesu 
arrived at the War Office after Sept. 24. 
He could not say who recoived 1h. Very 
few officers were thon aware that treason 
had been committed, Witness thought it

It Touched Majer Loath. 

At this point, Major Lauth, rising in 
the centre of the court, exolaimed, ‘I 
be leave to speak, my Colonel."’

Proceeding with his testimony, Colonel 
Cerdier said he believed the bordereau 
was banded to Colonel Sandherr by Col- 
onel Henry. Colonel Cordier then explain- 


which information reached the War Offico, 

Tho “ordinary channel,’ the witness 
said, was a very clover spy, attached to 
the Intelligence Department, who had 
the babit of visiting great houses, but 
who preferred the company of servants to 
the company of their masters. 

Could Not Apply to Dreyfus. 

Whatevor bas been sald to the contrary, 
witness maintained that the leakuge at 
Bourges could not be ascribed to Dreyfus. 
This also was the opinion of Colonel 
Sandherr, who frequently had recourse to 
the witness’ intimate knowledge of this 
question in the futile efforts to discover 
evidence against Dreyfus. 

Cerdier, whose evidence greatly inter- 
ested his hearers, described the various 
leakages. He especially referred to a very 
serious case designated as “leakage of St 
Yhomas Aquinas,’’ in which a clerk of 
the Church of St. Thomas Aquinas, 
Paris, was mixed up in espionage anda 
serious leakage in the Ministry of Mar- 
ine, The witness recalled how informa- 
tion of the leakage of 1894 was received 
primarily. The name mentioned was that 
of a gentleman, 40 years of age and 
decorated, who used to convey documents 
to the embassy, which the witness 
descriped as a house with a large garden. 

Colonel Cordier emphasized the fact 
that the above personal description did 
pot. bear the slightest resemblance to 
Dreyfus, but resembled much more close- 
ly another officer, whose name had keen 
mentioned, and who could no longer be 
prosecuted or convicted. 

Only «a Single Real Leakage. 


Cordier then described the events prior 
to the arrest of Dreyfus and showed that 
only a single real leakage, namely, the 
plans of the fortresses, had occurred at 
the time of his arrest. The document 
known as ‘‘Cetto Canaille de D—,’’ he 
oxplained, was contemporaneous with 
this leakage. 

“It has been ssid,’ continued the wit- 
ness, ‘‘that I made a mistake on this 
point and confounded the dccument with 
another containing the initial slone. I 
should like very much to see the docu- 
ment, in order to assure myself that it 
has not been tampered with. It is not, 
however, of any importance, except to 
show that Generali Roget's evidence con- 
cerning me is false from beginning to 
end.’’ (Sensation.) 

General Roget asked leave to speak, 
but Colonel Cordier continued, showing 
how the leakage of plens of fortresses 
was facilitated by tho carelossness of the 
headquarters staff, and maintaining that 
the leakage was still occurring when the 
witness left the War Office. 

All Right After Murriage, 


Reverting to the manner in which the 
suspicions against Dreyfus crystallized, 
the Colonel described the efforts to pry 
into the prisoner's life, and ssid the in- 
formation at first received was very bad 
and constituted strong proof against the 
prisoner. Later, however, it assumed 
quite s different aspect. It was admitted 
that before bis marriage Dreyfus was not 
“unimpeachable morally, nor was he 
entitled to wear a wreath cf orange blos- 
soma. (laugkter ) Bubt,’’ Cordier added,

Do Freycinet Testified. 

After a brief adjournment the session 
of the court was continued. The name of 
M, de Freycinet was called, and amidst 
suppressed excitement the former Minis- 
ter of War, former Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and former Premler, took the 
witnoss stand. M. de Freycinet delivered 
a patriotic speech, rather than a deposi- 
tion, conoluding with the words: ‘'All 
the world will accept your verdict, which 
will open an era of reconciliation.” 

The Alleged Treason, 

M. Demange wanted M. de Freycinet 
to repeat in court his statements made in 
the Chamber of Deputies in regard to the 
small importance attaching to the alleged 
treason, but M. de Freycinet aeclined to 
inflist them, saying the court could, 
however, indicate the sense of his speech. 
In bis opinion, most of the leakages could 
only have been of infinitesimal import- 
ance, 

M. Labori—Is M. de Freycinet av\are 
of sny fact which led him to believe for- 
eign money bas played a part in the 
revision of the trial of 1894? 

M. de Freycinet—No, no, Monsieur le 
President. 

M, Labori—What does M. de Freyoinet 
think of the accusation of a certain seo- 
tion of the press against MM.

M. Seheurer-Kestner His Friend, 

Counsel was defending himself against 
this aspersion, when M. de Freycinet 
intervened and said he did not scruple to 
say that M. Scheurer-Kestner was his 
friend and that he had the highest opin- 
jon of his character, 

M. Labori thanked the witness for this 
frank statement, 

M. Gallishet, editor of The Drapeau, 
retailed some gossip, after which M. Del- 
homme, a former inspector of schools, 78 
years old, testified that he examined as 
an expert the borderean in the Ksterhazy 
case and came to the conclusion that it 
was not the work of Ksterhazy. 

The court at noon adjourned until to- 
day.

Discovery of a Trousure Ship, 


With the consent of the Turkish Goy- 
ernment, some Greek divers began in- 
vestigations a short time ago at the bot- 
tom of the sea near Chios, where, in 
1770, at the battle of Chesnie, the Turk- 
ish flect was totally destroyed, and the 
Russian flagship sunk. The divers have 
been most successful, and will profit 
largely, notwithstanding that the Turk- 
{sh Government claims a considerable 
share. The Russian ship has been found, 
80 fathoms deep, full of gold and silver 
coins. According to The Revue d’Orient, 
nearly 800,000 francs haye already been 
obtained, and a still larger sum is be- 
Nieved to be in the hold. A Turkish ship 
is lying at anchor near the spot, and 
every sack brought up is at once counted 
and its contents booked by the officers. 
From 5,000 to 10,000 gold pieces are got 
out every day, The coins, however, are 
not the only valuables found, among the 
booty being gold and silver crosses, 
jewelry, arms, etc., and the cover of a 
Jarge book, made of solid gold and 
studded with precious stones.—Vienna 
correspondent London Standard.

BANKRUPTCY LAW POINTS. 


The burden of proof on an objection to 
a discharge rests upon tlie creditor. 

A general assignment is an act of 
bankruptey, livespeetive of the solvency 
or insolyeney of the debtor. 

A referce In bankruptcy has no power 
to determine the title of property held 
adversely under a claim of right. 

A pattner ennnot be discharged from 
partnership debts without first making 
his fellow partner a party to the pro 
ceedings. 

No transfer of property, lien or Incum- 
brance is ayolded by adjudication in in- 
voluntary bankruptcy unless made or cre- 
ated subsequently to the passage of the 
law. 

A district court fn bankruptey cannot 
compel by suramary proceedings delivery 
of property to a trustee which is in the 
possession of third parties holding for 
their own benelit,

DR. JOHNSON’S HOUSE 


AN HISTORIC LONDON SUBURBAN 


LANDMARK GOING, 


The House in Which Dr. Johuson Wrote 
the “Vanity of Human Wishes’! Bust 
He Destroyed te Make Room for Un 


remantio Medern Dwellliuge The 


Grim Philosopher's Country Home, 


Hampstead, the northern suburb of 
London, which is so well known all over 
the world for its historlo and literary 
assoolations, boasta many housos which 
wore at one time residences of men whose 
names have been handed down in bia 
tory. Perhaps the bost known of these 
houses waa that occupied by Dr. Jobn- 
son, and in which he wrote hiv famons 
poem on the ‘Vanity of Human Wishes"’ 
in imitation of the ‘Tenth Satire of 
Juvenal. 

This house is about to be destroyed. 
Aas has beon the case with so many Jand- 
marks, it must be pulled down to make 
way for more modern structures, Homp- 
atead and Highgate are both famons in 
the literary annala of the great city of 
which they were once outlying suburba, 
reached by country lanes und breezy up- 
lands, It waa while staying in Hamp- 
stead during the suminer of 1748 that 
Dr. Johnson wrote bis famous poom, and 
it has been said that the days spent in 
that house must have been the happiest 
of his none too happy life. Readers of tho 
grim philosopher's works will find it 
hard to separate this man from his well 
known haunts in Fleet street. His whole 
life seems 80 pervaded with the atmos- 
phere of his favorite coffee house that it 
requires 4 severe stretch of the imagina- 
tion to picture him enjoying himself 
among the trees and flowers of the coun- 
try and {t is doubtful if nature did give 
him much enjoyment. It is recorded that 
whenever the opportunity offered, he 
hustened to the city, to chat with the 
boon companions who haye come down 
to history in connection with his name. 

When his poem, ‘The Vanity of Hu- 
man Wishes,’’ appeared in 1749, his 
name, according to one of bis bjograph- 
ers, ‘‘broke out upon mankind with a 
degree of luster which promisea a tr\- 
umph over all his difficulties.’ The 
reading public had been familiar for ten 
years with bis ‘‘London” and other imi- 
tations of Juvenal, suggested by the 
Third Satire. Those two pusms were 
thought to rival the work of Pope him- 


self, and the famo of the doctor spread | JNO. W. Brain, | 


far and wide. Ho seized the moment for 
the production of his tragedy of ‘‘Irene,"’ 
and it was brought out at Drury Lane 
on the 6th of February, 1749. It ran for 
18 nights and has never been ecen on the 
stage since, 

The doctor attended the theatre every 
night behind the scenes, wearing for the 
occasion a handsome waistcoat and a gold 
laced hat. ‘‘But,’’ said he afterward, 
with great gravity, ‘‘I soon laid aside my 
gold laced hat, lest it should make me 
proud,’’ and he further observed that 
‘when in that dress he could not treat 
people with the same ease as when in 
his usual plain clothes.”’ 4 

But the doctor’s vanity must have suf- 
fered severely, for tne tragedy was uninter- 
esting and the public would not’ attend. 
“Trene’’ was relegated to the shelf for 
home reading, and as one of the com- 
mentators of the day said, ‘‘In the closet 
the propriety of its sentiments, the rich- 
ness of the language and the general 
harmony of the whole composition were 
universally admired.’’ 

“When Johnson writes ‘tragedy,’’ said 
Garrick, ‘‘declamation roars and passion 
sleeps; when Shakepeare wrote he dipped 
his pen in his own heart.’’ 

But the failure of his play did not 
appear to disconcert the philosophic doc- 
tor. He received about $1,500 for his 
rights, while it was acted, and he was 
well assured of the popularity of the 
poem which was the precursor of the 
play, and the summer during which he 
wrote it in the house at Hampstead was 
memorable to him in later years as one 
of the last of the peaceful periods of his 
life, which he enjoyed in the company of 
his wife. 

The house in which he wiote the 
‘Vanity of Human Wishes’’ is close to 
the entrance to the Priory, and Boswell 
tells us that the ‘‘Town"' as well as that 
poem was written there, Thornbury re- 
marks that neither of those works bears 
much trace of the inspiration of the 
Hampstead muses, “for the fact that the 
burly doctor preferred society to scenery, 
and with the winter returned to Fleet 
street and presented himself once more 
among his friends, in whose compiny he 
felt more at home than amid the breezes 
of Hampstead, and whose conversations 
gave him more gratification than the 
gongs of nightingales.”’ 

It was not long after his residence in 
this house that Dr. Johnson lost his 
wife. Many years later when one of his 
friends asked him if he had ever known 
what it was to have a wife the doctor re- 

lied with a faltering voice, ‘Sir, I have 

nown what it was to have a wife and 
have known what.it was to lose a wife. 
It had almost broke my heart.’

EASTERN WASHERWOMEN. 





Rivers and Creeks, Paddles and Stones 
Their Implements. 


The hardest worked yasherwomen in 
the world are the Coreans, ‘They have to 
wash about a dozen dresses for their 
husbands, snd inasmuch as every man 
Wears pantaloona or drawers 89 baggy 
that they come up to his neck like those 
of a clown, they haye plenty to do. The 
washing is usually done in céld water, 
and often in running streams. ‘The 
clothes are pounded with paddlos until 
they shine like a shiré front fresh from 4 
Chinese laundry. 

Tho Japanese rip their garments apart 
for every washing, and they iron their 
clothes by spreading them on 4 float 
board and leaning this up against the 
house to dry. ‘The sun takes the wrinkles 
out of the clothes, and some of them 
have quite a luster. The Japanese woman 
does her washing out of doors, Her wash- 
tub is not more than six inohes bigh and 
is about as big around as the average 
dishpan, She sometimes uses Japanose 
soap, which is full of grease, and worka 
away with her bare feet. The Chinese 
girls do their washing in muoh the same 
way. 

The washing in Egypt is usually done 
by the men. ‘Tho Egyptian washerman 
stands on the banks of the Nile and slaps 
the wet clothes, with a noise like the 
shot of a pistol, on the smooth stones at 
the edgo of the running water, and such 
follah women as] wash pound the dirt 
out of thelr olothos in the same way. 

French women pound the dirt with 
paddles, often slamming the olothes upon 
stones, as the Ngpytians do.—Wasbington 
Star,

To prevent a hive from swarming a 
second time, it is needful to take cut all 
frumes in less than 24 hours after 
swarming and destroy all queen cells but 
one. 

Moth worms are very destructive to 
empty combs in beehives wlere bees 
have died or in combs that haye been 
put away unoccupied. Put the combs 
in a tight box and fumigate with sul- 
plhur.—St. Louis Republic.

consisted of 232 gold assays, 14 for gold 
and silver, 19 for copper, 7 for nickel, and 
two iron ores for partial analysis. Of those 
168 determinations wero done for the 
Bureau of Mines, on which no fees wore 
collected, while 109 wore for the public on 
fees aggrogating $130.65 were 
collected. As the fees aro about one-half 
tho regular rates, this statement shows 
that the prospectors and mining men en 
gaged in developing properties aro aware 
of the advantages which the office affords. 

Tie office has reported on 30 samples 
sont in for identification, which consists of 
a description of the samplo and its probable 
metallic contents and comme-cial value. 
This class of laboratory work has hitherto 
been done free of charge, but the office 
has instructions to impose a nominal fee to 
prevent abuse of the privilege. 

The samples came from all parts of the 
province, the gold ores coming from the 
Seine River and North Hastings districts, 
while the copper and nickel ores were sent 
in from the Parry Sound and Sudbury 
districts.

Experts Positive That the Colonel 
Wrote the Bordereau, 


ile Afterwards Changed His Handwriting 
Confirmation of the Fact by Gen, 
Meroler, Which Puzzles Thono in Court 
—A Witness Who Got Over the Diplo- 
matio Uorder in Givlug Hla Evidence 


In Favor of Droyfua, 


Rennes, Aug. 81.—At the opening in 
the Lycee yosterday morning of the court- 
martial of Captain Dreyfus, M. Paul 
Meyer, momber of tho Institute and 
alrector of the School of Anolont Mannu- 
soripts, was tho first witness oalled, He 
desoribed his researches in connection 
with the Dreyfus case, which led to his 
conviction that the bordereau was not 
only in Hsterhazy's handwriting, but 
was actually written by Ksterhazy. ‘Tho 
witness explained that in his evidence 
before the Assize Court he was unable 
to be so positive in regard to tho writer, 
because he had only seen o fac-simile of 
the bordereau, 

A Magnifying Glass, 

“T convinced myself,’’ said M. Mayer, 
“by a magnifying glass that the border- 
eau was written in a free hand and with- 
out hesitation, whereas it ia precisely 
hesitation in the formation of the strokes 
which reveals the use of a method of 
tracing. I can affirm that it is jn the 
writing and in the very hand of Kstor- 
bazy. That Js perfectly olear to mo,’’ 
(Com motion.) 

At the conclusion of his testimony the 
witness gave a demonstravion of the fal- 
lacy of the Bertillon system. 

Prof. Auguste Molinier of the School 
of Anolent MSS., gave similar testimony. 
He suid that each fresh examination of 
the bordereau only served to turther con- 
yince him that it was the work of Kster- 
hazy. Tho witness demonstrated how the 
conclusions of the experts who attributed 
the bordereau to Dreyfus were mutually 
destructive, and dwelt on the defects of 
M. Bertillon’s arguments, pointing out 
the eatriking resemblance of the alleged 
doctored bandwriting with Esterhazy's 
writing, who, he added, in everybody's 
opinion, had relations with Colonel 
Schwartzkoppen, the former German 
military attache at Paris, and the dis- 
similarities besween the writing of the 
bordereau and that of the prisoner, 


Asked Prof. Molluler Questions, 


The members of the court-martial were 
spparently much Interested, and asked 
Prof. Molinier , number of questions, to 
which he replied, ypholding hia conclu- 
sion that Ksterhazy wag tho writer of the 
bordereau. 

General Mercier requested to speak, 
and callei attention to the fact that in 
bis testimony before the Court of Cassa- 
tion Prof, Molinier said a change was 
apparont io Ksterhazy’s handwriting 
after 1894, and asked that the professor’s 
former evidence be read. 

Mercler's Change of Attitude, 


General Mercier, in reply to M. Labor, 
said that on this special point he deatred 
to confirm the evidence of Prof. Molinier, 
which, be said, corroborated M. Bortil- 
lon’a statement that Hsaterhazy, the man 
of straw, changed his handwriting in 
order to replace Dreyfus. In conclusion, 
General Mercier said: ‘‘Having empha- 
sized ths point in regard to the change 
in Ksterhazy'’s handwriting in 1897, per- 
haps before, I am satisfied,’’ 

Prof. Glery, also of the Schoo) of An- 
cjent MSS., traversed ground similar to 
that covered by Prof. Molinier. He said 
the bordereau only had a superficial like- 
ness to Dreyfus’ handwriting, and assert: 
ed that it was certainly the work of 
Esterhazy. ‘The witnesa also sald the 
bordereau was not written with the ald 
of key words. 

M. Labori asked if the witness had 
noticed s change in Haterhazy’s call- 
grapby, and Prof. Glory replied that he 
bad studied the question, but did not 
think there had been any marked change. 


Esterhuzy’s Change of Writing, 


Counsel then asked whether General 
Mercier had meant to intimate that 
Ksterhazy'’s handwriting had become 
more or less like that of Dreyfus’ since 
1894, to which the General replied that 
he had not wished to express an opinion, 
but he reiterated that M. Bertillon had 
shown that HWsterhazy’s handwriting had 
become more like that of the bordereau. 

‘thereupon M, Labori retorted that in 
that case General Mercier should not 
have repeated the evidence of M. Grenier 
before the Court of Cassation, as M. 
Grenier showed KHsterhazy’sa ocaligraphy 
had become less and less like the writing 
both of the bordereau and of Dreyfus, 

M. Georges Picot, a member of the 
Institute, was called for the defence. 


Interview With an Attache. 


Maitre Demange, of counsel for the 
prisoner, explained that M. Picot was 
summoned because, in May last, he had 
an interview with a foreign military 
attache, during the course of which 
mention was made of the document in- 
serted in the dossier by General Mercier, 

Colonel Jouaust recommended the wit- 
ness to be very cautious in hia state- 
ments. 

After promising to exercise care, M. 


Picot started with saying that he had an- 


interview with the Austro-Hungarjan 
military attache, which caused Colonel 
Jouaust to intervene, saying: ‘But you 
cannot continue like this.’’ 

Major Carriere, the Government ocom- 
missary, also exclaimed, sharply, ‘I 
must protest in the name of the Govern- 
ment and the state against the indisore- 
tion committed by the witnesa.’' 

M, Picot then recommenced his testi- 
mony,eliminating the Austro-Hungarian. 
He gaid he bad an interview with a ‘‘cer- 
tain military attache,’ and that the 
conversation turnel upon the Dreyfus 
case, The attache expressed surprise at 
the ‘inoorrect attitude of Fronch officers 
in doubting the werd of foreign officers."’ 

‘My impression,’’ added the witness, 
‘‘was that he was onxious to assert firm- 
ly and unequivocsbly the absolute inno- 
oence of Dreyfus 

‘Regarding the bordereau,'’ continued 
M. Picot, ‘‘the attache said only three 
documents, enumerated, were referred to, 
the real fact being that othera were pad- 
ded, meant to swell the dossier,"’ 


‘The witness noticed that tho attache 
employed the expression ‘‘hydraulioe 
brake’’ and never ‘‘proumatio brake,’’ 

Cousidered KMaterlhnzy a Swindler, 

In regard to YVaterhazy, the attache 
declared that he considerod him a sawin- 
dlor. ‘he attache also asserted that Kater- 
hazy had relations with Colonel Sohwartz 
koppen, who diamissed him because 
Haterhazy only brought Information de 
vold of interest. It waa thon, continued 
M. Picot, that Katerhazy tried to enter 
the War Offlve oud almost aacoeuded and 
it was then that he wrote to Colonel 
Schwartzkoppen the letter sinca known 
aa the bordercau, In reply to the writer 
of the bordereau, added M. Picot, Colonel 
Schwat tzkoppen wrote the telegram oard, 


known as the petit bleu. But, on rofloo- 
tion, he crumpled it up and threw tt in 
the flreplave, 

The evidence of MM. Meyer, Molinier 
and Glery, all of whom are handwriting 
oxperta of the firat rank, was a strong 
point for Dreyfus, They were most em- 
phatic In deolaring the bordereau was 
written by Katerhazy, and oroated a bet 
ter Jinpression than M, Hertillon by not 
Intreduolng tho fantastic diagrams whioh 
the latter deemed necosaary,
